Rhodesia voting 
going smoothly 

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UP1) — Hundreds of thousands 
of black voters braved heavy rains Wednesday, crowding 
polling stations and dancing in the streets in a massive first 
day turnout for majority-rule elections to bring indepen¬ 
dence to Britain's last African colony. 

The carnival atmosphere was somewhat marred when 
police in the capital used tear gas to disperse several 
hundred supporters of Patriotic Front leader Robert Mugabe 
for allegedly throwing rocks at cars and members of rival 
parties. 

No arrests were reported and security everywhere was 
tight. 

The lack of violence contrasted sharply with the election 
campaign during which there was a spate of bombings and 
attacks from both sides.

When Bennett made his 
announcement Wednesday 
morning he left the door 
open for legislation, but did 
not promise such a law 
would be introduced. 

"The ban will be imposed 
by order-in-council and we 
will introduce legislation if 
wc feel that necessary." the 
premier said. 

While sticking with his 
claim that the government's 
decision had been made 
after listening to the people, 
the premier admitted that 
"on a world scale, B.C. has 
little to offer in terms of 
uranium. The provinces \f 
Saskatchewan and Ontario 
have uranium sources that 
can serve not only Canadian

Millionaire 
confesses 
to burglaries 

PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) — A millionaire shop¬ 
ping centre developer who confessed to 14 burg¬ 
laries netting $100,000 worth of jewelry says he did it 
as an object lesson to divert three youngsters f rom a 
life of crime. 

Authorities said a confession by the developer. 
Leroy Malouf, 58, led to the recovery of half the 
jewelry. Because the statute of limitations had run 
out. he is safe from prosecution. The loot was stolen 
in 1972 and 1973. 

"I'm cleaning my slate so I can die in peace,” 
Malouf was quoted as telling investigators. 

Malouf said he committed the burglaries to 
show three young men. who appeared to be headed 
for a life of crime, "that they didn't know what they 
were doing. 

“I showed tham that they didn’t have the right 
equipment and they didn't have the knowledge — 
ami they quit.” 

Malouf did not identify the three young men but 
said they were leading useful and productive 
lives. 

Roger Golston. chief deputy Maricopa County 
attorney, said he w as contacted on behalf of Malouf 
by an attorney who said his client wanted “to make 
peace with God." 

Golston agreed not to press charges, even if he 
could, because it was the only way to recover the 
jewelry. The statute of limitations for such crimes 
runs out after five years. 

Armed with a search warrant, investigators 
found about $200,000 worth of stolen jewelry in two 
safe deposit boxes in the name of Malouf’s former 
wife, Maxine Knick. Her whereabouts were un¬ 
known, and investigators were looking for the rest 
of the gems. 

Malouf and his family have put up shopping 
centres and buildings worth $35 million since mov¬ 
ing to the Phoenix area from California in 1955. 

He said he hoped his past wrongdoings would not 
reflect upon his family, which be said has done 
substantial church and charity work. 


MOSCOW (UPI) —The 
Soviet Union accused 
Pakistan Wednesday of 
trying to start an "unde¬ 
clared war” against 
Afghanistan and bluntly 
warned against further 
provocations. 

In an authoritative article 
in Thursday’s edition of the 
Communist Party news¬ 
paper I’ravda, Alexei Petrov 
rejected Pakistan’s claims 
that it was not involved in the 
recent unrest that resulted in 
the declaration of martial 
law in Kabul last week. 

“A. Petrov" is known to be 
a pseudonym and indicates 
that the views expressed re¬ 
flect the highest levels of the 
Soviet leadership. 

The Soviets have consis¬ 
tently charged the Pakistani 
leadership with allowing 
Moslem rebels opposed to 
the Moscow-backed regime 
in Kabul to be trained and 
sheltered across the border. 

The Petrov article, how 
ever, was the sharpest and 
most direct warning yet 
from the Kremlin. 

"The facts irrefutably in¬ 
dicate a direct responsibility 
of the Pakistani regime for 
the undeclared war un¬ 
leashed from its territory 
against Afghanistan and for 
the recent actions as part of 
the criminal interference in 
the affairs of the Demo ¬ 
cratic Republic of Afghanis¬ 
tan. committed in Kabul by 
diversionists infiltrated 
from Pakistan," the article 
said. 

The government of Afghan 
President Babrak Karmal 
declared martial law in 
Kabul last week after a gen¬ 
eral strike and violence in 
the streets broke out. It ar¬ 
rested at least one American 
and 16 Pakistanis charged 
with taking part in anti-gov¬ 
ernment activities. 

"At present with reliance 
on documents captured and 
the evidence of the orga¬ 
nizers of the disturbances, 
one can definitely stale that 
what was in progress was 
preparation for a counter¬ 
revolutionary rebellion, with 
the pogrom and the destabi¬ 
lized situation in the Afghan 
capital serving as a prologue 
to it,” the Petrov article 
said. 

There has been no recent 
word on the fate of the Paki¬ 
stanis or the American, Ro¬ 
bert Lee. who was accused of 
being a CIA agent. 

Soviet media reported 
Wednesday that life in Kabul 
had returned to normal. 


Strategic city 
‘about to boil ’ 

United Pre*s International 

An uneasy calm pervades the Afghan capital of 
Kabul but the strategic eastern Afghan city of 
Jalalabad, under siege by Moslem rebels for two 
weeks, is near its "breaking point," a well-informed 
diplomatic source said Wednesday. 

The London Evening News reported that top 
Soviet officials would accept a UN peacekeeping 
force in Afghanistan to establish a neutral coun¬ 
try. 

Reports from Jalalabad, only 100 kilometres 
from the Pakistan border, indicated anti-Soviet 
feeling could boil over at any time, as it did last 
weekend in Kabul. 

He said heavy gunfire cuts through the city at 
night and Soviet helicopter gunships had bombed 
villages on the outskirts of the city twice in the 
past week. 

Aussies, Kiwis, U.S. 
tighten Pacific links 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Australia, New Zea¬ 
land and the United States agreed Wednesday to 
expand military co-operation in the Indian Ocean in 
an attempt to show the Soviets they “cannot profit in 
the long run" from aggression. 

Australia announced after an emergency meet¬ 
ing of the three ANZUS pact countries that it 
will deploy a carrier task force group in the Indian 
Ocean, led by the aircraft carrier HMAS Mel¬ 
bourne. A communique issued following the meet¬ 
ing at the U.S. state department also said "naval 
and air support will be given by New Zealand as 
resources permit." 


Gunmen grab 
ambassadors 


BOGOTA (AP) —Guerril¬ 
las shot their way into the 
Dominican Republic’s em¬ 
bassy during a reception 
Wednesday, seized U.S. am¬ 
bassador Diego Asencio and 
at least 15 other ambassa¬ 
dors. and demanded $50 mil¬ 
lion ransom, release of all 
political prisoners and safe 
passage from the country. 

The leader of the the at¬ 
tackers, members of the 
leftist M-19 organization, 
conveyed the demands in a 
telephone interview with 
The Associated Press. He 
said the attackers held 
"about 60 hostages,” includ¬ 
ing 20 ambassadors. 

The foreign ministry said 


16 permanent and acting 
ambassadors had been cap 
lured, along with other diplo¬ 
mats. 

An M-19 spokesman al¬ 
lowed Asencio to come to the 
telephone and confirm the 
hostages were being well 
treated. The spokesman, 
who refused to be identified 
by name, said the charge 
d'affaires of Paraguay, one 
of the guerrillas and one 
other person \\erc wounded 
during the takeover. He did 
not elaborate. 

The group refused “for the 
lime being" a government 
proposal that an end to the

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The 
Carter administration said Wed¬ 
nesday it would Jr 1 gravely con¬ 
cerned if release of the American 
hostage/ in Iran were delayed 
until May or later, as an Iranian 
official has suggested. 

could be a grave concern if 
"process were dragged on that 
long," a U.S. official said in re¬ 
sponse to remarks in Iran earlier 
in the day by Ayatollah Mo¬ 


hammed Beheshti, secretary of 
the ruling Revolutionary Council. 

Beheshti said the new Iranian 
parliament to be elected next 
month would not be able to consid¬ 
er the hostages' fate before early 
May, some 10 weeks from now. 

But the U.S. official took some 
hope from the indication by Be¬ 
heshti that revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
could change his mind about sub¬ 


mitting the hostage issue to the 
new parliament for decision. 

The official said “a throw-away 
line” in Beheshti’s press briefing 
in Tehran apparently held open a 
possibility that Khomeini might 
himself decide the fate of the 
hostages. 

But he als* cast doubt on the 
significance of the Beheshti com¬ 
ments in general, calling them 
“not much more than a public 
statement, that is, political." 


In similar vein, U.S. State Sec¬ 
retary Cyrus Vance said later that 
signals from Tehran were often 
contradictory. 

Vance also said there was no 
misunderstanding between the 
United States and the United Na¬ 
tions as to the dual mandate of the 
UN commission in Tehran—to 
hear Iran’s grievances and also to 
bring a speedy resolution of the 
hostage crisis. 
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Nurses back strike , new talks likely 


New talks appeared to be in the offing 
Wednesday in the wake of an overwhelm 
ing strike vote by registered nurses who 
man 113 B.C. hospitals. 

Mediator Clark Gilmour is to meet Mon¬ 
day with the Health Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation and Tuesday with the Registered 
Nurses’ Association of B.C.- 

“We hope this will signal the beginning 
of a productive round of negotiations," 
said RNABC spokesman Jerry Miller. 

“We are prepared to meet continuously 
as long as the bargaining process proves 
fruitful. If it doesn't prove fruitful we have 
a strike mandate that’s good for 90 days. 


“The strike is a possibility that we hope 
won't become a probability." 

Nora Paton, chief executive officer of 
the RNABC’s labor relations division, said 
a strike was a "very real possibility" 
unless the industry agreed to bargain seri¬ 
ously. 

There was no plan at the moment to 
serve 72-hour strike notice. A walkout 
would not be legal until the mediator has 
reported out of the case. 

A solid 90 per cent of the 12,500 nurses 
involved in the contract dispute turned 
out to vote 98.1 per cent support Tuesday 
for a strike if necessary. 


In the case of numerous hospitals, in¬ 
cluding five in Greater Victoria, there 
wasn’t a single dissenting vote. 

The RNABC attributes this to the 
nurses’ belief that they have been badly 
underpaid for a long time, and must make 
an all-out effort now to catch up. 

They had gone into negotiations with 
HLRA with an apparent new militancy and 
a slogan that seemed to match their 
mood—“No more nurse nice guy." 

When talks broke off at the end of Janu¬ 
ary there was still a wide difference in the 
monetary positions of the two sides: HLRA 


had offered a 24 per cent pay and benefit 
hike over two years and the RNABC was 
defhanding an 18 per cent wage increase in 
one year with a catchup factor that would 
raise the figure to 30 per cent. 

This would mean the starting registered 
nurse’s wages would jump to $1,711 a 
month from the present $1,305. 

Both sides are agreed on retroactivity 
to Jan. 1. 

Meanwhile, HLRA has decided to with¬ 
hold comment on the outcome of the strike 
vote. 
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Senate ministers flndYCapp 
urged for West 


OTTAWA (CP) — Pierre Trudeau 
was told Wednesday he should appoint 
three or four senators to his cabinet to 
assure Western representation. 

Lloyd Axworthy and Robert Bockstael, 
the only Western Liberals to survive last 
week's federal election, said, however, the 
senator-ministers should not control major 
portfolios. 

REPORTING TO Trudeau after a five- 
day tour of investigation in the West, the 
two Winnipeg-arca MPs said use of govern¬ 
ment-appointed senators is the best of 
various alternatives proposed to make up 
for the lack of Western Liberals in the 
House of Commons. 

They told reporters the defeated candi¬ 
dates and other Western Liberals they 
talked with in four provinces rejected two 
other ideas: parachuting a Westerner into 
a safe Quebec seat or enticing a Progres¬ 
sive Conservative or a New Democrat 
across the floor df the Commons with some 
k‘nd of promise. 

They said the proposed appointment of 
senator-ministers is designed to provide a 
chance for Western influence in cabinet. 
The ministers should not hold major port¬ 
folios, if they held any portfolio at all. 

AXWORTHY AND Bockstael made 
clear they expect one of them at least 
will be in the cabinet to represent Mani¬ 
toba. So senator-ministers would be need¬ 
ed only from British Columbia. Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. There could be one 


from each, although a larger province 
might have two. 

Trudeau, who will, announce his cabinet 
Monday, expressed interest in the recom¬ 
mendation, the two men said. 

But he gave no indication whether 
he would follow it. 

TRUDEAU SAID HE would consult 
the opposition on Western affairs and 
sent Axworthy, almost certain to be a 
cabinet minister, and Bockstael off on 
a quick study. 

The Progressive Conservatives ap¬ 
pointed Robert de Cotret, defeated Ottawa 
candidate, to the Senate after the May 
election. They also named two Quebec 
senators to portfolios. The object was to 
keep de Cotret, economic development 
minister, in the cabinet, and to provide 
some Quebec representation. 

The Liberals were particularly hos¬ 
tile to the appointment of de Cotret. 

SINCE SPECULATION grew abo^t use 
of the Senate, several names have been 
mentioned as possible ministers. They in¬ 
clude: 

Ray Perrault, Liberal Senate leader: 
George van Roggen, and Jack Austin, for¬ 
mer principal secretary to Trudeau, in 
British Columbia. 

Harry Hays and H. A. (Bud) Olson, 
former agriculture ministers, and Earl 
Hastings in Alberta. 

David Steuart and Alexander Hamil¬ 
ton McDonald, both veterans of the Saskat¬ 
chewan legislature.

Neither Bennett nor the 
three cabinet ministers at 
the press conference—En¬ 
vironment Minister Stephen 
Rogers, Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Evan Wolfe and En¬ 
ergy, Mines and Petroleum 
Resources Minister Robert 
McClelland—had any corn- 
met on the 92 million spent 
by the Bates commission to 
date. 

Barrett called the expen¬ 


diture “a sheer waste of the 
taxpayers’ money, just like 
the agriculture (food prices) 
commission. Money down 
the drain." 

Bennett said mining com 
panies holding exploration 
rights would not lose those 
rights under the moratori¬ 
um. 

“Measures are now being 
taken to ensure that those 
who hold rights to uranium 
deposits will not lose them,” 
he said. “It is not our inten¬ 
tion to tie the hands of future 
administrations in this prov¬ 
ince in dealing with the ura¬ 
nium question. 

“In the next seven years, 
man’s knowledge of the han¬ 
dling of uranium may have 
progressed to the point 
where Its mining is accept¬ 
able in B.C."

New setback for Tito 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
(UPI) — President Josip 
Broz Tito's suffered a new 
setback Wednesday in his 
fierce fight for life with 
“more pronounced" bleed¬ 
ing, almost certainly inter¬ 
nal and related to his kidney 
failure. 

But the nation's business 
went on as usual, with Com¬ 
mon Market Executive 
Commission President Roy 
Jenkins flying In Wednesday 
night for a two-day visit to 


Yugoslavia and a talk on 
vital Common Market-Yugo- 
slav negotiations Thursday 
with Prime Minister Vesclin 
Djuranovic. 

In a development that 
showed just how sensitive 
Yugoslav authorities are 
about Tito and his condition, 
journalist Dragoslav Golu- 
bovic was dismissed as one 
of the editors of the weekly 
magazine Duga because of 
an article which allegedly 
offended public senslblities 
during Tito’^ illness. 


The article was about a 
woman in West Germany 
who was suing health author¬ 
ities after having troubles 
with a leg amputation and 
faulty artificial leg. The 
sources said Golubovic, who 
was one of the editors who 
approved the article and ac¬ 
companying picture, was ac¬ 
cused of acting with malice 
and offensive taste to in¬ 
clude the article at a time 
when Tito had his leg ampu¬ 
tated. 
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But HLRA spokesman 
Larry Rose suggested the 
association was prepared to 
resume negotiations if asked 
by the mediator to dose. 

“Negotiations were sus¬ 
pended, not terminated,” 
Rose said! “There’s still 
room for negotiation." 

A strike would be the first 
for the registered nurses in 
B.C. The provincial govern¬ 
ment would be expected to 
turn to the essential services 
machinery either to order a 
return to work, or to have a 
certain number of nurses de¬ 
signated for duty in the hos¬ 
pitals. 

The second avenue would 
be considered most likely, 
since it was the one followed 
three years ago when the 
Hospital Employees’ Union 
struck seven hospitals, one 
at a time. 

In any event, the nurses 
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are already preparing for 
essential service on their 
own. Committees have been 
set up by the RNs in the 
various hospitals to deter¬ 
mine what services and faci¬ 
lities must be maintained in 
the event of a walkout. 

They have said they will 
never abandon seriously ill 
patients. 

“For everyone's sake we 


hope the vote will convince 
HLRA they should negotiate 

seriously," said Paton. 

“Our members are re¬ 
sponsible professionals, but 
they must be treated re¬ 
sponsibly. 

“Hospital nurses will no 
larger accept wages that 
Udn’t begin to pay for the 
skill, education and experi¬ 
ence," she said. "Hospital 
nurses are ready to fight for 
a fairdeal."

Colombian Red Cross, which 
the guerrilla leader claimed 
was infiltrated by govern¬ 
ment agents. 

Intelligence sources said 
M 19 is one of the most active 
leftist guerrilla groups in 
Colombia. 

“Our goal is to triumph or 
to die and we want to de¬ 
nounce to the world the 
crimes and the tortures that 
are being committed in Co¬ 
lombia,” said the guerrilla 
leader, calling himself the 
"Number One Commander 
of M-19.” 

The government had no 
immediate response, but had 
earlier refused the guerril¬ 
las' request that President 
Julio Cesar Turbay Ayala go 
to the embassy to negotiate 
and that they be given a 
two-way radio to talk with 
authorities. 

Besides Asencio, the am¬ 
bassadors taken as hostages 
were from the Dominican 
Republic, Brazil, Venezuela, 
Costa Rica, Mexico, Uru¬ 
guay, Austria, El Salvador, 
Egypt, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Switzerland and the Vatican, 
the foreign ministry said. 
Also taken as hostages were q 
the acting ambassadors of 
Paraguay and Bolivia. 

About 500 policemen sur¬ 
rounded the embassy and 
brought an armored car into 
the area. At one point, a 
policeman could be seen on 
the roof of the embassy. He 
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had approached from an ad¬ 
joining house. 

Some of the terrorists 
shouted from windows that 
the diplomats would be 
killed if the police tried to 
enter the embassy, wit¬ 
nesses said. 

They said about a dozen 
gunmen, wearing orange 
and blue sweatshirts, started 
shooting when a Mercedes 
limousine pulled up in front 
of the embassy with one of 
the diplomats attending the 
celebration of the Domini¬ 
can Republic’s indepen¬ 
dence day. 

A policeman outside the 
embassy, who did not give 
his name, said Asencio's 
bodyguard was wounded and 
an official at Colombia's 
military hospital said the 
bodyguard was being treat¬ 
ed there. 

At the United Nations in 
New York, Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral Kurt Waldheim con¬ 
demned "this latest viola¬ 
tion ... of diplomatic 
premises." 

He called on "the persons 
responsible for this act to 
release the hostages im¬ 
mediately and unharmed.” 

Witnesses said the ambas¬ 
sadors of Spain, Argentina 
and Peru had just arrived 
when the shooting broke out 
and had not yet entered the 


embassy. The three ambas¬ 
sadors managed to escape 
unhurt, the witnesses said. 

"The young men were 
wearing orange and blue 
sweatshirts and were walk¬ 
ing past the embassy when a 
Mercedes Benz with an am¬ 
bassador arrived,” a wit¬ 
ness, who asked not to be 
identified, told the radio sta¬ 
tion Caracol. 

“It was then that the young 
men penetrated the em¬ 
bassy. Then the bodyguards 
of the ambassador who ar 
rived opened fire, too, and 
there were several people 
wounded, including one of 
the attackers who was shot 
in an arm." 

The government later 
banned radio broadcasts 
about the incident, saying it 
was doing so to prevent in¬ 
formation about rescue op¬ 
erations from reaching the 
attackers. 

M-19, whose formal name 
is the April 19 Movement,

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Jones cult defectors shot dead Sheik predicts 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) 
— Two defectors from the 
Peoples Temple who warned 
of so-called hit squads or¬ 
ganized by Rev. Jim Jones 
have been found shot and 
killed in their home. 

Police said Wednesday 
they had no suspects and 
declined to speculate on a 
motive. 

The bodies of A1 and Jean- 
nie Mills were found Tues¬ 
day night along with their 
critically-injured 15-year- 
old daughter. Daphne, in a 
small cottage behind a rest 
home. They had been shot in 
the head with a small-calibre 
weapon. 

Authorities at Alta Bates 
Hospital, where Daphne was 
taken, said she was not ex¬ 
pected to live. 

Another daughter, Diana, 
who was not home at the 
time of the shootings, said 
the family had often re¬ 
ceived threatening letters 
and phone calls. On one oc¬ 
casion she said she saw 
“eight or nine men standing 
in the yard with their hands 
on guns in holsters." 

The couple’s son, Eddie, 
about 17, was home at the 
time of the shootings, but 
told police he did not see or 
hear anything. He was re¬ 
leased after questioning, but 
authorities said they could 


not explain why he did not 
hear the shootings. 

Mills, 51, and his wife, 40, 
fled the Peoples Temple and 
set up a halfway house to 
help others escaping reli¬ 
gious cults before the No¬ 
vember, 1978. mass suicides 
and murders that left more 
than 900 people dead in the 
temple's commune in Guy¬ 
ana. 

The couple defected from 
the Peoples Temple in 1975 
and formed the Human 
Freedom Centre three years 
later. They asked for police 
protection following the 
mass deaths at the Jones¬ 
town commune. 

The Mills and other former 
members said they were 
afraid of hit squads organ¬ 
ized by Jones for revenge 
after his death. 

Almost from the moment 
the horror of Jonestown be¬ 
came known, temple defec¬ 
tors at the centre claimed 
Jones, had set up death 
squads to get them. 

"Our entire family still 
lives under the conscious 
awareness that every mem¬ 
ber of the church would feel 
justified in killing any of us 
because we are considered 
to be traitors,” Mrs. Mills 
said about a month after 
Jones led the death ritual at 
the Guyanese commune. 


4 glut’ of crude 


DORA, Qatar (UPI) — A leading Arab 
oil minister predicted Wednesday there 
would be a “glut" of crude oil in the near 
future that should enable OPEC to re¬ 
store order to the chaotic world market. 

Sheik Abdul Aziz bin Khalifa Al-Thani, 
oil minister of the tiny Perisan Gulf 
state of Qatar and former president of 
OPEC, said the 13-nation oil cartel should 
not hold an extraordinary price-fixing 
meeting until the market had stabilized. 

In an interview in his ministry office, 
the sheik also called for the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries to con¬ 
sider co-ordinating natural gas prices—a 
resource that will eventually replace crude 
oil as the world’s main energy source. 

"We should really create a good market 
for gas, a good technology and a good study 
of the prices for the next 50 years, because 
gas exists in the OPEC countries in billions 
and trillions of cubic feet. So we should 
really put our hands on it now,” the 
30-year-old American-educated minister 
said. 

The minister, OPEC's youngest, also 
expressed his country’s opposition to 
American troops being stationed in the 
Persian Gulf. 

“The big powers should leave the gulf 
countries by themselves apd not have any 
intervention,” he said. The gulf countries 
should not come under “a certain shadow, 
whether it's the American umbrella or the 
Russian umbrella.” 

Qatar is a peninsular state located mid¬ 


way along the eastern coast of Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. Although it has a tiny population; it is 
one of the world’s major oil exporters— - 
500,000 barrels a day—and sits atop pos¬ 
sibly the world’s largest deposit of natural 
gas. 

Dressed in a long, white robe and twist¬ 
ing a chain of silver beads through his fin¬ 
gers, the son of Qatar’s ruling emir pre¬ 
dicted that the end of winter and the high 
level of oil stockpiles would combine to 
produce a glut of oil that would encourage 
OPEC producers to close ranks around a 
single compromise price. 

"There will be a glut in the market, and 
if there is a glut, this will help OPEC to 
unify prices in June," the minister said, 
adding the proviso that the situation could 
change if the f|ow of oil from any major 
producer were interrupted. 

"I think the market will stabilize 
and . . this will unify our prices," he said. 
He blamed multinational-oil companies for 
keeping oil prices high on the spot mar 
kets, saying one should examine the 
“billions and billions of dollars” those 
companies had made. 

At its December meeting in Venezuela, 
OPEC for the first time failed to establish 
a unified price structure. The resulting 
free-for-all saw producers jumping over 
each other to record levels of nearly $10 a 
barrel. OPEC rates currently range from a 
low of $26 for Saudi crude to a high of $37 
for Algerian. Quatar crude sells for $29. 


Gasoline, yes, but expensive

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
There will be plenty of gaso¬ 
line this summer, but 
American drivers will be 
using less as prices push to¬ 
ward an expected year-end 
high of $1.50 per gallon, the 
energy department predicts. 

In a 12-month outlook of 
the U.S. energy situation, 
department economists took 
a more optimistic position on 
gasoline prices than many 
private analysts, who are 
forecasting even steeper,in¬ 
creases during the current 
year. 

Because of the higher 
prices and increased auto¬ 


mobile fuel efficiency, the 
agency is estimating Ameri¬ 
cans will use 6.8 million bar¬ 
rels of gasoline daily in 1980, 
compared to 7.03 million 
barrels a day in 1979. 

“The refining industry- 
should have little difficulty- 
in meeting this level of total 
requirements, but problems 
in distribution may develop 
in providing the growing 
portion of unleaded gaso¬ 
line,” the report said. 

The report said that stocks 
of gasoline are expected to 
be 21 million barrels higher 
in March over a year ago and 


thus indicate a “relatively 
comfortable balance of 
motor gasoline supply and 
demand at the beginning of 
the peak driving season.’ 

The report predicted the 
price for regular leaded 
gasoline at full-service sta¬ 
tions could be as high as $1.52 
by the end of 1980. 

The American Automobile 
Association said its latest 
spot check on prices showed 
motorists were already pay¬ 
ing an average of $1.21 a 
gallon for regular. Some in¬ 
dustry analysts have said 
regular will climb to $1.84 by 


the end of the year. 

Consumption of all petro¬ 
leum products is predicted to 
drop from last year’s 18.3 
million barrels daily in 1979 
to 17.6 million barrels a day 
in 1980. This will contribute 
to a drop in oil imports from 
7.7 million barrels a day in 
1979 to a projected seven 
million barrels a day in 1980 

The report said world oil 
supplies “appear adequate 
for current needs” even 
though several producing 
countries were threatening 
to cut back their production 
levels as a way of keeping 
prices high. 


The agency said its opti¬ 
mistic supply predictions 
would not hold up if there 
were serious cutbacks in for¬ 
eign supplies this year and it 
warned that “even greater 
disruptions of oil supply, 
higher energy prices and 
lower economic activity are 
possible.” 

The agency also forecast 
higher prices for home heat 
ing oil. saying that by next 
winter homeowners could be 
paying as much as Sl.lt a 
gallon. Heating oil is cur 
rently selling for about 90 
cents a gallon. 
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Within 

the 8-mile circle 

There’s a monster in our neighborhood. 
Ever-present, mindless, overwhelmingly 
strong, this monster is potentially a mass 
murderer on a scale beyond our most lurid 
nightmares. 

The trouble is, he’s been skulking about 
for almost 30 years without striking. We’re still 
jgneasy about him but we’ve grown accus¬ 
tomed to his face. Nobody is trying to do much 
about evicting him any more. 

That’s the way a conference of concerned 
doctors at Cambridge, Mass., recently viewed 
the destructive potential of nuclear war. To 
bring the monster out of the shadows, speak¬ 
ers like Dr. Herbert Abrams, chairman of the 
Harvard Medical School radiology depart¬ 
ment, and Dr. Howard Hiatt, the dean of 
Harvard’s School of Public Health, talked 
about him in geographic and social detail. 
Applying their measurements to the local 
scene helps show us what the monster looks 
like. 

A single 20-megaton bomb or missile 
striking Canadian Forces Base, Esquimau, 
for example, would level every structure in a 
circle eight miles across. That would be every 
office building or apartment, every house, in 
all of Victoria, Oak Bay, Saanich, Esquimait, 
View Royal, Colwood and Langford, deep into 
Metchosin. No survivors. 

Beyond the eight-mile circle and within a 
12-mile circle, that is north to Brentwood and 
Mount Newton Crossroad and west nearly to 
Sooke, only the strongest reinforced concrete 
buildings would survive. Probably no survi¬ 
vors. 

Would the Soviet Union spare a 20-mega¬ 
ton missile for our neighborhood? Physicist 
Henry Kendall suggested that in an attack on 
the United States, using only a small fraction 
of the existing Soviet arsenal, New York City 
would likely be hit not by one bomb, but by 65. 
That suggests there might be enough for 
us, too. 

Time and again speakers at the confer¬ 
ence claimed th#t planning civil defence mea¬ 
sures or post-nuclear services is a waste of 
time. Experience from places like Dresden 
during the Second World War indicates bomb 
shelters in the nuclear era will become 
ovens and pressure cookers. 

Physicist Kendall predicted that in the 
wake of a nuclear war, the world would return 
to the Middle Ages, with scattered bands of 
survivors competing for scarce resources. 

“We, as physicians, have accepted the 
arms race as something inevitable,” said Dr. 
Abrams. “The real enemy is passivity.” 

But what can we do? Individually, noth¬ 
ing. Collectively, everything is possible. But 
perhaps the first step is for each of us to stop 
ignoring, stop turning our back on the nuclear 
war monster which is now in everybody’s 
neighborhood, including ours.

When leaders lose a sense of proportion 



LONDON'**— The possibility of a 
nuclear war in 1980 is still probably 
only one in 10 or thereabouts. But that 
is up from perhaps one 
in 100 six months ago 
— and the odds are 
getting shorter not by 
the month but by the 
week. 

There have been a 
few exciting interna¬ 
tional events recent¬ 
ly, but nothing that 
could objectively jus¬ 
tify the dfre forebod¬ 
ings of war that now 
permeate the Western and Eastern 
blocs alike. Nothing comparable, say, 
to the Berlin blockade or the Cuban 
missile crisis, which were deliberate 
attempts by one super-power to gain a 
vital strategic advantage. Nothing 
comparable even to the Soviet-Ameri 
can confrontation at the end of the 1973 
Arab-lsraeli war. 

Afghanistan? Turn to page 56 in 
your atlas and you will find it in the 
upper left-hand comer near Pakistan. 
It has been loosely within the Soviet 
sphere of influence for 25 years and 
the Russians have behaved with their 
usual combination of panic and callous 
brutality when they suddenly feared 
that it was slipping out of their 
hands. 

Moscow must now expect to pay a 
price in demonstrations of displeasure 
by the West, the Muslim countries, 
and indeed the entire Third World —

but the invasion of Afghanistan can 
scarcely be mistaken for the starting 
gun for The Third World War. If the 
Warsaw Pact invasion of Czechoslova¬ 
kia in 1968 caused only a hiccup in 
detente, it can hardly be argued that 
Afghanistan alone is to blame for the 
collapse of detente in 1980. 

Similarly with the purely techno¬ 
logical aspects of the super power 
arms race. Certainly the Russians 
were playing a dangerous game in 
building up their conventional forces 
in Europe at a time when U.S. interest 
and spending on defence was in a steep 
decline as a reaction to the Vietnam 
experience. Deploying a new genera¬ 
tion of far more effective nuclear mis¬ 
siles in the continent — the SS-20s — 
was even worse. 

' They should have realized that 
there would eventually be a backlash. 
NATO’s decision in December (before 
Afghanistan) to deploy a new genera¬ 
tion of Cruise and Pershing II missiles 
in Western Europe was a perfectly 
predictable consequence of the Soviet 
SS-20 program — even though in its 
turn it creates new nightmares for 
Moscow by emplacing missiles able to 
reach the Soviet Union on German 
Soil. 

But all these weapons develop¬ 
ments and their political implications 
(and likewise the U.S. Senate’s disgra¬ 


ceful delay in ratifying the now 
doomed SALT II treaty) were never 
more than merely marginal to the real 
military balance. They have not de¬ 
creased the certainty of total mutual 
destruction In any nuclear war by even 
one per cent. There has been no great 
strategic shift that could have caused 
the present war psychosis. 

What has caused it is the sound of 
our own wheels: of the immense ma¬ 
chinery of military and diplomatic and 
political and strategic analysis that 
seizes upon every modestly significant 
development in world affairs and 
magnifies it into life-and-death impor¬ 
tance. In normal times this chorus of 
doom has to compete with the noise 
from many other sources and the 
cries' of the extremists are largely 
drowned out — but these are not nor¬ 
mal times. 

Especially they are not normal 
times in the United States. American 
public opinion has just performed one 
of its familiar lurches from puritani¬ 
cal Isolationism (post-Vietnam, as epi¬ 
tomized by Jimmy Carter's desire to 
withdraw U.S. troops from South 
Korea) back into crusading fervour on 
the international scene (post-Tehran 
hostages, as exemplified by Jimmy 
Carter the staunch defender of the 
Free World's exceedingly far-flung 
borders). 

So now tt\p hawks are in full cry in 


Washington and of course they get a 
welcoming echo from the hawks In 
Moscow, who were equally frustrated 
by the tedious compromises of the 
1970s. There has always been a sort of 
unholy alliance between the advocates 
of high military spending and con¬ 
frontation tactics in the two capitals, 
each side feeding on the other's suc¬ 
cesses.; Now the feeding trough is full 
to overflowing. 

Presidents and generals are not 
vastly more clever than other people, 
just more specialized. And that spe¬ 
cialized knowledge, though Indispens¬ 
able to their trade, often has the unfor 
tunate effect of producing a kind of 
tunnel vision. In plain terms, they lose 
their sense of proportion. 

Both the men in Moscow who have 
just exiled him, and those in the West 
who are taking his exile as a signal for 
an even tougher stance towards the 
Soviet Union, ought to consider Andrei 
Sakharov's description of the only al¬ 
ternative to "peaceful co-existence". 

“A complete destruction of cities, 
industry, transport and systems of 
education, a poisoning of fields, water 
and air by radioactivity, a physical 
destruction of the larger part of man¬ 
kind, poverty, barbarism, a return to 
savagery, and a genetic degeneracy of 
the survivors under the impact of ra¬ 
diation, a destruction of the material 
and information basis of civilisation — 
this is the measure of the peril that 
threatens the world as a result of the 
estrangement of the super powers.”

A great energy breakthrough

The Liberals have inherited 
the bill for their earlier folly 



TORONTO — While the 
Trudeau Liberals bask in the 
sun of victory, one little- 
noticed fact 
casts a long 
shadow: the 
government 
of Canada 
cannot sell 
its bonds. 

On the day 
of the elec¬ 
tion, long¬ 
term Can¬ 
adas fell as 
much as $2 
to yield almost 13.25 per 
cent, the highest in Canadian 
history. Canada Savings 
Bonds are being turned in 
faster than the government 
can sell treasury bills to 
make up for the loss of cash. 
CSB holders are selling be¬ 
cause they can get higher 
rates of return elsewhere. 
Moreover, many Canadians 
have come to realize that 
when the interest is taxed 
and the capital is eroded by 
inflation, fixed interest “se¬ 
curities” are a losing propo¬ 
sition. 

The Liberals are tasting 
the fruit of their folly dur¬ 
ing Trudeau’s 11 years. Hav¬ 
ing changed the federal gov- 
ernment’s role from 
spectator to active partici¬ 
pant, the Liberals also 
changed the emphasis of the 
whole Canadian economy. 
Instead of production, the 
emphasis was on consump¬ 
tion. Instead of the private 
investment and growth 
which expand opportunities 
and jobs, the emphasis was 
on "job creation” through 
governmerft make-work 
schemes and on government 
redistribution of wealth and 
income between individuals 
and regions. 

To pay for the schemes, 
and for the proliferation of 
social programs that em¬ 
ployed new armies of civil 
servants to administer them, 
the Liberals had two choices: 
they could raise taxes or 
they could borrow. They 
chose to borrow — taxes art- 
unpopular. Between 1975 and 
1979 they borrowed so much 
that the public debt in¬ 
creased by threefold. Now 
the Canadian government is 
borrowing to pay the interest 
on money it borrowed to pay 
interest on money it had 
originally borrowed to con-

ceal its devaluation of the 
currency. 

That is bankruptcy. That is 
why Ottawa cannot sell its 
bonds, why a few weeks ago 
the governor of the Bank of 
Canada tried to sell $1.6 bil¬ 
lion in Toronto and had to 
buy upwards of $300 million 
back himself! Those he did 
sell have fallen $8 below the 
issue price. And the purpose 
of the sale was not to raise 
cash but to refund existing 
bonds that were falling due. 

Pierre Trudeau’s asser¬ 
tion that “a country isn't 
ruined merely because it has 
lent itself a lot of money" 
has come back to haunt him 
Sadly for the country, there 
is no sign that he under 
stands what he has done 
Fortunately for the country, 
the iron facts of bankruptcy 
have made what he does or 
does not understand irrele¬ 
vant. 

The Tories had no choice 
but to tackle the monumen¬ 
tal task of turning the Cana¬ 
dian government in the 
direction of solvency. Cana¬ 
dians had to be persuaded 
that there is neither a free 
lunch nor a free ride. Unfor¬ 
tunately the Liberals per¬ 
suaded a majority of Cana¬ 
dians otherwise. 
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Having promised to 
strengthen Petrocan and the 
Canada Development Cor¬ 
poration, to twin the CN 
tracks and to expand social 
programs, the Liberals will 
have to do the reverse. Like 
any bankruptcy, they will be 
forced to sell off assets and 
to cut spending. 

By manoeuvring them¬ 
selves back into power in so 
short a time the Liberals 
have inherited the full force 
of the damage they caused. 
Now it is they, and not the 
Tories, who must bear the 
responsibility, and the 
blame, for imposing the 
measures needed to restore 
the government’s finances to 
some degree of solvency. 

As John Crosbie put it: 
iberal times are going to 
be hard times."

WASHINGTON — Will 
mankind have a new-energy 
lease on life? Have our scien¬ 
tists fouqd an answer to 'he 
“greenhouse effect” of fos¬ 
sil fuels which affects the 
atmosphere and endangers 
man’s existence? 

The answer is a booming 
yes! — if the no-growth, no¬ 
prosperity, down-with-the- 
standard-of-living lobby 
drops dead. For a tremen¬ 
dous breakthrough in fusion 
energy, 20 years ahead of 
schedule, brings us close to 
an era of unlimited electric 
power — power which will 
pose no threat to the earth's 
atmosphere or any real en¬ 
vironmental dangers. And to 
gladden us more, fusion en¬ 
ergy is also very cheap. 

For years, the scientists 
have been working to har¬ 
ness fusion energy. Two pro¬ 
cesses have been in competi 
lion — magnetic fusion and 
inertial confinement (laser) 
fusion. And magnetic fusion 
has won out, to the point that 
the usually reluctant Carter 
administration is backing it. 
By present schedules, we 
will have all the power we 
need by the year 2000 — and 
probanly earlier. 

In fact, magnetic fusion is 
now at the stage.whcre it is 
ready to move from the re¬ 
search phase to the engi¬ 
neering phase. So enthusias¬ 
tic is the White House that 
energy expert Earl Dunckel, 
formerly of General Elec¬ 
tric, reports that the Office 
of Management and Budget 
has increased by $24 million, 
to $417 million, the Depart¬ 
ment of Energy's request for 
the program in fiscal 1981. 

A “worldwide stampede" 
toward magnetic fusion is 
already being predicted by 
Rep. Mike McCormack, D- 
Wash., chairman of a House 
subcommittee on energy re¬ 
search and production. He

sees the process as the sec¬ 
ond most important energy 
event in history, just behind 
man’s controlled use of fire. 

“The human race is truly 
going to step into a new era, 
an era that will provide all of 
the energy that all human 
beings can use for all time," 
McCormack says. "The 21st 
century win be a world of 
energy abundance. This, in 
turn, will make possible 
large-scale desalination of 
water for our deserts, ex¬ 
traction of minerals not now 
available to us. and indepen¬ 
dence from fossil fuels." 

McCormack, of course, 
realizes that magnetic fu¬ 
sion will not be in place for 
years to come, barring an¬ 
other great breakthrough. 

We will have to commit 
ourselves to the breeder 
reactor in another decade to 
counter the greenhouse ef¬ 
fect produced by fossil fuels. 
But as fusion develops, it will 
take over and the decommis¬ 
sioning of nuclear fission 
plants will have to begin. 

An engineering test facil¬ 
ity could begin work in five 


or six years, a pilot plant in a 
10 years and a demonstra- 
tion plant by the turn of the 
century. The cost will be $20 
billion, which given the time 


span and the results, is pea 
nuts. 

And McCormack is not the 
only enthusiast. Dr. Robert 
L. Hirseh of Exxon calls the 
fusion program “unusually 
meritorious and a source of 
national pride." And Sen. 
Howard Baker, the Republi 
can leader, has written that 
there is "a virtual consensus 
among experts that we now 
know enough to program a 
demonstration plant in 
1995." 

Baker feels that the time 
has come to push harder. 

"Fusion energy." he says, 
“will not contribute to the 
solution of our pressing 
short-term problems, hut 
now is the time to decide that 
aur children will not live in u 
world of peril because en¬ 
ergy is running out." 

The operative word is "de¬ 
cide" — for once it becomes 
generally known that a new 
and limitless source of cheap 
energy is in the works, you 
can expect the Barry Com¬ 
moners and the other pseu¬ 
do-environmentalists, aided 
and abetted by a gaggle of 
college demonstrators, to 
cry out that magnetic fusion 
must be stopped in its

Soviets examine our election

Vincent Massey was sworn 
in as Canada’s first native- 
born Governor-General 28 
years ago today—in 1952. 

Born in Toronto in 1887, he 
was president of Massey- 
Harris Company from 1921- 
1925. He was appointed a 
minister without portfolio in 
the Mackenzie King cabinet 
in 1925, but failed to get 
elected to Parliament. 

He was Canada's first am¬ 
bassador to the United 
States from 1926 to 1930 and 
later served as Canadian 
High Commissioner in Lon¬ 
don. 

1808 — The French cap¬ 
tured the Spanish city of 
Barcelona. 


MOSCOW — Moscow watched with great attention the 
elections in Canada, and their results are being wide¬ 
ly commented on by central Soviet newspapers, radio, 
and television. 

Reporting about the crushing defeat of the Conserva¬ 
tive government, the newspaper Pravda explains it, in 
particular, by the wide displeasure of the people of 
Canada with the economic policy of Joseph Clark. Mos¬ 
cow newspapers point out that practically all the pledges of 
the Conservatives, so generously made in the previous 
election campaign, turned out to be unfulfilled. 

Pravda correspondent Nikolai Bragin writes from Ot¬ 
tawa that Canadian electors were pressured on an unpre¬ 
cedented scale by big business and primarily multina¬ 
tionals and U.S. monopolies, which expected to keep the 
Conservatives in power at all costs. 

Pravda also notes that the leaders of the Conserva¬ 
tives, being unable to solve any of the acute economic 
and social problems facing the country — unemploy¬ 
ment, inflation, price rises — tried to use provocative 
lies about the “Soviet threat” in the election strug¬ 
gle. The right-wing parties, stresses Izvestia, the Soviet 
government newspaper, sought to cover their failure 
in domestic policy by actively joining the latest foreign- 
policy actions of Washington. Moskovskaya Pravda also 
draws attention to the fact that Clark’s government chose as 
its strategy a repetition of the moves of the White House. 

But the boomerang of anti-detente hit the Conserva¬ 
tives themselves. It is being pointed out in Moscow that 
the wager on anti-Sovietism did not work in their favor. 
The national consciousness of Canadians obviously re¬ 


jected the unreserved support of Clark of the U.S. actions on 
the world scene. Even such speculative undertakings as 
helping in the illegal departure of a number of American 
citizens from Iran were no good. 

Moscow particularly singles out the statement of Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau about his intention to promote the easing of 
international tension, the consolidation of world peace, and 
detente. 

The Soviet Union well remembers that it was in the 
period of the stay in power of Trudeau's government that 
Canada took a firm, independent stand on a number 
of international issues. It was at his initiative that Can 
ada halved the numerical strength of its contingent in 
Europe in the early 1970s, and later renounced a nu¬ 
clear role for its troops. 

It is also being noted here that Canada held a very con¬ 
structive position at the all-European conference in Hel 
sinki, and then considerably helped the implementation 
of the Helsinki agreements. This gives hope that Canada 
will also take a no less constructive stand with regard 
to the future conference in Madrid. 

The position of Canada on many disarmament prob¬ 
lems was sufficiently realistic and responsible. As a par 
tieipant in all the major negotiations on disarmament, it was 
the author of several useful initiatives such as, for example, 
on the question of a complete and total ban on nuclear 
weapon tests and the prohibition of bacteriological and 
chemical weapons. 

All this instills hope that Canada will be able to make 
a serious contribution to the relaxation of world tensions 
and the improvement of the international climate, on 
whose horizon some dark clouds have recently appeared.

My thought processes are soggy f rom two weeks 
of intense water torture inflicted on them in sunny 
Palm Springs, California. But try as I might, I 
cannot bring myself to be a good loser in this latest 
switch in the Canadian political scene. I am wea¬ 
kened by all that water, but not enough to accept the 
arrogant Pierre Trudeau with any degree of grace 
whatsoever. 

I give the devil his due—there has never been a 
politicuMOf such devious talent. His machinations 
in "retTHng," bringing down the government, re¬ 
turning for one last glorious fling, were mas¬ 
terful. But remember the operative word—they 
were devious. He has been a masterful liar—not a 
prevaricator, but a liar and his lies arc there in the 
record for anyone to peruse at his or her leisure. 
How can you accept such a leader with any de¬ 
gree of grace? 

How could Canadians once again accept a 
leader that fractured the country the way he did 
with his divisive pandering to Quebec? And of his 
force-feeding the French language upon the rest of 
Canada? How could Canadians accept an eco¬ 
nomic dolt once again—a man whose monetary 
policies burdened us with better than $55 billion in 
deficits? 

NO REAL MYSTERY to it at all. Western 
Canadians, being more perceptive and better able to 
spot a phoney at 30 paces, once again rejected 
Trudeau and his party in a manner that could not be 
misconstrued by even a diehard like Senator Per- 
rault, the Phogbound of Canada. 

No, the eastern establishment decided it was 
once again time to tell the West to perform an 
impossible bilogical uproar upon itself. W'e here in 
the West can not be accused of picking up our ball 
and quiting the game when we don't win. But when 
we can't win, then it would seem to me it's about 
time we started playing with different rules. 

Ontario, a province that has been sticking it to 
the West through freight rate imbalance ever since 
Confederation began, couldn't swallow the possibil¬ 
ity of getting some of the same in return through 
increased oil prices as prescribed by the Clark 
government. Ontario did the about-face and,Tru¬ 
deau is once again lord of the manor. But if Ontario 
thinks, for even one small minute, that Trudeau 
won't jack the price of oil to roughly the same 
amount announced by Clark, then Ontario does 
indeed suffer from tunnel vision. 

There are, predictably, stirrings of separatist 
discontent in all parts of Western Canada today and 
please don't put them down, as some editorial 
writers are wont to do, as the irrational mutterings 
of ragtag losers. It took one helluva long time for the 
separatist leanings of Quebec to come to the fore 
and while they may or may not reach fruition, they 
are, nevertheless, a definite factor in Canadian 
identity. The same feeling can just as easily be 
engendered in Western Canada, although the gesta¬ 
tion period will be much shorter than that of 
Quebec. 

A FEW YEARS AGO, then premier Dave 
Barrett attended a finance minister's conference in’ 
Ottawa and Barrett told' the assembled financial 
brains that the West was getting more than a little 
edgy and that the East had better recognize that 
unrest or end up facing the distinct threat of 
Western Canada separation. 

Barrett wasn’t trying to be overly dramatic. He 
was simply stating fact as he saw it. 

Under the present system of governing this land 
of Canada. Western Canada does not enter the 
process. Eastern Canada has the population and the 
industrial wealth, whereas Western Canada merely 
has the raw materials. They vote us down and do as 
they please. 

Any talk of Western Canada separatism must be 
given at least cursory possibility. We have the grain, 
the lumber, the oil, coal, potash, uranium, lead, 
zinc, copper and gold. We have the fish, we have the 
bounties of the earth—and if Western Canada ever 
decided to go it alone, it would be but a matter of 
weeks or short months before the industrial giants 
would flock across that Manitoba border from the 
East. 

It will also be but a matter of time until a 
Western Canada separatist movement attracts a 
leader of national import and when that happens, 
the dog might start wagging its own tail instead of 
vice versa. 

And, doubters and believers alike have no 
choice but to agree on one aspect of this scenario. A 
country of Western Canada would be one of the 
richest countries in the whole world. And Pierre 
Trudeau wouldn't be the leader.

At long last, Victoria aldermen have a 
tough steak into which they can sink their 
-partisan teeth. 

'klsfree enterprise versus government 
ownership'time, and depending on which 
side carries off a victory, the taxpayers 
will either become the befuddled owners 
of a brand-spanking new asphalt plant, or 
the boys who’ve got the tar market cor¬ 
nered will hold their monopoly position. 

While the aldermen prepare for a live¬ 
ly and partisan debate tonight, the taxpay¬ 
ers may rest assured that it doesn't really 
matter what the outcome will be. Either 
way, they’ll lose. 

For all intents and purposes, O.K. 
Paving has a monopoly on asphalt produc¬ 
tion and sale of asphalt. That, according to 
some members of council, is costing the 
taxpayers money. 

They also say that O.K. Paving won’t 
consider recycling old asphalt, something 
the city could do if it had its own plant. 

City engineer John Sansom would 
love to have his own plant to make asphalt. 
He says he can do it cheaper, or at least for 
the same price as private enterprise. 

COULD HE REALLY? There are very 
few examples of government successfully 
operating in the market, except where it 
has a monopoly itself. 

ICBC may be a wonderful success 
story, but look what happened to the com¬ 
petition. 

I believe government has a responsi¬ 
bility to take over companies which pri¬ 
vate enterprise abandons. When jobs are at 
stake and government-ownership is the 
last resort, take over, by all means. 

Ocean Falls is a case in point. But 
when the former NDP government decided 
to take the plunge, it did so to save a town. 
Nobody really expected the government to 
make money, and when it showed a profit, 
that was a welcome fringe benefit. 

But noBbdy will lose his job if the city 
doesn't go into the asphalt business. It's 
even doubtful that additional jobs will be 
created. 

The only tenuous pros of establishing a 
city-owned plant are faster service and a 
possibility of recycling old asphalt. As for 
Sansom's claim that he can do it cheaper, 
Willis, Cunliffe and Tail, a firm of consult¬ 
ing engineers, says he can't. 



I TEND TO BELIEVE the consults. 
And notwithstanding the rosy hue which, 
according to my critics, radiates from my 
political and social views, I side with the 
free enterprisers on this one. 

Something tells me if there were a 
dollar to be made in competition with O.K. 
Paving, someone would have done it years 
ago. 

But Greater Victoria is a limited mar¬ 
ket which may not support more than one 
plant. And I have no confidence that gov¬ 
ernment can succeed in the free- market 
place when the sharks steer clear of it. 

If city council has reason to believe 
that O.K. Paving is benefitting from its 
monopoly position, the mere discussion of 
establishing its own asphalt plant should be 
enough to bring the price down. 

And if it sneaks up again, the occasion¬ 
al reminder will suffice to keep the suppli 
dr in line. 

The taxpayers need a civic asphalt 
plant like a hole in the head. I hope the 
proposal will be turfed out tonight. 

THAT LEAVES ABOUT three inches 
of space to fill with a comment or two on 
Esquimau Aid. Larry Mann’s amalgama¬ 
tion proposal. Three inches is about all it 
deserves. 

It’s a lightweight exercise which 
doesn't do justice to Mann or the problems 
municipal governments have to wrestle 
with. 

It’s taken Mann several years to con¬ 
clude that the four core municipalities are 
suffering from a case of acute bureau 
cracy. and he suggests, rather naively, 
that the problem can be solved by rolling 
the four municipalities into one, electing 18 
aldermen from nine wards and a mayor at 
large. 

I suggest Mann call Winnipeg and find 
out what happened to that city's dream of 
efficiency when 14 municipalities were 
amalgamated years ago. 

They were replaced by one gigantic 
administration which has no grip on any 
problems and probably never will have. 

Not only is bigger not better. Aid 
Mann, it’s infinitely worse. The kindest 
treatment for Mann’s "discussion paper" 
is to file it under W for waste-basket 


Romantic ring from past era 


The articles by James K. 
Nesbitt in The Islander, con¬ 
cerning local and B.C. his¬ 
tory, are ever a great source 
of interest. Especially so 
was his article in The Is- 
lander of Feb. 17 referring to 
the Canadian Pacific "Prin¬ 
cess" vessels of bygone days 
and how they received their 
names. 

Mr. Nesbitt’s article also 
mentioned the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific “Empress" liners, also 
ships of the past, and draw¬ 
ing on his memory he named 
them all correctly. However, 
he quite excusably over¬ 


looked one that was simply 
name Empress. She was 
launched by Swan Hunter, of 
Newcastle, in 1906 for the 
Charlottetown Steam Navi¬ 
gation Company of Prince 
Edward Island. The CPR 
bought her in 1916 for their 
Digby, Nova Scotia—St. 
John, New Brunswick run. 
She was replaced by the 
Princess Hclenein 1931. 

So there was an Empress 
of nothing, but one cannot 
but wonder why there was 
never an Empress of Wales. 
how the name Princess 
Norah was arrived at and, 


for that matter, who was 
Princess Helene named 
after. 

There may be some mys¬ 
tery concerning the names 
of former vessels but they 
had a romantic ring to them 
that is lacking today on ves¬ 
sels owned by Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, such as Trailer Prin¬ 
cess on the B.C. coast and the 
ocean-going ship J. V. Clynv. 
named after a former presi¬ 
dent of CPR.

IBM, which sold debt se¬ 
curities to the public for the 
first time last year and 
placed another debt issue 
with Saudi Arabia, said Wed¬ 
nesday it expected to do 
more borrowing this year.

Canadian $ 
above 87$ 

MONTREAL (CP) — The Canadian dollar zipped back 
into the 87-cent U.S. range on North American money 
markets Wednesday, gaining more than a quarter of a cent 
against its American counterpart. 

The dollar opened at 86.84 cents U.S. Wednesday, surged 
to a peak of 87.36 in early trading and closed at 87.14. a notch 
below last Thursday’s close of 87.15. The currency hasn't 
traded in this vicinity since last spring. 

The latest jump may help calm fears about the interest- 
rate gap between Canada and the United Sates — the factor 
to which analysts had attributed to the dollar’s return to the 
86-cent range last Friday. 

The interest-rate gap usually results in investors moving 
their money south for better returns. 

“There were big buyers in Chicago (International Mone¬ 
tary Fund), a fair amount of foreign investment and a strong 
slock market, all because of oil and gas issues,” one bank 
trader said Wednesday. He said Canada's good energy 
outlook “was the main attraction."

STERLING HEIGHTS, 
Mich. (AP) — Chrysler 
Corp. rolls out a new model 
today — the United States’ 
first new army tank in 22 
years. 

Ceremonies at the tank 
plant in Lima, Ohio, will call 
attention to a $(>00 million 
annual business buried in the 
footnotes of the annual re¬ 
port. 

Though reeling from the 
blows of an 11-month slump 
in car and truck sales, 
Chrysler does have a bright 
future in tanks. 

Nobody else in the U.S. 
makes them. 

Marine engines, outboard 
motors and tanks are practi¬ 
cally all that Chrysler has 
left outside the auto industry 
after the sale of a recrea¬ 
tional boat operation last 
year and an air-conditioning 
business in 1976. 

Altogether, non-automo- 
live business earned 
Chrysler $37.6 million last 
year before undisclosed de¬ 
ductions for the corpora¬ 
tions's overhead, down from 
$40.3 million in 1978. 

Most analysts believe the 
tank business would survive 
if Chrysler, which lost al¬ 
most $1.1 billion last year, 
should go down the tubes. 

The U.S. Army wants to 
buy 7,000 XM-1 tanks during 
the next five to 10 years 
though it has authorization 
for only 3,900. 

Only 110 XM-1 tanks will 
be built In the first year for 
tests with active army units. 
Since those will absorb many 
development costs, they’ll 
cost $390 million. Army spo¬ 
kesmen say in full produc¬ 
tion, each tank would cost 
more than $1 million, but 
that disregards development 
costs. Last fall, the Army 
estimated total costs since 
1972 of 3,900 tanks at $10.9 
billion in 1979 U.S. dollars — 
that’s $2.8 million per tank.

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission de¬ 
scribed the case as “rare 
and perhaps unprecedent¬ 
ed" in the history of securi¬ 
ties regulation.

stock, an SEC spokesman 
said. 

General Dynamics issued 
a statement saying it had 
“determined that it was in 
the best interests of the com¬ 
pany to accept a consent de¬ 
cree to avoid the heavy ex¬ 
pense and disruption of 
protracted litigation.” 

“The company," the state¬ 
ment said, believes it “acted 
properly in its stock pur¬ 
chasing activities over the 
past six years, including 
those in December 1978, 
which were questioned by 
the SEC. 

The company said when 
the purchases were made, 
“no decision had been made 
by the board of directoft as 
to whether a dividend would 
be declared or a stock split 
would be made.”

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JUNK MAIL KING STICKS TO FACTS 


BRISTOL, l’a. (AI’> — A local printer’s annual report 
til stockholders tells it like it is. 

No fat, rIoss.v and self serving brochure would do for 
Robert Samans — just the simple facts. 

"Basically, Scanforms prints junk mail — gorgeous 
junk mail, gilt-edged junk mail, the champagne of junk 
mail," says the disarmingly frank report for Scanforms 
Inc. 

Not until the sixth page does the report mention that 
in the trade junk mall is also known as direct mail mar¬ 
keting. 

The report's tone is set by its cover, which reads: 

"Take heart, Chrysler: Scanforms Inc. has proved you 
can come back from the dead." 

Similar bluntness fills the first 15 pages of the 27-page 
report, which trace how Bob Samans founded the com¬ 
pany in 1969, how it fell to the brink of bankruptcy in 1976, 
and how it was savcd e with a $106,000 investment — at¬ 
taining profits of $1.09 million last year. 

The story begins with the caption accompanying a

Page t drawing of a man at a desk holding his head: 

"December ’76: Alone in his office after midnight, his 
home life in ruins, Scanforms’ president Bob Samans 
carefully reads Chapter ll — ‘Bankruptcy’ — of the U.S. 
Code.” 

In grueling terms, the report describes Scanforms’ 
near demise. 

“Like most start-from-scratch ventures, we'd never 
been cash rich,” the report says. "In 1971, we’d gone 
public to fix that. The good news was that the issue 
raised $500,000. The bad news was that the underwriters and 
the bank took all but $90,000.” 

A major customer went under in 1975 and, “Samans 
started staying at work longer and enjoying it less . . 
. Salesmen were quitting. Samans had no argument to 
hold them.” 

"The only thing that’s keeping me from jumping out the 
window is the fact that I’m on the ground floor,” Samans is 
quoted in the report, referring to the trying period. 

Samans says he was not simply seeking publicity with 


the unorthodox annual report. In fact, his New York adver¬ 
tising agency, Case and McGrath, had to talk him into it. 

“I was disturbed," Samans said. “I felt it was a 
very personal thing. They were dredging up history that I 
wanted to leave buried.” 

But the agency’s arguments finally convinced him. 

"They felt that annual reports are very boring read¬ 
ing matter. Here is a chance to use a real story and tell the 
American dream.” 

After the decision, Samans said, he still worried about 
using such terms as "junk mail.” 

“I did not think our customers would appreciate it. 
Some of our clients spend well over $1 million on a 
campaign.” 

But even the customers have liked the report, he 
said, citing letters of praise “from all over the country.” 

“In the final analysis, I guess I’m not upset.” 


New issues going preferred route 


TORONTO (CP) - Cana¬ 
dian corporations are pre¬ 
paring to raise at least $750 
million in the next few weeks 
in a test of the willingness of 
investors to accept large 
quantities of new equity se¬ 
curities. 

The companies, which in¬ 
clude some of Canada's 
best-known, and their un¬ 
derwriters are counting on 
ihe continuing buoyancy of 
the stock market to get the 
financing. 

While some of the financ¬ 


ing will be done in the form 
of common shares, it is be¬ 
coming increasingly popular 
to use preferred shares con¬ 
vertible into common 
shares. 

The latest corporation to 
get in on the act is Bell 
Canada of Montreal. It has 
filed a preliminary prospec¬ 
tus covering an offering of 
convertible preferred shares 
through an underwriting 
group led by A. E. Ames and 
Co. Ltd. and Wood Gundy 
Ltd. 


A company spoksman said 
the issue will likely be about 
$200 million. 

Prospectuses have been 
filed in recent weeks for con¬ 
vertible preferred issues by 
Steel Co. of Canada Ltd., 
Toronto, and Canada Ce¬ 
ment Lafarge Ltd. of Mon¬ 
treal. Canadian Utilities Ltd. 
of Edmonton has filed a pro¬ 
spectus for a straight prefer¬ 
red issue. 

Large common-share fin¬ 
ancings under way or in 


preparation include a rights 
offering to its shareholders 
by the Bank of Montreal and 
an offering of new common 
shares of Domtar Inc. of 
Montreal. 

Tordom Corp. of Toronto, 
a mortgage loan affiliate of 
the Toronto Dominion Bank, 
is preparing an offering of 
straight preferred shares, 
which will eventually be con- 
vertible into preferred 
shares of the bank, assuming 
that proposed banking legis¬ 
lation becomes law.

QUEBEC (CP) — Offi¬ 
cials regulating Quebec 
political party financing 
warned this week they would 
be tough with anyone dis¬ 
obeying strict spending 
limits during the referen¬ 
dum campaign—even if that 
means tangling with Prime 
Minister Trudeau. 

“Nobody in society, no 
matter what his position, is 
above the law,” Pierre-Oli- 
vier Boucher, director-gen¬ 
eral of political party fin¬ 
ancing, told a news 
conference. 

Quebec’s Referendum 
Act, passed in 1978, says all 
spending in favor of the yes 
or no options in the referen¬ 
dum must be authorized by 
special umbrella commit¬ 
tees to be formed once word¬ 
ing of the question is deter¬ 
mined.

IF TRUDEAU decided to

Even those supporting ab¬ 
stention from the spring wote 
should be regulated because 
they opposed both options, 
Sheehan said, although he 
was unclear how that could 
be accomplished. 


Each umbrella committee 
in the campaign will be limit¬ 
ed to spending $2,122,257, or 
50 cents for each of the prov¬ 
ince’s 4.2 million electors. 


ONLY QUEBEC electors 
are permitted to make con¬ 
tributions to either commit¬ 
tee, to a maximum of $3,000 
per individual. Corporate 


and union contributions are 
banned. 

Other financing for the 
campaigns will come from 
government grants to each 
side and loans or transfers of 
up to $1:06 million from 
political parties. 

If, after the campaign, the 
committees end up with sur¬ 
pluses, they will not be able 


to donate such funds to politi¬ 
cal parties. 

SUCH SURPLUSES could 
be returned on a pro-rata 
basis to contributors or be 
turned over to some founda¬ 
tion, Boucher said. 

Individuals found guilty of 
breaking sections of the 
Referendum Act are subject 
to fines of $100 to $25,000. 


IT IS NOT considered 
likely that Trudeau or other 
federal politicians would 
campaign independently of 
the "no” committee, al¬ 
though it is possible they will 
have extensive speaking en¬ 
gagements in the province 
during the spring campaign. 

If the federal government 
should decide to distribute 
pamphlets during the elec¬ 
tion campaign favoring one 
option and those expenses 
were not included in the 
spending of an umbrella 
group, Boucher said he. 
would seek an injunction to 
halt their distribution.

Bodies 
of slain 
1,300 
found 

BANGKOK (AP) — The 
iPhnom Penh government 
said Wednesday that author¬ 
ities recently discovered the 
bodies of 1,300 Cambodians 
believed massacred by the 
ousted regime of Premier 
Pol Pot. 

A broadcast by the Voice 
of Kampuchean (Cambo¬ 
dian) People, heard in this 
Thai capital, said the bodies 
were in a Buddhist temple in 
Kampong Spcu province, 
west of Phnom Penh. 

It said the victims were 
believed among 4,500 per¬ 
sons driven out of Takeo 
province in southwestern 
Cambodia by the ousted re¬ 
gime in late 1977. The Pol Pot 
regime was toppled by Viet¬ 
namese-led forces in Janu¬ 
ary, 1979, after holding 
power since April, 1975. 

Pol Pot was sentenced in 
absentia last year to death 
by a special court in Phnom 
Penh for the murder of at 
least three million Cambo¬ 
dians.

Capital Region politicians shrank back Wednesday 
when called upon to make a decision on the future of 
senior citizens’ bus passes. 

They refused to say the program will continue after 
current $5-for-six-months passes expire June 1, but failed to 
endorse a recommendation that passes not be renewed. 

Instead, they spent their time berating the press for 
focusing on the proposal to drop the passes, when they 
thought the real problem was to get the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to pick up an estimated $250,000 loss on the 
program. 

THEY DID DECIDE that region board chairman James 
Campbell and transit committee chairman Norma Sealey 
should meet Human Resources Minister Grace McCarthy to 
negotiate costs. 

And they did take exception to remarks made by 
Campbell last week when he said special concessions are 
a cheap kind of vote-buying gimmick and added that well 
off seniors ride the ferry for fun and drive good cars. 

They stopped short of formally dissociating them¬ 
selves from his remarks, however, when he said he 
was prepared to withdraw them “at this time.” 

However, he said, he would be glad to support them at 
another time and place “in a way which I think might be 
helpful.” 

Sca|ey termed Campbell’s remarks “ill considered and 
irrelevant," but agreed that they had passed at the com¬ 
mittee meeting without comment-from fellow committee 
members. 

AS A RESULT of press reporting, said Sealey, the region 
had been subjected to remarks from “religious zeal¬ 
ots defending the world from the callous actions of the 
Capital Region District.” 

She said hours and hours of work had been ignored, and 
a few inflammatory remarks had made it difficult to deal 
with the real issue. 

Committee members, she said, had been trying to deal 
realistically with the problem of placing responsibility 
w here it belongs. They did not want to be in a position of 
begging “like Oliver Twist” for money for the pass pro¬ 
gram. 

Victoria Aid. William McElroy said he would not 
be bothered at the idea of going cap in hand to the 
province for money. He wanted board members to agree that 
the bus pass program would continue even if the region had 
to pick up the costs. , 

SAANICH MAYOR Mel Couvelier said it would be bad 
tactics to promise to continue the program. 

"Maybe the idea of termination of the bus passes is 
advehturous and unnecessary," said Couvelier, "but the 
same argument would apply to tipping our hand the 
other way. 

"We don’t want to pass a motion saying we are going 
to continue the passes, or why would Grace McCarthy 
pay particular attention to our complaints? 

"In a bargaining position you have to have an ace 
somewhere up the sleeve and Aid. McElroy has played 
our ace now and we have nothing to play when the 
game starts." 

Sealey said there is no way that committee members 
thought the bus pass program was not worthwhile. 

“It's incredible that it should come across that we 
thought they should be Cut off," she said. 

VICTORIA AI.D. Robert Wright said it was incredible 
that the board should be at the stage "as if we were 
playing poker with the provincial government. 

"I can appreciate the fact that we need a strong nego¬ 
tiating position, but I don’t believe we can use our senior 
citizens as pawns in these negotiations." 

Wright said that if negotiations with the provincial 
government fail, he is prepared to fight to have the bus 
passes continued through transit taxes. 

Central Saanich Aid. Dave Hill said the board appears 
to be talking about tactics, poker and other card games 
as if it was simply playing "little war games” with the 
provincial government, meanwhile ignoring the people 
directors wre supposed to represent. 

And Sooke's Don Rittaler wondered why the board was 
assuming that the provincial government wouldn’t fund 
the program. 

CAMPBELL AGREED that the board has not yet met 
McCarthy, but said he had been told that the Urban 
Transit Authority had tried for months to reach an 
agreement but had failed. 

He said he did not knowUhe terms of reference for nego¬ 
tiations. but he assumed that the provincial government 
would want the region to step into the role of B.C. Hydro 
and pick up losses on the program. 

Couvelier said the bus pass program "is a beautiful 
program." 

However, he said, it is a provincial government pro¬ 
gram. If the region refuses at this time to pick up the 
program, it has the option of changing its mind at a later 
date. 


“You are asking me if I want to get into a human 
relations program, but surely you don’t make that public 
statement until they (the provincial government) deny their 
obligations." 

The board also decided to table a recommendation 


that the downtown free bus zone be continued until the end of 
August. 

But they did agree with a recommendation “that CRD 
transit planning staff investigate innovative methods of 
allocating the cost of the transit system shortfall among the 
beneficiaries.”

UVic’s faculty 
threatening 
talks boycott

University of Victoria fac¬ 
ulty will boycott the tradi¬ 
tional salary talks this year 
if the university’s board of 
governors does not agree in 
principle to binding arbitra¬ 
tion for salaries next year, a 
faculty spokesman says. 

Dr. Samuel Scully, presi¬ 
dent of the faculty associa¬ 
tion, said Tuesday some fac¬ 
ulty members felt the 
informal meetings between 
faculty and the administra¬ 
tion had little influence on 
the salaries which faculty 
receive. 

“Some of faculty say the 
talks are a sham. I wouldn't 
go that far, but the differ¬ 
ences between the initial 
offer from the university 
and the final settlement are 
minor-” 

The university’s board of 
governors has the right to 
unilaterally set salaries, but 
in the past university admin¬ 
istrators have sat down with 
representatives to discuss 
faculty salaries before the 
governors made the final de¬ 
cision. 

The meetings involved a 
fair amount of time for both 
faculty and administration, 
and “we feel there is little 


value to the exercise,” Scul¬ 
ly said. 

The board has refused to 
consider binding arbitration, 
which is used in other B.C. 
universities, in the past, but 
faculty attitudes have 
changed in the face of low 
salary increases in recent 
years, Scully said. 

“Now we feel much more 
strongly that it has to be 
introduced if we are going to 
have serious discussions 
about salaries rather than 
the informal discussions we 
have had in the past few 
years.” 

Binding arbitration, as 
Scully proposed to the board 
of governors last week, 
would generate "much more 
vigorous negotiation,” he 
commented. Although arbi¬ 
tration would be used only if 
the faculty and university 
could not reach a salary 
agreement, pre-arbitration 
negotiations would carry 
much more weight. 

UVic president Dr. 
Howard Petch, one of those 
on the administration’s side 
of salary discussions, sup¬ 
ported the value of binding 
arbitration, which will be 
discussed again at the board 
of governor's April meeting.

Pay hike coming 
for region board 

A pay raise is in sight for Capital Region Board 
directors, but they will wait until March 6 before 
they decide on the amount. 

Members of the finance and personnel commit¬ 
tee listened Wednesday to a report by assistant 
executive director Grant McRadu and reacted fa¬ 
vorably to his recommendation that chairman 
James Campbell should get a substantial increase to 
"equitably reflect” remuneration paid in other re¬ 
gions and municipalities. 

At present Campbell receives $8,551 annually as 
chairman, plus $1,578 as Outer Gulf Islands di'rec 
tor. By comparison, Victoria Mayor William Tindall 
gets $21,528, and Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier is 
paid $23,550, directors were told- 

Regional directors are paid varying amounts 
depending upon the responsibilities. Langford and 
Colwood directors get $5,870, and others less. 

In addition, directors get $25 per diem, which 
McRadu recommended should be increased to $40. 


Only the contractor will profit from the Clover 
Point outfall settlement, under terms agreed to Wed¬ 
nesday by the Capital Region Board. 

Regional taxpayers will the total legal bill “should 


contribute $475,000»toward 
final settlement, and engi¬ 
neering consultants Ker 
Priestman and Associates, 
and Associated Engineering 
Services Ltd. will pay $99,- 
000, with most of that sum 
coming from AESL. 

Outfall payments have 
been shrouded in litigation 
for more than two years, 
since contractor H.C. Con¬ 
tracting Ltd. abandoned the 
project at the 1,000-foot 
mark in the fall of 1977. 

Contractor Harry Berg 
claimed the outfall could not 
be installed because the de¬ 
sign did not adequately com¬ 
pensate for tides and cur¬ 
rents in the area. 

The contract for a 0.900- 
foot outfall was let for $2,- 
547,500, and Berg had been 
paid $1,545,000 for work done 
in taking the pipe about 200 
feet off the end of Clover 
Point. 

Under terms of the settle¬ 
ment, he retains that money, 
and gets an additional $324. 
000 in settlement of all his 
claims. The region will pay 
$225,000 toward that. 

The region will also pay 
$250,000 for all the polyethe¬ 
lene pipe purchased by Berg, 
including diffuser sections 
and concrete weights stored 
off Alpha Street in Saanich, 
and all polyethelene pipe 
which has been lying in Ross 
Bay for the past two years. 

Region board chairman 
James Campbell acknow¬ 
ledged that some of the pipe 
being stored (25 of 60 
lengths) is too badly dam¬ 
aged to be of use. However, 
he said, the region is paying 
only for the usable pipe, pur 
chased by Berg for $275,000. 
Total cost of the pipe was 
$425,207. 

Associated Engineering 
Services Ltd., will keep the 
$104,224 it has been paid 
for design and supervisory 
work. The region Will keep a 
$77,000 holdback. Associated 
Engineering will pay the 
bulk of the $99,000 consultant 
share. 

Ker, Priestman and Asso¬ 
ciates. which received $495,- 
485 for design and supervi¬ 
sion of the pumping station, 
will retain $36,323 paid for 
outfall supervision. 

Board members were told 
that $26,000 has been paid to 
date for legal counsel, and 


not be more than $50,000.” 

No figure was given for 
other expenses, or for engi¬ 
neering studies. 

Campbell said that the re¬ 
gion will be salvaging the 
pipe lying on the ocean floor 
in Ross Bay. 

“The pipe was delivered 
as part of the $1.5 million to 
H.B. and I am told it is 
salvagable for minimum 
costs. We have no alterna¬ 
tive but to pay for that.” 

“It is worth noting that we 
had in fact received value 
from the consultants for cer¬ 
tain design and supervision 
work, but we didn't pay them 
the full amount that they 
charged us on that. It fell 
short by about $86,000. 

The region recently 
agreed to pay $300,000 to 
consultants CH2M Hill for a 
new outfall design. They 
were told to expect an ap¬ 
proximate cost of $4 million 
to take the pipe out 3,600 
feet.

Saanich’s 28-member aux 
iliary police will be reinstat¬ 
ed, the police board has de¬ 
cided. 

They voluntarily withdrew 
their services Dec. 23 after 
an auxiliary officer with the 
New Westminster force had 
an injury compensation 
claim rejected by the Work 
ers’ Compensation Board. 

The board, in agreeing to 
resume reserve training and 
police activities, said situa 
lions which could place a 
member in jeopardy would 
be monitored.

The suspension of auxili¬ 
ary officers in neighboring 
Oak Bay, Victoria and Es¬ 
quimau brought a halt to the 
reserve training program, 
conducted by Saanich for the 
four core municipalities.

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Liquid Paper firm 
challenges charges 


Makers of two products 
used In schools have denied 
recent claims that the prod¬ 
ucts may be dangerous if 
sniffed. 

Liquid Paper Ltd. of To¬ 
ronto called statements 
made earlier this month in a 
nationally distributed maga¬ 
zine (Canadian Weekend) 
about their correction fluid 
“considerably misleading.” 

Zaher Lalani, the com¬ 
pany’s product reliability 
manager, told a Victoria 
purchaser, who asked not to 
be named, that Liquid Paper 
was safe, based on extensive 
testing by several U.S. gov¬ 
ernment agencies as well as 
Dr. N. Irving Sax, the retired 
director of New York State's 
Kadiological Sciences La¬ 
boratory. 

The product also drew 
warnings from the B.C. Drug 
and Poison Information 
Centre', which wants schools 
to ban it because of reports 
of misuse by students. 

The primary ingredient of 
Liquid Paper is a solvent 
called trichloroethane, 
which has a mid-range toxic¬ 
ity rating, not enough to be 
listed as hazardous if used 
properly for the purpose in¬ 
tended. 

However, said Bill White, 
head of the federal consum¬ 
er services department 
product safety division in 
Vancouver, inhaling the 
fumes from the product In 
sufficient concentration 
could lead to serious health 
problems. 

Trichloroethane belongs to 
a group of chemicals called 
aromatic hydrocarbons, 
which can affect the body in 
two ways. 

it can act on the central 
nervous system and inhibit 
part of the brain from nor¬ 
mal functioning, causing a 
temporary high which 
quickly becomes depression 
and, eventually, could be¬ 
come a coma. 

The effect may be more 
damaging to the circulatory 


system because evidence 
shows the solvent makes the 
heart muscles sensitive to 
adrenalin. That can cause 
irregular^ heart beats or, in 
extreme cases, the heart to 
stop. 

Lalani said reports in an 
Portland, Ore., newspaper 
which said a 14-year-old girl 
collapsed after sniffing Liq¬ 
uid Paper were untrue. He 
said it was never proven 
that the girl died from the 
product. 

"The autopsy examination 
detected chloroform, trich¬ 
loroethylene and nitrometh- 
ane solvent vapors in the 
sample of blood," Lalani 
stated. “Liquid Paper cor¬ 
rection fluid formula as it is 
sold does not contain any of 
these three chemicals. The 
newspaper ... on Feb. 11, 
1979, had reported the abo¬ 
ve mentioned statement be¬ 
cause correction fluid was 
present at the scene of the 
tragedy and some officials 
automatically assumed this 
was the cause of death."

tracks.” 

"We quote Dr. Brady . . . 
that Liquid Paper Corpora¬ 
tion is ... ‘a concerned, re¬ 
liable firm and that he was 
sorry they had been smeared 
on the basis of the news story 
about this death, because he 
didn't feel it was the fault of 
their product." 

The spokesman for the 
firm also said the company 
knew of no sniffing deaths in 
Dallas as reported. 

Quoting Sax, Lalani said,

think not of teaspoonful or 
lablespoonful but a cupful— 
which means it is not a poi¬

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Two Seattle ships better than one—Bawlf 

NDP’s Mitchell draws fire for attack on jet-foil timing and business involvement

Former cabinet minister Sam Bawlf said Wednesday 
lie was surprised that news of a proposed jet-foil link 
between Victoria and Seattle had taken so long to reach 
Frank Mitchell (NDP—Esquimalt-Port Renfrew). 

In a press release issued Wednesday morning, Mit¬ 
chell said the replacement of the Princess Marguerite by 
the smaller Queen of Prince Rupert was “a deliberate 
ploy to guarantee a large segment of the Seattle-Vic* 
toria tourist traffic to a private jetfoil promoter.” 

"I wonder where he’s (Mitchell) been these last 
three years since the jet-foil ran between here and Seat¬ 
tle?" Bawlf said. "And I wonder how long he and his 
colleagues are going to stay in the broom closet before 
they realize that one vessel, however big site.is, running 
between here and Seattle for a few months each summer 
is not the answer to the problem?” 

BAWLF, A LONG-TIME ADVOCATE of a jet-foil link 
between Victoria and Seattle and eventually a similar link 
between Victoria and Vancouver, said such a rapid transit 
system would double the number of passengers brought to 
Victoria on a year-round basis. 

He said he. was not financially involved with any 
group endeavoring to establish a jet-foil run. 

"I have no financial interests in any group interested 
in establishing a jet-foil service," Bawlf said. "But I can 
tell you this, if ever such a group set up shop in Canada. 
1 wouldn't mind putting my money where my mouth is 
and investing in such a business." 

Bawlf said he was aware of renewed interest in a jet- 
foil system since the switch of the Marguerite for the 
Rupert was announced. 

"BET WHETHER THE GOVERNMENT is considering 
any hard options I don’t know ," he said. “1 would hope that 
the old proposals are still around, updated and ready to be 
acted on soon because as I understand there aren’t too 
many jet-foils available.” 

A check with authorities in the United States revealed 
that one jet-foil could be available for this summer’s 
run if a decision was made relatively soon and that two 
could be available for this summer if a decision is 
made before March 7. 

"The ideal would be for the government to run the ser¬ 
vice,” Bawlf said. "But failing that, 1 think a jet-foil 
serv ice could be operated successfully by a private company 
and without, let me repeat that, without a government 

subsidy." 

Bawlf admitted certain specific actions would be re¬ 


quired from government if any private group was to be 
encouraged to provide a transportation link between Victoria 
and the United States. 

“BIT THOSE ACTIONS WOULD be in the form of 
definite policy statements, not in the form of cash subsi¬ 
dies," Bawlf said. “Obviously nq private company is going to 
invest $25 million in a jet-foil system this year if the gov¬ 
ernment intends to pul the Queen Mary on next summer 
to skim off the peak tourist trade. 

“The only thing I could see such a private company ask¬ 
ing the government for would be some capital assis¬ 
tance from the B.C. Development Corp., the same kind of 
assistance that corporation extends to hundreds of new 
business ventures in the province." 


Bawlf noted that Mitchell in his earlier statement had 
called for a major bverhaul of the Princess Marguerite 
and the replacement of steam-generated power by 12,000 
horsepower diesel engines. 

"I don’t think Mr. Mitchell knows what a difference die¬ 
sel engines would make to a hull as old as the Mar¬ 
guerite," Bawlf said. “Diesels would shake her to pieces." 

BUT BAWLF’S MAJOR ANNOYANCE was saved for all 
people who advocate the one run a day of any large-sized 
vessel between Victoria and Seattle. 

“That’s like pressing Air Canada to put one 747 a day 
on the Victoria-Vancouver run and just running it for 
the summer months," he said. "If anyone proposed that 
they’d lock him up and throw the key away. 

"And yet that is what people who supposedly have the 


Blencoe fears huge loss 
from loss of Marguerite 


Replacing the Princess 
Marguerite with the Queen 
of Prince Rupert could re¬ 
sult in economic harm to 
Greater Victoria of $10 mil¬ 
lion a year and more, ac¬ 
cording to Victoria Aid. 
Robin Blencoe. 

Blencoe will introduce a 
motion at Thursday’s meet¬ 
ing of city council urging the 
provincial government to re¬ 
consider its decision to use 
the Queen of Prince Rupert 
in the Victoria-Seattle run. 

In a report to council, 
Blencoe says the potentially 
disastrous situation war¬ 
rants some intervention on 
the part of the city’s elected 
representatives. 

"The problems that arc 


unfolding with the Queen of 
Prince Rupert are now being 
seen to be so severe that the 
total loss to the area’s econ¬ 
omy could exceed $10 mil¬ 
lion," the report says. 

The Princess Marguerite, 
it says, carried about 180,000 
passengers, mostly Ameri¬ 
cans, to Victoria last year, 
infusing an estimated $20 
million into the local econ¬ 
omy. 

Because of the Queen of 
Prince Rupert's lower ca¬ 
pacity, there could be a 
shortfall of 95,000 passen¬ 
gers a year for a loss to the 
area's economy of more than 
$10 million, Blencoe says. 

The report also cites pos¬ 
sible scheduling problems. 
Because the Queen of Prince 


Obstetrics unit ‘on track 9 


A regional obstetrics unit 
at the new Victoria General 
hospital is on track and will 
stay that way, members of 
the regional Hospital and 
Health Planning Commis¬ 
sion said Tuesday. 

The commission met 
"sharp questioning" from 
Sidney council regarding the 
removal of obstetrics from 
Saanich Peninsula Hospital 
when the regional unit is in 
operation, commission 
chairman Charles Perkins 
reported to the commission 
Tuesday, following a meet- 
ingin Sidney Monday. 

"It’s pretty obvious that 
large hospitals with separate 
functions are taking some¬ 
thing away from the commu¬ 
nity. We are trying to show 
that while something is 
taken away, something more 
valuable is being pul in its 
place." 

Perkins said no revisions 
were likely to be made to the 
Helmcken Hospital, which is 
now under construction. By 
the time everyone agreed 
what should be done, "it will 
be bricks and mortar." 

A report to the commission 
contained a Jan. 15, 1979 let¬ 
ter to the commission from 
Saanich Peninsula Hospital 
administrator John Stevens, 
confirming the position of 


the hospital’s board that "as 
soon as the Helmcken Road 
Hospital is opened thishospi- 
tal will cease to provide an 
obstetrical service to the 
people of the Peninsula.” 

The report noted that 
Saanich Peninsula's obstet¬ 
rical caseload was originally 
limited to emergency cases 
only, numbering perhaps a 
dozen each year, but in prac¬ 
tice the hospital has been 
doing about 130 deliveries a 
year. 

Royal Jubilee board chair¬ 
man Eric Simmons noted 
that his hospital was con¬ 
cerned about the same prob¬ 
lem—the lack of nearby ob¬ 
stetrical services when the 
new hospital assumes re¬ 
sponsibility for all obstet¬ 
rics—and was told by Per¬ 
kins that at the time the 
decision was made, more 
pressing issues such as the 
location of the new hospital 
itself monopolized public at¬ 
tention. 

Commissioner Betty Ken¬ 
nedy noted that people were 
inclined to agree to moves 
which were distant, but 
when an advisory group 
changes and the action is 
imminent “you have to re¬ 
invent the wheel.” 

Colwood regional director 
Howard Drummond said (he 


complaints from the Penin¬ 
sula "leave me aghast." 

"1 think pressure is being 


put on us by sources we 
should forget about at this 
time.” 


Rupert was much slower 
than the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite, she may not be able 
to make two runs each day, it 
says. 

"The Queen of Prince Ru¬ 
pert will take between four 
and a half and five hours to 
make the trip each way. Al¬ 
lowing one hour for turn¬ 
around at each end, and 
some time for crew changes 
and refuelling, the full 24 
hours of each day will be 
taken up,” the report says. 

Adding the problems en¬ 
countered in refitting the 
Queen of Prince Rupert, the 
decision to take the Princess 
Marguerite off the run was 
ill-advised, Blencoe says. 

He says the Marguerite 
may not be as unsafe as 
government reports make 
her out to be. 

"It has been suggested 
that other reports, notably 
inspections by the indepen¬ 
dent Canadian Coast Guard, 
have given the Marguerite a 
clean bill of health." 

And Blencoe doesn't buy 
the argument that the Mar¬ 


guerite uses too much fuel. 

"If the Rupert operates on 
two runs a day. the savings 
in fuel will surely be more 
than exceeded by the extra 
cost of paying a full second 
crew on the second run." 

The importance of the Vic¬ 
toria-Seattle run, Blencoe 
says, has been well docu¬ 
mented. Last year, it ac¬ 
counted for about 10 per cent 
of the tourist dollars spent in 
Victoria, he adds. 

“Any decision affecting 
that income for the city must 
be an extremely serious one 
and* the problems now aris¬ 
ing with the Queen of Prince 
Rupert appear to be posing a 
significant risk to the tourist 
economy,” the report says. 

"For that reason alone, I 
urge city council to adopt the 
motion, asking the provin¬ 
cial government to reconsid¬ 
er its decision to use the 
Queen of Prince Rupert on 
the run. and to review the 
possibility of reviving the 
Marguerite for at least one 
more season while other al¬ 
ternatives are explored." 


good of Victoria at heart keep proposing for the sea- 
link between here and Seattle. I don’t care whether it’s 
the Marguerite or the Queen of Surrey or the Queen Mary. 
any vessel which just runs for the summer months is 
not efficient. And the larger she is, the more inefficient 
she becomes during the long winter layoff. 

"For many years now Victoria has dreamed of the day 
when it could maintain a tourist season not only be 
yond the acceptable limits imposed by the weather, but 
well into the winter season. And here we have people still 
thinking solely about the summer trade." 

BAWLF NOTED THAT WITH a trade and convention 
centre planned for construction later this year and due for 
opening two yeap^ from now, “it is high time we started 
planning for that event because the success of that 
venture will,depend not on summer trade, which is al¬ 
ways at a peak, but by bringing people here swiftly, effi¬ 
ciently, in the winter and pre-tourist Season months. 

“I can’t for the life of me understand why people can’t 
see that.” 

Bawlf said he had no idea what government policy was 
now or would be in the future in the Seattle-Vietoria run. 
“but I hope it is developed with an eye to the future, not 
an eye to the past.” 

Asked what he would do with the Marguerite if he 
were still in government, Bawlf said the answer was 
easy. 

"I THINK MY VIEWS ON the preservation of things his¬ 
toric are well known,” Bawlf said. “Move her up onto a 
cradle, out of the water, install new boilers to provide 
heat, plug her into Hydro and convert her interior to duty¬ 
free stores, tourist shops, a cafeteria and a dining room, 
and let her become a permanent part of Victoria’s Inner 
Harbor as a lull-fledged terminal for all passenger traf¬ 
fic in and out of the harbor. 

“She has earned her spot and deserves a better fate 
than the wrecker’s hammer." 

In the meantime, the B.C. Ferry Corp. announced Wed¬ 
nesday that when the Queen of Surrey assumes her new 
duties on May 15 she will do so under the new name of 
Queen of the North. 

The Queen of Prince Rupert is scheduled to go into 
drydock for modifications and refit for her first Seat- 
tle-Victoria summer run which traditionally opens around 
May 24. 

BAWLF DECLINED TO CRITICIZE the government’s 
decision to switch the Rupert south and the Surrey, Queen of 
the North, to the Port Hardy-Prince Rupert run. 

“I just don’t know what problems faced them when 
the decision was made," he said. "All I’m saying is that 
if Victoria and Vancouver Island are to develop their 
tourist trade, we don’t need a floating gin-palace, however 
large, running between here and Seattle. 

"We need a fast service running six times a day each 
way, a service capable of moving, not the 340.000 pas¬ 
sengers moved by the Marguerite last year, but 700.000 
And those passengers would be coming in every day of the 
year, not just between May and September."

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Speedway wins support for recreational complex plan

Horse and dog racing tracks, car, bicycle and 
motor racing tracks, outdoor movie theatre and 
recreational vehicle campground are included in a $15 
million development proposal for Western Speed¬ 
way. 

Members of the Capital Region Board’s planning 
committee heard the proposal Wednesday and decid¬ 
ed to recommend that the 64-acre site be declared a 
'development permit area. 

Langford regional director Ed Lubick was enthusi¬ 
astic about the proposal, which he said would mean a 


“shot in the arm” for the Western Community. 

Western Speedway manager Tony Mortel said he 
expects the outdoor theatre to go ahead as soon as 
final approval is obtained, ready for opening in the 
spring of 1981. 

Other development would follow with demand. 

A site development plan presented to the committee 
included a race track, tennis club, swimming pool, 
bowling and curling building, a 50-unit campsite and 
picnic grounds. 

The plan also shows a dog racetrack, but Mortel 
said he understands that dog racing is illegal under 


Canada’s Criminal Code and that portion of develop¬ 
ment will not be permitted. 

At the moment, the Western Speedway property is 
zoned for rural residential use, and the application 
would change that to commercial recreation to con¬ 
form with existing use. 

The committee was told that the grandstands have 
recently been upgraded to meet current building stan¬ 
dards, and bridges over Millstream which have been 
washed out, are being rebuilt. 

If the development permit is granted the area on 


either side of Millstream will be set aside as green 
space, and for the picnic grounds. 

Mortel said he feels the development of the camp¬ 
grounds will likely follow the outdoor theatre develop¬ 
ment as the need for parking for recreational vehicles 
is increasing. 

“We want to keep all this land for recreational usg, 
and we will develop it along with the surrounding 
area,” said Mortel. 

If the Capital Region Board approves the commit¬ 
tee recommendation, and public hearing will be held 
on the proposal. 


Baseball owners 
may be inviting 
players strike

NEW YORK — Baseball has just come through its 
annual adventure in salary arbitration, and one is 
reminded of Heywood Broun’s brief experience as a 
newspaper executive, when he hired W.O. McGee- 
han for the sports department. 

"The managing editor,” Broun wrote later, “said 
I could have him if he would come for $50 a week, 
and if he wouldn't take that I could go as high as $55. 
Bill was a very shy man all the days of his life, and I 
was pretty shy myself back in 1916. Besides, I had 
never hired anybody before. The conference was 
carried on with each of us looking out the opposite 
window. 

“ ‘Mr. McGeehan,’ I said, ‘I am empowered to 
offer you either $50 or $55 a week to come to work. 
Which would you rather have?’ 

“Bill chose $55, and in a few months he was the 
best-known sportswriter in New York.” 

Well, in his fourth major league 1 'season, Bruce 
Sutter, winner of the Cy Young Award as the best 
pitcher in the National League last season, would 
earn a maximum salary of $90,300 this year under 
the wage structure that the men who own baseball 
are trying to write into their contract with the 
players association. Recognizing this as absurd, the 
Chicago Cubs offered $350,000. Sutter preferred 
$700,000, went to arbitration and got his figure. 
Versatile Ray Knight, who would also qualify for 
$90,300 after his three years in the majors, was 
offered $112,500 by the Cincinnati Reds. He suggest¬ 
ed $175,000, and an impartial arbitrator agreed with 
him. 

For Steve Kemp’s fourth season, Detroit proposed 
a wage of $150,000. The muscular young outfielder’s 
counter-proposal was $210,000. "Right on, Stevie," 
the arbitrator said. 

Lou Whitaker, the Tigers' second baseman, was 
rookie of the year in 1978, so 1979 was only his second 
season. Under the salary structure, thexpaximum 
for a player In this third year would b«N$69,200. 
Detroit offered $105,000. Kemp said $130,000. So did 
the arbitrator. 

When a club offers a player two or three or four 
times as much as the proposed wage scale would 
permit, it is obvious that the owner recognizes the 
proposal as a farce, knows the players will never 
accept it and has no intention of abiding by it 
himself. Why, then, are the owners' negotiators still 
arguing for it after 16 or 17 weeks of bargaining? 

Are they just stalling, deliberately setting up 
obstacles in the way of an agreement before April 9, 
when the season is scheduled to open? Are they 
inviting a strike? Marvin Miller, executive director 
of the players association, thinks so. 

“I don't believe they ever had any intention of 
negotiating an agreement," Miller says. “I think 
they want to test their theory that the piayers won't 
stick together. I think they feel that if they test the 
theory and it turns out to be wrong, they can always 
reverse themselves." 

Accustomed to a feudal relationship with the 
helots, owners have always believed that the play¬ 
ers would break ranks under economic pressure. 
They have already forgotten that 98 percent of the 
players supported the union in a 13-day strike over 
pension benefits in 1972, sacrificing 5 percent of that 
year's salaries. Since then, wages have soared. Now 
the owners, subscribing to the greedy-player per¬ 
suasion, tell themselves that the top-salaried play¬ 
ers would never risk their prosperity in the common 
cause. 

“Where you’re wrong," Reggie Jackson told man¬ 
agement at a negotiating meeting, "you assume the 
high-salaried players don’t know how they got those 
high salaries. By sticking together.” 

The owners waited until the 15th weekly negotiat¬ 
ing session to present their first proposal on the 
pension plan. Both the basic agreement covering 
working conditions, minimum wages, free-agenc.v 
procedures and such matters, and the separate 
pension agreement expired Dee. 31. 

Miller says the owners propose to increase pay¬ 
ments into the pension fund by 39 percent, which he 
says will not quite cover the cost-of-living increases 
over the last four years. Ray Grebey, head of 
the owners' labor relations committee, puts the 
increase at 63 percent, $8.3 million a year instead of 
$5.2 million. 

The owners also propose that instead of having to 
play four years before qualifying for pension bene¬ 
fits, a player would be vested from his first day in 
the majors. This would seem like something to a 
player whose big-league career lasted three or three 
and a half years. Under existing rules, he wouldn’t 
qualify for any benefits. 

The player who came up for a cup of coffee, as 
they say, staying a month or less, would qualify for 
benefits 25 years hence. He might collect enough to 
fill his gas tank once, OPEC willing. 

“It is a blatant attempt to curry favor with young 
players, whom they might want to use as strike¬ 
breakers," Miller said. 

"We are not stalling," Grebey said. “Our nego¬ 
tiating sessions have been very productive. One way 
to conduct these matters is to talk and talk and talk, 
so you understand each other well before you get 
down to the issues on the table. That’s why I feel our 
talks have been productive. 

"The salary proposal is a bona fide attempt to get 
some rational approach to performance for the 
players with shorter service.” 

The players’ executive board meets in Tampa 
next Tuesday to decide where to go next.

Stenmark charges to win 


Stenmark back in form 


100th cup race — 47th win 


WATERVILLE VALLEY, 
N.H. (AP) — Ingemar Sten¬ 
mark of Sweden, avenging 
his first loss .in more than 
two years in giant slalom the 
day before, easily won the 
World Cup special slalom 
Wednesday at Mount Te- 
cumseh. 

Stenmark skied two near- 
perfect runs and won by 
nearly one second. He had 
times of 51.71 and 50.33 for 
one minute and 42.04 sec¬ 
onds. Christian Neureuther 
of West Germany rocketed 
from sixth after one run to 
second over-all with 1:43.02 
on runs of 52.30 and 50.72. 

Klaus Heidegger of Aus¬ 
tria was third in 51.91-51.17 
for 1:43.08. Fourth went to 
Peter Popangelov of Bul¬ 
garia in 1:43.19 on runs of 
52.75 and 50.44, just 11-hun¬ 
dredths off Stenmark’s fas¬ 


test run of the second heat. 

Peter Monod of Banff was 
23rd in 1:47.47, followed by 
Raymond Pratte of Noran- 
da, Que., in 1:47.66. Fran- 
coise Jodoin of Ste. Adele, 
Que., wound up 31st in 
1:49.36, with Pierre Brazeau 
of Val David, Que., finishing 
32nd in 1:49.47, David Roth of 
London, Ont., placing 35th in 
1:49.88 and Greg Hann of 
Banff finishing 37th in 
1:52.63. 

The race was the 100th in 
World Cup for the 23-year- 
old Swede, and he made it his 
47th career World Cup vic¬ 
tory. Only the day before, 
however, Stenmark had a 
string of 14 consecutive giant 
slalom victories snapped by 
Austrian Hans Enn. 


On Wednesday, Stenmark 
skied aggressively, knock¬ 
ing down gates during the 
entire length of both runs. 
There were 67 gates set on 
the first run, 70 on the sec¬ 
ond. Both runs were 573 
metres long with a vertical 
drop of 174 metres. 

Christian Orlainsky of 
Austria, who was tied with 
Heidegger for second after a 
first heat of 51.91, fell near 
the top of the second run and 
was unable to finish. 

The victory gave Sten¬ 
mark, a double Olympic gold 
medalist, 170 points toward 
the over all World Cup title, 
which he has won three 
times. Andreas Wenzel, who 
fell in the second run, re¬ 
mained second with 142, and 


Krizaj moved into third with 
123 points. Wenzel, from 
Liechtenstein, is favored to 
win the World Cup. Sten¬ 
mark does not ski downhill 
and thus cannot pick up any 
combined points March 4 at 
Lake Louise, Alta., in the 
downhill. 

“It was fun to ski today,” 
Stenmark said. “It was im¬ 
portant to win because 1 
wanted to show that yester¬ 
day wasn’t a letdown after 
winning the Olympic gold 
medals.” 

Stenmark said his first run 
was perfect, but he made 
two small mistakes in his 
second run. 

“On a course like this, the 
first run probably was the 
best slalom run I’ve ever 
made. I made two mistakes 
on the second run but I gave 
it everything I had.”

Munson family seeks $42.5 million 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — A 
$ 12 .2-million wrongful death 
lawsuit was filed Wednesday 
against the Cessna Aircraft 
Co. and Flight Safety Inter¬ 
national Inc. in the death of 
Thurman Munson, former 
catcher with New York Yan¬ 
kees. 


Munson died Aug. 2, 1979, 
when the $1.2-million Cessna 
Citation twin-engine jet he 
was flying crashed while he 
practised landings at the 
Akron-Canton airport. 
Flight Safety International 
had provided flight instruc¬ 
tion for Munson. 


The suit was filed in Unit¬ 


ed States district court in 
Akron by Canton lawyer Eu¬ 
gene Okey on behalf of Mun¬ 
son's wife, Diane, and their 
three children. 

Okey said the lawsuit 
seeks $20 million in compen¬ 
satory damages for the fam¬ 
ily’s loss of income because 
of Mupson’s death. 

It asked for $9 million in 
punitive damages from 
Flight Safety. 

“Training was sand¬ 
wiched in between day and 
night baseball games from 
July 10 to'July 17, 1979,” 
Okey said. “Training was 
conducted on a casual basis 
in an informal maimer while 


this man was subjected to all 
the pressure of playing big 
league baseball games." 

Another $9 million in puni¬ 
tive damages was sought 
from Cessna, in part for neg¬ 
ligence in the use of higb- 
pressure sales tactics to in¬ 
duce Munson to buy a sophis¬ 
ticated aircraft when the 
company knew he was a pilot 
of limited experience. It also 
contended that a cabin door 
locking mechanism was de¬ 
fective, preventing two pas¬ 
sengers who escaped from 
opening the door to free the 
pilot. 

In September, 1979, It was 
ruled that Munson was para¬ 


lyzed from the neck down at 
the time of the crash and was 
fully aware of his circum¬ 
stances as the aircraft 
burned. Cause of death was 
asphyxiation due to the inha¬ 
lation of superheated air and 
toxic substances and the 
acute swelling of the voice 
box.

Judge dismisses suit Sam Goody a fyaddie? 


GRAND RAPIDS. Mich. (AP) — A U S. 
federal judge has dismissed a $300-million 
suit against CBS for its 1975 hunting docu¬ 
mentary film. The Guns of Autumn. 

Judge Noel Fox this week granted a 
motion by CBS attorneys for summary 
judgment, dismissing a libel and slander 
suit by the Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs. 

Fox said the plaintiffs had claimed that 
the documentary placed the Michigan 
sport hunters “in a bad light,” but there 
were too many Michigan hunters to claim 
that the film “can be reasonably under¬ 


stood as referring to the plaintiffs.” 

The film, televised Sept. 5,1975, showed 
a Michigan hunter shooting a bear at a 
dump and followed hunters through expen¬ 
sive hunting refuges where exotic ani¬ 
mals could be killed for a price. 

So much controversy was ,raised that 
CBS showed another program, Echoes of 
the Guns of Autumn, on Sept. 28, 1975. 

It reported the protest calls to the net¬ 
work, pressure on advertisers to drop their 
commercials before the first film was 
shown, and the irate reaction of some 
hunters in a small Maine community. 


NEW YORK (AP) — An ] 
FBI investigation called Op- 
eration ModSound has 
turned up evidence that the 
Sam Goody record chain is 
"deeply involved” in the 
bootlegging of hit records, 
according to NBC News. 

NBC said the investigation 
included FBI operation of a 
small record shop in West- 
bury, Long Island, that had 
since closed, and that a fed¬ 
eral grand jury in New York 
City was studying evidence 


turned up in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Neither the FBI nor repre¬ 
sentatives of Sam Goody 
were available for com¬ 
ment. 

Officials of major record-/i 
ing companies, including 
RCA, CBS and Casablanca, 
testified before the grand 
jury, the network said. 

It said they alleged that 
the counterfeiters not only 
sold the bootlegged tapes in 
record stores, but also sent 


large numbers of tapes back 
to recording companies for 
refunds. 

“A tape bought from coun¬ 
terfeiters for 53 could be re¬ 
turned for $6, NBC said, add¬ 
ing that losses to record 
companies from bootlegging 
ran into the millions. 

NBC quoted a lawyer for 
Sam Goody and iLs sister 
corporation, Pickwick Inter¬ 
national, as saying that both 
companies were co-operat¬ 
ing with the government.

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Retirement rule ‘inefficient’

OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
Conference Board in Canada 
' said this week that elimina¬ 
tion of mandatory retire¬ 
ment at age 65 could restrict 
an employer's right to re¬ 
place less efficient senior 
employees. 

In a report entitled Man¬ 
datory Retirement Policy: A 
Human Rights Dilemma, the 
Conference Board said argu¬ 
ments in favor of mandatory 
retirement were “not very 
compelling in practice." 

It added, "The main im¬ 
pact of eliminating manda¬ 
tory retirement at age 65 
would be to reduce the free¬ 
dom of employers to force 
retirement of a small num¬ 
ber of less efficient individ¬ 
uals who wish to continue 
their employment." 

The report by James 
Frank, head of the board's 


compensation research 
centre, addressed the philo¬ 
sophical question "whether 
mandatory retirement is a 
normal condition of employ¬ 
ment or ... a violation of 
basic human rights.” 

The study said while older 
employees were generally as 
efficient and reliable as 
younger ones, the elimina¬ 
tion of mandatory retire¬ 
ment would induce employ¬ 
ers to strengthen their 
employee appraisal system 
and dismiss those not living 
up to the higher standards. 

“Because of this aspect of 
personnel management, em¬ 
ployers felt, on balance, that 
their personnel decisions 
would be made more diffi¬ 
cult if mandatory retirement 
were eliminated," it said. 

Frank said eliminating 
mandatory retirement at 
age 65 would have only a 


limited effect on such na¬ 
tional goals as: 

• Ensuring older persons 
had adequate retirement in¬ 
come. 

• Keeping older persons 
independent and allowing 


them to make their own de¬ 
cisions. 

• Increasing the supply of 
labor in the Canadian econ¬ 
omy, or reducing future fi¬ 
nancial pressures on the 
pension system. 


The study estimated that 
in any given year, about 12,- 
000 to 25,000 people could be 
subject to mandatory retire¬ 
ment. This represents be¬ 
tween . 1 and .2 per cent of the 
labor force. 


RCMP probing

RCMP are investigating the 
authenticity of two letters 
published in the Townsman 
before the Feb. 18 federal 
election. . 

The letters—one signed by 
an R.J. Parent and the other 
by a Shelly Skelton, both of 
Prince George—were criti¬ 
cal of the New Democratic 
Party’s policy on abortion. 

Dave Segouin, assistant 
manager of the NDP cam- 
, palgn in the federal riding,of. 
Kootenay East-Revelstoke, 
said he became suspicious of 
the letters when he couldn't 
get in touch with either per¬ 
son named. 


RCMP in B.C. began 
checking the authenticity of 
letters published in' some 
newspapers just before the 
provincial general election 
last May 10, after it was 
discovered that Social Credit 
parly researchers coun 
sellcd party workers to use 
phoney names on letters to 
the editor which were criti¬ 
cal of the NDP. 

Attorney-General Allan 
Williams, recently,^n- ■ 
nounced that no charges 
would be laid as a result of 
the investigation, but RCMP 
said they were keeping the 
files open.

Street church 
based on hope 


Victoria could have its 
first street church by April 

It will run on faith, love, 
volunteer work and hopeful¬ 
ly donations. 

It will tackle "the most 
neglected mission field in 
the world," according to the 
former street tough who will 
run it. 

Gipp Forster, at 12, is 
nothing like Gipp Forster 
was at 22. 

Now he packs a Bible, a 
medallion and a gold cross 
around his neck, and a vision 
which he believes gives him 
the right to start his own 
church, the Church of The 
Mustard Seed, on Pandora. 

ONCE HE PACKED a gun 
and had a contract out on his 
life. 

But he went "soft” and his 
friends on those tough 
streets back East dubbed 
him the “reverend" because 
he didn't like guns and the 
life they promised. 

Then, Gipp was little short 
of a thug. The kind of punk 
the courts are full of. 

He had a secret, loo. It was 
tied in with that death con¬ 
tract hovering over his head. 

Today he "can’t and 
won't" say why he was a 
hunted man, apart from has¬ 
tening to reassure his inter¬ 
viewer that it wasn't too seri 
ous. "not murder or 
anything.” 

HE IS BACK on the streets 
today but his life in Victoria 
is vastly different. 

Gipp stopped running 
after 18 years' of fear and 
confusion. 

He gave his heart to Jesus 


Christ, he said, after a Billy 
Graham crusade in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

I’d always been interested 
in Christ or He had in me. 

“I surrendered to God and 
figured He’d take care of my 
problems," he explained. 

It was as well that he did. 
Of the 22 young punks in his 
street gang only two live 
today. The rest have died 
violent deaths. 

THIS BACKGROUND, 

says Gipp, allows him to 
speak the language of the 
streets, to understand and 
love its kids and their vast 
array of problems, their cul¬ 
ture . . . and to respect their 
dignity. 

It means a life tripping to 
and from the courts, speak¬ 
ing out on behalf of street 
kids, and often taking them 
into his family and large 
Goldstream home. 

Some never leave the Seed 
and the Forster home and 
are converted. 

"We are not getting kids 
off the street, just recycling 
them back to help others. 

“There is no con. We tell 
them simply the Lord wants 
them to smarten up. We are 
not very gentle ... we lay it 
on the line. 

“WE DO NOTHING but 
uplift kids who are trying," 
says Forster. 

Through his bespectacled 
eyes, the spiritual lives of 
street kids have been sadly 
neglected for too long. 

A poet of sorts, Gipp's lan¬ 
guage flowers in prose. 

He almost paints a picture 
as he speaks, and he does

often at the Seed and at 
venues throughout Canada 
where he spreads the word. 

While he is no Reverend 
Jim Jones, you get the feel¬ 
ing people would do anything 
forhim. 

Many do. His wife Dawna 
joined him in a team mission 
on the streets. The two of 
them exists on a salary of 
$1,000 a month, paid by the 
Emmanuel Baptist Church 
on Cedar Hill Cross Road, 
which also pays the rent and 
utilities. 

THE EMMANUEL is 
playing a pivotal role in the 
emergence of the first street 
church in the capital. It has 
loosely tucked the Seed 
under its wing, believing 
there is missionary work to 
be done the way Forster is 
doing it with his helpers out 
on the streets. 

Last week at its annual 
general meeting, church of¬ 
ficials agreed in principle to 
the establishment of the 
street church, according to 
the senior minister, Dr. 
Harold Lewis. 

However, the key decision 
still needs to be made by the 
B.C. Baptists' Union—the 
other part of a triad with The 
Mustard Seed and the Em¬ 
manuel Baptists. 

FORSTER, WHO will 
work as a lay priest in the 
eyes of the Baptjsts, is confi¬ 
dent his church will go ahead 
as strongly as it flourishes in 
his dreams. 

Instead of running a drop- 
in centre as The Mustard 
Seed, tucked away as it is in 
one of the grubbier parts of 


downtown Victoria, tends to 
be now, Forster sees his 
fully-fledged church operat¬ 
ing 24 hours a day, every day 
of the week. 

Next door an empty pawn¬ 
broker's store beckons with 
space the church hopes to 
assume through prayers and 
donations, and help from the 
Baptists. 

THE SEED volunteers led 
by Forster also hope for sev¬ 
eral vans which could patrol 
Victoria's streets rescuing 
kids in trouble before the 
police are forced to deal with 
them. 

In the summer, the vehi¬ 
cles could lake the kids away 


from it all on short trips, 
such as to the Chemainus 
motel run by Nick and Zoya 
Andruff and dedicated to the 
Lord’s work on Vancouver 
Island, says Forster. 

The motel is up for sale. 
The Seed would love to buy it 
for street kids to experience 
Bible studies in a family at¬ 
mosphere .. . “but we have 
no money." 

THE DREAM is bigger 
than the volunteer roster list 
of 25 or so helpers and half a 
dozen leaders. 

Forster believes the Lord 
will provide just as in the 
past. It will mean a roster of 
100 volunteers and a much 


larger budget from Emman¬ 
uel Baptists. 

Today Victoria, tomorrow 
Canada and then . . . who 
knows, Forster muses. 

On somewhat restricted 
hours now because of insuf¬ 
ficient volunteers and its 
popularity—it is usually full 
of young kids and adults off 
the streets—the Seed offers 
scripture study, films, dis¬ 
cussion, hope and a chal¬ 
lenge to go straight. 

THERE ARE services, 
too, and each day finishes 
with a prayer circle where 
Mustard Seed hopes and as¬ 
pirations and individual 
problems are laid bare. 


Light refreshments arc 
served as street kids talk of 
evolution and creation, find¬ 
ing themselves again in 
Jesus Christ, of love, hope 
and most other things their 
life on the sidewalks doesn't 
offer. 

The smoke-filled room 
hums with chatter, its walls 
offering hope with “We are 
called because we care,” or 
“Called not to preach but to 
serve” and “Patience takes 
love.” 

Occasionally film nights 
attract dope and booze. To 
Seed workers it means one 
thing—exodus—and the of¬ 
fenders a re shown the door. 

THE PLACE is a refuge 


for street kids with nowhere 
else to go. If it does nothing 
else from now on it still will 
have helped hundreds of con¬ 
fused, troubled kids and 
adults. 

But there is something 
about Forster that suggests 
the Seed won't die and will 
instead grow into a mighty 
tree. That it will open in 
April as Victoria’s first 
street church. 

“I’m pretty much of a 
bionic mouth and if I see 
something I go after it and I 
won’t quit," says Forster. 

It's almost as if he’s got a 
contract on his life again— 
this time for life and for 
Christ.

musicians 

WILMETTE, Ill (AP) — Music teacher Margaret 
Dilmore loves to tell the story of a five-year-old student 
who ran away from home taking only his two most 
prized possessions—his teddy bear and his violin. 

A disgruntled prodigy? Not really. Merely an aver¬ 
age youngster for whom music is an important part of 
life, says Ms. Dilmore of Chicago. 

In fact, she adds, this particular child is one of the 
"older” students in a string instrument program that 
has three-year-olds producing recognizable melodies on 
pint-sized instruments, and loving every minute of it. 

The prevailing opinion among music teachers now 
is that the “right" age for a child to begin music study is 
as early as possible. 

"There is no longer any question about the impor¬ 
tance of musical training for young children," says 
Gene Wenner, president of the American Music Confer¬ 
ence. 

“NUMEROUS STUDENTS have proved that chil¬ 
dren who are exposed to musical concepts at an early 
age exhibit not only an above average musical profi¬ 
ciency in later years, but also perform better than their 
peers in academic subjects, especially reading." 

There are about a dozen different methods for intro¬ 
ducing pre-schoolers to music, Wenner says. 

“Although the approaches may differ, the basic 
philosophies of these teaching techniques are similar,” 
he says. “They will aim at developing the child's innate 
musical ability, and they all stress rhythmic develop¬ 
ment. 

“It’s the rhythm which helps the children in lan¬ 
guage skills, vocabulary development and reading.” 

According to the Suzuki method of instruction used 
by Ms. Dilmore, for example, a young child learns 
music by "absorption, just as he learns to speak—and 
the sooner the better.” 

“WHEN A CHILD is two or three we start training 
the mother on the violin with the child watching," she 
said. "We want the child to get excited about playing 
until he makes the commitment by himself. At age 
three we start working with the child." 

The mother is requested to be present so that she 
can help the child with his lessons, or to assist in "trans¬ 
lating” the teacher’s fnstructions. ‘

x- The wonderful world of the Victoria arts makes 
for strange bedfellows. 

But surely the strangest yet is when that icono¬ 
clast of the arts. The Scribe, hops into the sack—fi¬ 
guratively you understand—with one of his lesser 
fans, Allan Purdy. 

But that’s where The Scribe wakes up in the 
little furore over the allocation of municipal grants 
following the release of the intermunicipal commit¬ 
tee's report. 

And actually The Scribe doesn't find it such an 
uncomfortable place to be this time. Purdy undoub¬ 
tedly can benefit from The Scribe's vast experience 
at withstanding the petty outbursts of hypersensi¬ 
tive arts groups. Come to think of it, a few of those 
past poisoned arrows have come from Purdy him¬ 
self. 

PURDY’S PRINCIPAL sin is that he has been 
identified as the author of a report by the cultural 
funding advisory committee which sets out the 
recommended municipal grant allocations for Vic¬ 
toria arts groups. It isn't so much the grants — up a 
generous 22 per cent over last year — that have 
angered some arts administrators, but the report's 
introduction. 

In rather blunt terms, It warns of the collapse of 
some arts organizations "if their present policies 
and administration procedures continue present 
trends." 

It notes what it calls “a duplication of adminis¬ 
trative and other services” among arts organiza¬ 
tions, and offers a “co-ordinated arts service pro¬ 
gram” as a possible cost-saving solution. It refers to 
“generous salaries to several individuals whose 
total effort, at best, appears insignificant when 
compared to other similar community arts en¬ 
deavours.” 

It talks of “generous salaries" for some admin¬ 
istrative personnel and even questions what “some

of the reasonably well paid adminstrative staff” do 
to occupy their time. 

IT RECOMMENDS that The Belfry, Kaleido¬ 
scope, Pacific Opera, Spectrum Dance Circus, 
Amity Singers and the Four Seasons Musical The¬ 
atre "at least initially” consider investigating the 
co-ordinated arts service program. 

It’s sobering stuff but fairly easy to accept by 
anyone familiar with arts groups. Nor is it particu¬ 
larly new, as some groups have already talked about 
sharing administrative services. 

Just why this sparked the kind of hysterical 
outburst that it did, principally from The Belfry’s 
John Unfield, takes some explanation. 

Linfield is justified in his concern that the 
introduction could be construed as a blanket con¬ 
demnation of arts administration. The assumption, 
according to Linfield, would be that Purdy’s com¬ 
mittee had made an indepth study of all the appli¬ 
cants. 

THE POINT IS THAT it didn’t. The committee 
made its decision simply on the basis of written 
grant applicatipns, some incidentally for rather 
unrealistic amounts of the local taxpayers dollars. 
They did not interview, visit, or probe the books of 
the arts organizations. There simply wasn’t enough 
time, says Purdy, who perhaps now can be faulted 
for not making that distinction clear. 

But Purdy, despite the tactless manner in 
releasing the report, does not deserve the abuse that 
has been heaped upon him by Linfield who, as the 
week goes on, seems to be the solitary critic of the 
report. His untempered reaction, cemented at a 


time when he had not even read the entire report, “ 
has probably done more to confirm the old suspi¬ 
cions that local arts organizations are administered 
by the flighty and the irresponsible. 

They are not. However, they do work under 
considerable stress from a situation of too little cash 
and too many expenses. It is precisely this problem 
to which Purdy’s report in all good faith offered 
some solution while at the same time main¬ 
taining its responsibility to local taxpayers. 

THE FIRST EVIDENCE of cairn and reason 
came from Eric Macdonald of The Bastion who, 
after finally reading the report, began to wonder 
what all the fuss was about. So have many others 
who see it as a perhaps too unspecific but still a fair 
evaluation. 

Purdy and his committee are to meet Friday 
morning with members of the Professional Arts 
Council of Victoria to elaborate on the report. 
Council chairman Macdonald expects it to be a 
positive exchange. 

“The professional arts council will not be used 
for radical viewpoints of the minority of its mem 
bers,” he warns.

Last week's column an¬ 
nounced the equestrian 
events in the upcoming Au¬ 
gust B.C. Summer Games, a 
first for B.C.'s horsemen. 
Further details were pro¬ 
mised for this week. 

Coggins tests will be re¬ 
quired for all horses entered 
in the games. Horse pass¬ 
ports are another require¬ 
ment but one which applies 
only to horses being shown in 
English events. The horse 
passports are brand new 
documents which will be re¬ 
quired by all horses entered 
in English events in CEF 
shows, not just the games. 
Available from CEF at $5 if 
you are a member, and $10 if 
you are not a member, the 
purpose of the passport is to 
record a horse’s various 
achievements. Passports 
will stay with each horse, 
going to the new owner 
should the horse be sold, and 
w ill prevent seasoned horses 
or international competitors

being sold and shown as 
green horses. The passports 
are not necessary for horses 
being shown in western 
events only. 

RIDERS interested in the 
Summer Games must be a 
minimum of 13 years of age 
by August 14, 1980. Horses 
must be 4 years old by Janu¬ 
ary 1,1980. Competitors and 
horses who have placed indi¬ 
vidually or as a team to 4th in 
national or international 
competition in 1979 or 1980 in 
the discipline they are com¬ 
peting in, are not eligible to 
compete in that discipline. 
Competing horses must be 
owned by a resident in the 
zone in which they are com¬ 
peting, and lease horses 
must be registered with the 
CEF 3 months before the 
games. Amateur status is 
required by all riders. 


Dressage team members 
will compete in a novice test, 
an elementary test and four 
minute long free style ride, 
all on the same horse. The 
aggregate score will count 
with CEF rules and scoring 
to apply. 

PRELIMINARY jumper 
riders will compete in Class 
A, B and C, all on the same 
horse, with the aggregate 
score consisting of cummu- 
lative faults. CEF Table A 
rules will apply. 

In the hunter division, 
riders will compete in work 
ing hunter, hunter under 
saddle and the B.C. Summer 
Games Classic (2 rounds). 
CEF Rules Section 12 Part I 
(1) and 4 (3) will apply and 
riders must ride one horse in 
all three events. 

The English tggm from 
each zone will consist of 2 


dressage, 2 hunter and 2 
jumper competitors. Riders 
may enter only one division. 
Dave Bowron, of Duncan, is 
the English zone representa¬ 
tive for Vancouver Island 
(Zone 6). 

RIDERS COMPETING in 
the western working division 
will compete in a trail horse 
class and a western riding 
horse class. The aggregate 
score, with CEF rules apply¬ 
ing, will determine winners. 

Western games division 
riders will compete in the 
barrel race (cloverleaf) for 
two rounds, and pole bending 
for two rounds. First rounds 
will be run one day, and 
second rounds the next, with 
aggregate scores (CEF 
rules) urbe compiled. 

A western zone team will 
consist of two working and 
two games competitors. 
Carol Walton of Port Alberni 
is the Vancouver Island 
western event zone repre¬ 
sentative.

Cystic fibrosis rare in adults 


Dear Dr. Donohue: My sis¬ 
ter, age 37, was diagnosed 
recently as having cystic fi¬ 
brosis. I am very worried. I 
have read in my encyclopae¬ 
dia that they treat this with 
antibiotics and with en¬ 
zymes. Can you write on this 
subject? She is very de¬ 
pressed.—Mrs. B. 

It is important to be very 
positive about the treatment 
of this illness to avoid the 
depression you speak of. 

Your sister must have a 
very mild form of cystic fi¬ 
brosis for it to be diagnosed 
at her age. It is most often 
discovered in infancy or 
earlychildhood. 

There is an abnormally 
thick mucus produced in the 
lungs and in the pancreas, 
ieading to blockage and mal¬ 
function there. As I men¬ 
tioned, mild forms may ap¬ 
pear in adults. If there is a 
family history of cystic fi¬ 
brosis, heredity is blamed. 

Involvement of the pan¬ 
creas is somewhat easy to 
establish with laboratory 
tests. There is also an abnor¬ 
mally high level of chloride 
in the sweat, and certain 
changes can be found in the 
glands of the gastrointes-' 
tinal tract (by biopsy). 

There are several thera¬ 
pies available to help pa¬ 
tients with cystic fibrosis. 
Use of expectorants, pos¬ 
tural drainage to help clear 
the lungs and pancreatic en¬ 
zymes (to replace those not 
being produced in the pan¬ 
creas) are but a few. You 
live near a large city where 
there may be a local unit of 
the Cystic Fibrosis Founda¬ 
tion. Your sister can obtain 
much useful information 
there and perhaps meet

other persons with her ill¬ 
ness to compare notes. Par¬ 
ents should suspect cystic 
fibrosis if a child has repeat¬ 
ed lung infection and is fail¬ 
ing to grow normally. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: You 

wrote about leg cramps re¬ 
cently in answer to F.B.S. I 
used to have them and fin¬ 
ally went to a doctor. He 
gave me quinine pills to take 
at night. It helped within two 
weeks. He was an older doc¬ 
tor. He told me it was not 
known why they worked, but 
I keep them on hand just in 
case. I haven't needed them 
for two years. I am 74 now. 
How does this help? — A.S. 

Quinine docs have an ef¬ 
fect on muscles. It decreases 
their excitability and there¬ 
fore tendency to cramp 
There Is a preparation that 
contains quinine in combina¬ 
tion with another medicine, 
aminophylline. It is given to 
help people with muscle 
cramps, especially those 
that occur during the night. 
It is not always helpful. 
Often cramps can be due to 
an underlying circulation 
problem, and that has to be 
treated. I suspect this is 
what I was telling "F.B.S." 
with regard to her specific 
problem. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 17 
and have a problem. I am 
beginning to feel it is a seri¬ 
ous one—bed-wetting. I have 
heard that children of four or 
six years or even 12 years old 
have this. What about me? 


What should I do? — U.D. 

Enuresis, or bed-wetting, 
can be found in as many as 10 
to IS per cent of normal chil¬ 
dren at five years. It may 
even be found in 1 per cent of 
children at 15 years. 

Medical causes are few. 
They include chronic uri¬ 
nary tract infections, dia¬ 
betes and some nervous sys¬ 
tem illnesses. You should 
have an examination to 
make sure one of these ill¬ 
nesses is not causing your 
loss of bladder control at 
night. 

Otherwise, a few simple 
steps may help. Don't drink 
fluids after dinner, urinate 
before going to bed. Have 
your parents waken you 
when they retire so you may 
urinate again then. This 
problem often ends with 
time. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I get a 
skin reaction to anything 
cold, including cold wind. I 
get redness, itching, white 
welts, then giant hives. This 
lasts from 30 minutes to 12 
hours. 

Once, after swimming, I 
was unable to stand without 
passing out. I started getting 
these symptoms when I was 
20. I am now 23. I am not 
allergic to anything else. My 
questions: Have you heard 
about this before, should I go 
to a doctor, and, if so, what 
kind? — R.W.G. 

You’ve described “cold 
urticaria” well, urticaria re¬ 
ferring to hives. It’s one of 
the physical allergies. A cold 
wind may bring on the reac¬ 


tion. Swimming in cold 
water can cause a severe 
drop in blood pressure in 
persons with this problem. 
There is danger of drowning, 
so you should curtail your 
swimming. 

In some patients, cold urti¬ 
caria is associated with an 
underlying illness, but most 
sufferers are healthy indi¬ 
viduals. Rarely, a peculiar 
blood protein can be detect¬ 
ed-cryoglobulins. Usually, 
however, the symptoms rep¬ 
resent a histamine reac¬ 
tion. 

Certainly, see your doctor. 
He can help identify an un¬ 
derlying cause, such as 
lupus, which can be treated. 
Some physicians have tried 
desensitization by immers¬ 
ing a hand or an arm in water 
and gradually decreasing 
the temperature. 

For now, use every way 
you can find to avoid cold 
exposure and forget about 
swimming, certainly until 
you have been examined. It 
was the profound drop in 
blood pressure from immer¬ 
sion that brought about your 
faintness after swimming. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
exactly does an ECG tell 
about your heart? Will it de¬ 
tect all heart problems? — 
E.S. 

The electrocardiogram 
can tell a lot about the heart 
beat and the blood supply to 
the heart. No test Is 100 per¬ 
cent perfect, so many ECG 
readouts tell little—arc neg¬ 
ative. That doesn’t mean 
there is no problem. The 
ECG will not detect all heart 
problems. For example, a 
high percentage of people 
with angina will have normal 
resting ECGs.

SAULTSTE. MARIE, Ont. 
(CP) — Charlotte Baillie is 
hoping that one of her Sa¬ 
moyed dogs will have pups 
so that one day she can make 
herself a coat. 

Mrs. Baillie, who breeds 
the dogs, has been making 
mittens from their thick, 
white coats and so far this 
winter has made five pairs 


using fur taken from her 
three dogs. 

"Actually knitting the mit¬ 
tens is nothing, but prepar¬ 
ing the dog hair to be knitted 
is a lot of work,” she said. 

The mittens arc soft and 
the texture is like angora. 
Mrs. Baillie said her friends 
ask if the mittens smell when 
they get wet, "because you 


know how a dog smells when 
it is wet.” 

“I don’t know why, but 
when the mittens get wet 
there is no smell,” she said. 
"They dry much faster than 
lamb wool mittens and are 
much warmer.” 

The Samoyed was origi¬ 
nally bred by Mongoloids in 
northern Siberia and north¬ 


eastern Russia and was used 
In Arctic regions to guard 
reindeer herds and pull 

sleds. 

The breed is built for cold 
with an undercoat of fine, 
downy hair and an overcoat 
of longer hair. Mrs. Baillie 
uses all types of the dogs’ 
hair for spinning and knit¬ 
ting.

COURTS/CAPITAL REGION 


In an unusal move Wednesday In Vic¬ 
toria provincial court. Judge Fred Green 
issued a warrant for the arrest of a wit¬ 
ness then proceeded to call the witness to 
the stand when defence counsel declined to 
do so. 

Green decided to call Steven Roderick 
White, of 899 Craigflower, to testify in the 
case of 19-year-old Ricky Douglas Timms, 
of 1340 Sussex, who was charged with 
having care and coiitrol of a vehicle while 
impaired, having care and control with a 
blood-alcohol reading over .08, and driving 
while under suspension. 

Timms' van sheared off a fire hydrant 
in the 1200-block Langley shortly before 
• midnight Aug. 11, causing about $3,000 
damage to his vehicle. 

Victoria police initially had difficulty 
determining who was the driver but were 
told another person had been driving at the 
time of the mishap. That person was' 
taken to the Victoria police station for a 
breath test, but Timms went to the station 
about IS minutes later and admitted he had 
been driving. 

However^ Timms' testimony concern¬ 
ing the times of the accident and when he 
finally turned up at the police station 
differed substantially from the police offi¬ 
cers’ evidence, and defence lawyer Robert 
Salmond said White, who was to be his 
witness, could not be served with a sub¬ 
poena to appear for the trial. 

Timms also testified he had three or 
four drinks of rye at White’s residence be¬ 
tween the time of the accident and when 
Timms surrendered himself at the police 
station. 

When White appeared in court in the 
afternoon, Salmond said he had an oppor¬ 
tunity to speak with White but now de¬ 
clined to call him as a defence witness. 


Green then exercised a rarely-used 
right to call the witness and questioned 
White 

White said he was in his apartment at 
899 Craigflower on the night of the incident 
about 11 p.m. and could not recall any 
visitors except, perhaps, his landlord and a 
few friends. But White stated that Timms 
had not been a visitor that night. 

In finding Timms guilty on the over .08 
charge, Green said he did not accept 
Timms’ evidence as to the times of the 
events, stating his decision was buttressed 
by White’s testimony. 

Crown counsel N.K. Varma said Timms 
was convicted of dangerous driving Nov. 
28, 1977 in Victoria and received a 60-day 
jail term, to be served concurrently with a 
sentence of seven months definite and five 
months indeterminate handed out at the 
same time for theft over $200. 

“I’m hoping this process today has 
taught a few people in this courtroom a les¬ 
son,” Green said. “It has been a fascina¬ 
ting case. 

JUDGE LORNE PEARCE handed out a 
14-day jail sentence to 55-year-old Ruth 
Elizabeth McDougall, of 3145 Jacklin 
Road. 

McDougall pleaded guilty to driving 
with a blood-alcohol content over .08 Aug 
25. 

Crown counsel Nicholas Lang said the 
incident occurred in a Col wood parking 
lot at about 2:35 a.m. when RCMP observed 
her driving in an unusual manner in a 
parking lot. Breath test readings of .14 and 
.15 were obtained, Lang said. 

McDougall had a previous conviction 
for impaired driving on July 20, 1977, 
when she was fined $50. 


Man convicted 
in his absence 


A 24-year-old man was 
convicted in absentia Wed¬ 
nesday in V Ictoria provincial 
court, and a spokesman for 
the crown counsel office said 
greater use of a Criminal 
Code of Canada provision al¬ 
lowing such proceedings was 
being considered. 

Bernie Cameron Thors, 
formerly of 955 Dingley Dell, 
was found guilty of impaired 
driving and refusing a 
breath test demand made by 
Oak Bay police Sept. 27. 

Judge Lome Pearce, who 
made the findings, issued a 
bench warrant for Thors' ar¬ 
rest, and sentence is expect¬ 
ed to be passed when Thors is 
apprehended and brought 
before the court. 

Under section 738, sub-sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Criminal Code, 
the crown may be granted 
permission to proceed "ex 
parte” only in summary— 
not indictable—offences, if 
the presiding judge is satis¬ 
fied a summons or an ap¬ 
pearance notice was duly 
served on the accused per¬ 
son and that the person has 
appeared in court at least 
once on the charge. 

In this case, crown counsel 


Nicholas Lang said, Thors 
made a court appearance 
Oct. 11 when Wednesday was 
fixed as the trial date. When 
the ease was called, Thors 
was not there, prompting 
Lang to apply under the ap¬ 
propriate section. 

It was the first case in at 
least five years, as far as 
Lang could recall, that such 


ex parte trials were held in 
Victoria. He said the proce¬ 
dure was more widely used 
in other parts of the prov¬ 
ince, but rarely here. 

However, he warned that 
his office was giving serious 
thought to going ahead in 
cases where the accused 
person failed to show up for 
the trial. 


Accused fails 
to show again 


For the second day in suc¬ 
cession Wednesday, an ac¬ 
cused person failed to ap¬ 
pear to answer a charge in 
Victoria county court. 

Brenda Lee Semeniuk, 20, 
also known as Brenda Lee 
Karaim, was charged with 
uttering—attempting on 
Jan. 5, 1979 to cause McGill 
and Orme pharmacy at 1201 
Douglas Street to act on a 
forged .prescription as if it 
was genuine. 

Court was told she was 
free on her own undertaking 
to appear and was believed 
to be in Edmonton. Judge 


M.L.T. Drake issued a bench 
warrant for her arrest. 

In another courtroom, the 
case of Wilfred Harold Mel- 
lors, 35, of Nanaimo was 
called for the second day in 
succession, and again he did 
not appear. Court was told 
that police, acting on a bench 
warrant for his arrest issued 
Tuesday by Judge E.J.C. 
Stewart, had been unable to 
find him.

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Alaska fishermen protest Canadian catch 


JUNEAU (AP) — Alaska’s largest 
organization of commercial fishermen 
has decided to ask the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to lodge a formal protest with 
Canada over new commercial fisher¬ 
ies started last summer on the Taku 
and Stikine Rivers. 


The United Fishermen of Alaska 
said the new fishing efforts began 
despite an informal agreement be¬ 
tween U.S. and Canadian officials 
that no new fisheries affecting fisher¬ 
men in the other country would be 
started.

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Garden Notes 


Many houseplant lovers are con¬ 
stantly frustrated in trying to bring 
their cherished plants lovingly along 
because they cannot provide the condi¬ 
tions the plants need. We’re especially 
conscious of this around our house 
because everyone, including our two 
youngsters, has assorted plants in our 
respective bedrooms and v)orkrooms 

One of the most crucial require¬ 
ments is light and so often circum¬ 
stances such as dull weather, lack of 
windowsills or other factors work 
against adequate light getting to our 
plants. Electric light added to daylight 
or electric light alone produces better 
growth and flowering. 

How many of us have seen our 
lovely plants' grow spindly and awk¬ 
ward as they reach out for light when 
what we want is an attractively com¬ 
pact and bushy plant? How often are 
we disappointed in the poor show of 
flowers in a plant that promised a 
, splash of color in the house? These 
disappointments are most often 
caused by poor lighting. 

There are several good books on 
growing plants indoors under artificial 
lights and anyone going in for this 
would do well to take one of these out

of the library or purchase one. 

It seems the most successful sys¬ 
tem is the use of fluorescent tubes 
especially designed to promote plant 
growth. They come in many brand 
names and the dealer can recommend 
the type most suitable for your pur¬ 
poses. If ordinary household fluores¬ 
cent tubes are used, an incandescent 
bulb of 25 watts will be needed to 
supply the required red rays to the 
plants. 

An ideal way to control the lighting 
as your plants require it is to attach 
the tubes—four 20-watt tubes or two 
40-watt tubes—to a piece of plywood 
which is then made adjustable by 
means of a chain or rope which lowers 
or raises the platform as required. 

If your plants are already in good 
natural light, they will need only a few 
hours of additional fluorescent light 
during the winter to bring them into 
bloom. Most plants need between 12 
and 18 hours of light a day so if you 
have 10 hours of good natural light you 
need to give them their artificial light 
for only these few additional hours. 

But plants, like people, need to rest 
and relax for a portion of their day so 
don’t get too enthusiastic and leave the 


light on for 24 hours or you would 
exhaust them and retard their healthy 
development. 

I suppose the absolutely ideal 
place to set up a houseplant table with 
an adjustable set of tubes above it 
would be in the laundry room with the 
dryer vented back into the room for 
the sake of the humidity needed for 
most houseplants but I’m afraid the 
building inspector would frown upon 
such a practice. 

Our centrally heated homes tend to 
be very dry and this dryness must be 
alleviated for good houseplant growth, 
probably the ideal method being 
through the use of an installed or 
portable humidifier. 

But failing the availability of a hu¬ 
midifier, some people set dishes of 
water amongst the plants or on top of 
nearby radiators or set their plants on 
pebbles that are standing in water to 
just below their tops. 

A good plant mister is a fine invest¬ 
ment and it really should be used 
every day. If you value the appear¬ 
ance of your house, however, you’re 
well advised to take your plants to the 
sink or bathtub to mist them.

The CBS Evening News 
desk may tremble. The 
world may tremble. Nothing 
ever could wobble old 
Walter-. It is the conviction of 
every Cronkite-watcher that 
their man would have made 
even that winter at Valley 
Forge sound tolerable: One 
more tunnel with light at the 
end of it. 

Walter never would have 
lied to us about Valley 
Forge, you understand. By 
his concerned eyes, by his 
deepened voice we would 
have perceived the situation 
was grave. Zero tempera- 


But in the end something 
would have crept into the 
Cronkite eyes, the Cronkite 
voice. What? Hope might be 
too strong a word. The troops 
at Valley Forge never would 
come out of a Cronkite re¬ 
port like the troops at Agin- 
court—the “happy few," de¬ 
lighted to be there. That 
would be editorializing. 

Still, the subliminal idea 
just might steal across that 
character was building, a 
just cause Was surviving 
and, if only we could all be as 
steady as Walter, the world 
would be a better place for 
you and me, and even the 
Hessians. Tune in tomorrow 
night, same time, same sta¬ 
tion. 

Where did it come from, 
this odd, almost supersti¬ 
tious feeling that Walter 
Cronkite not only reports the 
news but somehow manages 
it—keeps it within bounds of 
civilized respectability? 


Terrible events can occur. 
Cronkite-watchers know 


that. But history siniply 
would not dare to commit 
certain atrocities twice as 
long as Walter Cronkite is on 
camera to level his stare. 
The centre must hold; he 
gives it no alternative. 
Rightly is he called anchor 
man 

On the other hand, Roger 
Mudd and Dan Rather look 
as worried as we feel when¬ 
ever things go wrong. There 
are people who can’t sleep 
when Walter goes on vaca¬ 
tion. 

Much has been made of 
Walter Cronkite as a father 
figure. Maybe. But maybe 
not. To some viewers he has 
the face of a kindly pharma¬ 
cist who really knows his 
toothpaste. In either case, 
the effect is the same—a 
sense of qualified reassur¬ 
ance at the end of a long and 
trying day. 

Like Edward R. Murrow. 
Eric Sevareid. Howard K. 
Smith and others of the old 
school, Walter Cronkite 
seems to have crossbred 
American-heartland roots 
with English-gentleman so¬ 
phistication. like a farmboy 
gone to Oxford. One puts a 
patina on one’s homespun 
without quite going fancy. 


What these merged persona 
lities express is a faith that 
somewhere a decent, ratio¬ 
nal solution exists for every 
night’s crisis—that what is 
truly deplorable also is truly 
unnecesssary. How else 
could we endure the news, 
evening after evening? 


Does our Walter Cronkite 
have much to do with the 
actual Walter Cronkite? 
Probably. There are stories 
that he is less patient off 
camera than on. We cannot 
imagine our Waller Cronkite 
hopping mad. We barely can 
imagine him hopping. An 
chored behind his desk, our 
Walter Cronkite docs not 
square with the Walter Cron 
kite described in the pages of 
Cornelius Ryan's A Bridge 
Too Far, parachuting with 
the troops onto the battle¬ 
fields of Europe. 

Our Walter Cronkite evi¬ 
dently wants to become that 
Walter Cronkite again be 
fore retiring completely. 
Can a media star find happi 
ness, casting off his anchor 
chain and hitting the silk, so 
to speak, one more time? 
We'll check baclt in about a 
year to see if that’s the way it 
is.

Gorman said early reports 
indicated that American net¬ 
works announced Eastern 
Canada results “without ad¬ 
vance warning,” and Van¬ 
couver area cablevision em¬ 
ployees terminated the 
broadcasts once they found 
out. 

In Victoria, through an 
oversight, the reports were 
not cut off, according to Len 
Charlish, general manager 
of Victoria Cablevision.

Two-month trial 
for streamlining 


Streamlined council procedures will go 
into effect in Saanich March 17 on a two- 
month trial basis, Mayor Mel Couvelier 
announced Wednesday. 

The new plan for a more efficient coun¬ 
cil-committee system has. however, drawn 
strong criticism from two aldermen, and 
ratepayer groups are planning to appeal 

the mayor's edict. 

UNDER THE NEW PLAN, council meet¬ 
ings will be held every week instead 
of every second week, with committee 
business dealt with after the council agen¬ 
da has been completed. 

One standing committee will deal with 
all committee business. Present commit¬ 
tee chairmen will be responsible for liais¬ 
ing with their departments but will be con¬ 
sidered department rather than committee 
chairmen. 

"The people of Saanich will suffer from 
this type of administration," was Aid 
Sandy Noel’s reaction to the announc- 
ment. 

"ITS AN AUTOCRATIC decision. The 
people of Saanich won t have the pipeline 
they now enjoy to avail themselves of the 
services the municipality can provide." 


The mayor was using pressure because 
he lacked support of council on the issue, 
Noel added. 

“It’s a unilateral decision, and I’m con¬ 
vinced it won’t work to the best interests of 
Saanich residents,” he said. 

ALD. IRENE BLOCK, a strong opponent 
of the scheme since it was first proposed 
last year, said Couvelier was guilty of an 
error in judgment. 

She said she objected to having the 
mayor’s ideas imposed on council. “He’s 
morally overstepping his power.” 

Couvelier said he implemented the sys¬ 
tem because he was unable to obtain any 
clear direction from council.. 

AFTER THE TWO-MONTH trial, coun¬ 
cil would be asked to debate a report 
dealing with the reorganization, he said. 

Thirty minutes will be allotted at council 
meetings during the trial run for peo¬ 
ple who want to appeal previous council 
decisions. Speakers, who must register 
w ith the clerk before each meeting, will be 
allowed five minutes to state their case. 

Meetings will adjourn at 11 p.m. unless 
continued by a unanimous council vote, 
and aldermen will meet the following night 
to consider any unfinished business.

Globetrotting student 
ready for road again

QUALICUM BEACH — Susan Bowen 
likes to do a little globetrotting. She was 
bom in Ontario 16 years ago and so far has 
lived in Pakistan. Mexico, the Queen 
Charlottes, England and Iran. 

After a lengthy stay, for her, of three 
years in Qualicum Beach, she will be off to 
Brazil in July and will stay there as a 
Rotary Club exchange student for one 
year. 

Susan said she is reading books on Brazil 
and has a Berlitz language course so 
she can study Portuguese. 

This is the language she will use most in 
Brazil, although she expects her knowl¬ 
edge of Spanish and French will come in 
useful on occasions. 

She said that “I’m going into their 
spring. They don’t really have a winter, 
just rain and no snow. I’m expecting pretty 
nice weather all year-round." 

Susan hopes to visit Rio de Janeiro, 
. which she said is situated like Vancouver 
with mountains on three sides and the sea 
on the fourth. There is a combinaton of the 
new and old world atmosphere in that 
city. 




Susan has done so much travelling be¬ 
cause her father worked for a company 
installing microwave communications sys¬ 
tems. 

She lived in Iran from 1971 to 1974 and 
liked the country. One of her outstanding 
memories is the school where pupils from 
many different countries were studying. 
She still has a pen friend living in Iran. 

In a recent letter she told Susan that 
strange as it may seem, there are long 
lineups of cars at gas stations because 
there is a shortage of gasoline. 

Susan has been in England several times 
because many of her relatives live there. 
Her mother and father are both English. 

The Bowen family lived in Mexico for a 
year while Bowen was installing micro- 
wave systems for the Olympic Games. 

The Queen Charlottes, which was the 
next stop, are quite a contract. 

Susan said she enjoyed walking along 
miles of deserted sandy beaches on the 
islands, and looking for glass balls from 
the Japanese fishing nets. 

Susan said after she returns to Canada, 
she plans to go to university to study lan¬ 
guages, political science, history and geo¬ 
graphy with a view to joining the diplo¬ 
matic service and doing some travelling 
with the foreign service. 


A power line has been 
laid into the site and pour¬ 
ing of a concrete pad to 
house the 50-kilowatt 
windmill has started, ac¬ 
cording to Dorothy Tup- 
per, public relations offi¬ 
cer for B.C. Hydro in 
Victoria.

beater” windmill, designed 
by an Ontario firm, DAF 
Indal Ltd., to arrive in mid- 
March, and installation to be 
complete early in April. 

The machine, which ac¬ 
tually looks like one of the 
beaters In an egg whip, is 
scientifically referred to as 
a vertical-axis wind turbine. 

It was designed by the Na¬ 
tional Research Council and 
is being jointly installed by 
NRC, B.C. Hydro and the 
provincial ministry of en¬ 
ergy, mines and resources. 

Christopher Point, one of 
the windiest points on Van¬ 
couver Island, is one of six 
test sites on which windmills 
have been or will be in¬ 
stalled. 

The power developed, 
enough to supply about 10 
urban households, will be fed 
by a short transmission line 
into the Hydro grid system. 

The operation will be mon¬ 
itored for efficiency from a 
nearby instrumentation 
trailer. 

If it proves successful, 
larger windmills might be 
located in places such as the 
Queen Charlotte Islands, 
which rely on expensive die¬ 
sel-generated electricity. 

Bigger windmills of the 
same type are already 
operating. One installed by 
Quebec Hydro provides 200 
kilowatts in the Magdelen 
Islands. 

Winds being as variable as 
they are, storage batteries 
will probably be an adjunct. 
The windmill operates in 
winds above 12 miles an 
hour, and is protected from 
disintegrating by a braking 
system that cuts in when 
winds reach 100 mph hour. 

At 130 mph, the whole sys¬ 
tem shuts down.

He said several aider- 
men were shown the 
plans late last year and 
"they embraced far 
more than we had antici¬ 
pated." 

Mayor Mel Couvelier 
said in an interview it 
was his understanding 
that the highways min¬ 
istry had acquired two or 
three properties for the 
road project. 

He said despite several 
attempts he had been un¬ 
able to contact Highways 
Minister Alex Fraser to 
obtain his views on the 
crossing dispute. 


Region board backs core area plan for sewage 


COURTENAY — .The Comox-Strathcona Regional 
Board directors have voted to go with the core area proposal 
for sewage disposal as outlined in a pre-design report from 
Associated Engineering Services. 

Board chairman Keith Hudson said the core concept 
could be used to encourage any benefiting electoral areas, 
which might decide later to join the system. 

The core system includes CFB Comox, the town of 
Comox and city of Courtenay and is estimated to cost $14,- 
470,000 A Comox Valley service area concept—which 
would be used if another area, such as Royston, which 
is in electoral area A, decided to come into the plan—is 
estimated to cost $16,670,000. 

The plan calls for treated effluent to be discharged 
into the marine waters off the Comox Peninsula. The 
AES report forms the basis for selection of a regional 
sewage disposal scheme for the Comox Valley area, and, 
when approved by local and senior governments, it will 
be the basis for detailed design of the system. 

At the Monday meeting of the regional district an ex¬ 
propriation bylaw was passed dealing with land near Bal¬ 
moral Ave. in Comox. 

Clare Ensom, a member of the joint sewage disposal 
committee, said she understood a panel would be ap¬ 
pointed probably by the court to deal further with the 
matter. It is still open to negotiation, she said. 

She also said some flack was expected from oppo¬ 


nents of the proposal, but she added the committee had 
spent months listening to speakers and reading docu¬ 
ments from fisheries, pollution control, land and en¬ 
vironment agencies and had to make a decision on the 
matter. 

One of the main functions of the report was to recom¬ 
mend the most practicable sewage treatment and dis¬ 
posal system which would be needed to fully protect the 


receiving waters from pollution. Earlier studies, later 
confirmed by oceanographic work, indicated the waters 
off Cape Lazo offer the best conditions for marine dis¬ 
posal of sanitary sewage effluent. 

The pre-design report indicates treatment of sewage 
is required before discharge through a long marine out¬ 
fall. 


Sports watchdogs named 


NANAIMO — A new three- 
man athletic commission 
has been appointed here just 
in time for the city’s first 
official professional boxing 
match. 

The commission was ap¬ 
pointed Monday night by city 
council from 13 applicants, 
after a procedural wrangle 
over the method of selection. 

Named to the commission 
were lawyer Joe Martin, car 


sales manager Mike Carey 
and Nanaimo Free Press 
editor Frank Phillips. 

All three have extensive 
sports backgrounds 

The council intended to 
pick the commission mem¬ 
bers by secret vote, and city 
staff had the ballots ready, 
but Aid. Nelson Allen object¬ 
ed that council procedues did 
not allow secret ballots. 

The council finally moved 


into committee and took the 
vote candidate by candidate 
with a show of hands. 

Martin is a former ama¬ 
teur boxer and maintains his 
sports activities by partici¬ 
pation in old-timers hockey. 
Carey, a member of the Nan¬ 
aimo Boxing Club, has 25 
years involvement with 
amateur boxing. Phillips has 
served as an international 
soccer referee and has been 


involved in a variety of 
sporting activities. 

The three-man commis¬ 
sion has the power to set 
rules, specify equipment to 
be used and issue permits. It 
may also levy fines when 
rules are not obeyed. 

The commission's first job 
is to oversee the professional 
debut of Gordie Racette, 
Nanaimo heavyweight sche¬ 
duled to fight Friday night at 
Beban Park. 


However, “no environmental justification exists for 
treatment beyond that required to remove course solids, 
floatable materials and pathogenic bacteria," according to a 
press release from the regional district. 

Apart from the prime criteria of providing full en¬ 
vironmental protection, there are other points in favor of the 
plan, such as savings in energy and public funds as well as 
recycling of nutrients and other life-supporting materials to 
the natural environment. 

In addition to the site of the proposed treatment plant, 
the staging of facilities to match the growth of the area 
is included. 

The proposed marine outfall will discharge treated 
effluent at a depth of 60 metres (200 feet) below low 
water, and at a distance of some 2,750 meters (9,000 
feet) from the Cape Lazo shoreline. 

The project would receive what is termed as “signifi¬ 
cant financial assistance” from the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

The committee is now proceeding with applications to 
the government for a permit to discharge effluent and for 
financial assistance. 

The pre-design report, and supporting data are avail¬ 
able at the regional district -office for review by interest¬ 
ed people and copies of the report have also been placed 
in public libraries in Courtenay and Comox as well as 
in the municipal offices of both areas.

OTTAWA — Those who survived the federal 
election, we are told, are now turning their thoughts 
to the larger question of the survival of the coun¬ 
try. 

Once he has dispensed with the business of 
finding some hook-or-crook way to add a little 
western heft to his government, informants say 
Pierre Trudeau will throw himself into the battle, 
first to defeat Rene Levesque's independence refer¬ 
endum and, second, to solidify any victory over 
separatism with a new constitution for the coun- , 
try. 

Interestingly, one suspects the battle is already 
won. 

First some background: The Quebec question, 
of course, got less attention than one might have 
assumed in the recent campaign, conducted as it 
was mere months ahead of the Quebec referen¬ 
dum. 

Joe Clark referred to it, but in a way that tended 
to cool debate, noting his efforts to give more power 
to the provinces and to ease tensions between the 
French and English communities. 

Ed Broadbent maintained, as he always has, 
that it is a problem rooted in breacFand-butter 
economic issues, and talked of them instead. 

Pierre Trudeau, who declared it was "almost 
treasonous” not to talk of national unity in the 1979 
election campaign, all but ignored the issue in the 
last one, not wanting to rattle an electorate that had 
decided in advance to make him a winner. 

There's evidence they may all have taken the 
right approach. 

Levesque has been doing his best to reheat the 
debate, publicly denouncing his federal opponents 
as "cornered rats" who appear bent on “playing the 
game of Goebbels and other distorters" in an effort 
to sway Quebec opinion away from a pro-indepen¬ 
dence vote. 

Yet while he flails, there arc signs he’s already 
failed. 

Quebecers give every indication that they have 
grown weary of the whole business. 

The Quebec government’s so-called "kitchen¬ 
meeting” campaign (ministers were ordered to 
point out the merits of sovereignty-association to 
small groups of citizens in homes) has fizzled. 

And Quebec government offices abroad are now 
dispensing copies of Liberal Leader Claude Ryan's 
keep-Quebee-in-Canada constitutional proposals the 
way they once sent out Levesque’s sovereignty-as¬ 
sociation blueprints. 

None of this means Quebec separatism is 
dead. 

But it does suggest it’s dying. 

While we re on the subject, we note with interest 
that^the old Pepin Robarts Task Force on National 
Unity reassembled the other day to compare notes 
with Liberal Leader Ryan. 

The meeting itself is not altogether surprising — 
reports by both on constitutional directions the 
country might take suggest they have plenty in 
common to talk about. 

What is intriguing is the reunion of the two 
co-chairman of the unity force. Liberal Jcan-Luc 
Pepin and Tory John Robarts. 

During the recent campaign, you’ll recall, Ro¬ 
barts went so far as to enter the fray against Pepin 
in his successful effort to hold Ottawa-Carleton for 
the Liberals. Reports that the former Ontario 
premier had grown to dislike his commission male 
circulated freely and widely. 

That they should be burying hatchets now, in 
advance of the referendum campaign, is more than 
a little encouraging — a sign, perhaps, that .the 
business of unity can transcend partisan politics. 



Blast cuts gas to east 


Self-s ufficien cy 
in energy put . 
at $200 billion 


REGINA (UPC) — Can 
ada should overcome tight 
oil supply problems by 1981. 
but It will take $200 billion in 
investments this decade to 
make the nation energy self- 
sufficient, a Gulf Canada 
Resources official said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

In an address to the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce's 13th an¬ 
nual farm forum, Gulf Re¬ 
sources vice-president T.B. 
Simms said Canada was 
"blessed" because it could 
become energy self-reliant if 
it was prepared to make the 
investment. 

He said that self suffi¬ 
ciency would require indus¬ 
try investments of more 
than $200 billion over the 
next decade—"about $800 
per year for every Canadian 
man, woman and child." 

The Gulf Resources offi¬ 
cial said while it involved a 
tremendous amount of capi¬ 
tal, “we at least have the 
option to take measures that 
can enable us to become 
self-reliant ... No other 
Western nation has that op¬ 
tion.” 

Domestic oil prices would 


have to be increased above 
the current price of $14.75 a 
barrel to provide an incen¬ 
tive to the industry to under¬ 
take such expenditures, 
Simms said. 

He said that while Alberta 
would continue to have diffi¬ 
culty meeting petroleum de¬ 
mand for a few years, "the 
worst aspects of the problem 
will be solved by 1981, when 
several new refinery pro¬ 
jects are expected to be on 
stream." 

Meanwhile, he said, Can¬ 
ada would have to offset 
any forecast shortages by 
increasing imports of for¬ 
eign oil. He said consumers 
could help ease the problem 
by conserving energy. 

"Canadians consumed 3.5 
per cent more energy in 1979 
than they did in the previous 
year," Simms said. 

“If we could reduce that 
rate of growth by one per¬ 
centage point . . . and sus 
tain that level of growth until 
the end of the century, it 
would mean savings to Can¬ 
ada of billions of dollars— 
$2.4 billion in the year 1990 
alone." 


BROOKS, Alta. (CP) — A 
natural gas explosion that 
"looked like the moon” and 
"spouted flame" forced the 
evacuation of at least 15 
homes near this southeast¬ 
ern Alberta community and 
was seen in parts of Saskat¬ 
chewan and Montana. 

The blast Tuesday evening 
destroyed Alberta Gas 
Trunk Line Co. Ltd.’s main 
compressor station and tem¬ 
porarily cut off two-thirds of 
the province’s natural gas 
flow to Eastern Canada. 

Two operators at the sta¬ 
tion. 40 kilometres northeast 
of Brooks, were being treat¬ 
ed in hospital for minor 
burns. 

The company said Wed¬ 
nesday that natural gas was 
being pumped through other 
pipelines at a rate of 700 
million cubic feet a day. 

The normal flow to East¬ 
ern Canada, about three bil¬ 
lion cubic feet a day, was 
expected to be reached again 
today. Natural gas from the 
Alberta Gas Trunk system 
reaches Ontario and Quebec 
through TransCanada Pipe¬ 
lines, the only east-west gas 
pipeline in the country. 

No natural gas shortages 
were reported in Eastern 
Canada as a result of the 
explosion. Alberta Gas 
Trunk said supplies in stor¬ 
age combined with gas al¬ 
ready in the TransCanada 


pipe would make up any defi¬ 
ciency. 

The company said the rea¬ 
son for the blast, which 
caused “many millions of 


dollars” damage, was un¬ 
known. 

Company spokesmen said 
the explosion destroyed or 


damaged pumping units, a 
control centre, an auxiliary 
shop and an experimental 
greenhouse at the Princess 
Compressor Station.

Labor congress backs Bell strikers 


OTTAWA (CP) —The Ca- 
nadian Labor Congress, with 
a $632,000 donation and a 
pledge of national solidarity, 
threw its support this week 
behind 7,400 striking Bell 
Canada telephone operators. 

Charging that Bell was 
trying to starve the opera¬ 
tors—members of the Com¬ 
munications Workers of 
Canada—into submission, 
CLC president Dennis 


McDermott announced an 
inter-union fund-raising 
campaign aimed at keeping 
the strikers on the picket 
line. 

The Bell operators and 
cafeteria staff in Ontario 
and Quebec walked off the 
job about five weeks ago 
after the company offered a 
contract with lower wages 
than recommended by a con¬ 


ciliator which the union had 
endorsed. 

McDermott said Bell was 
a rich, powerful company 
which was trying to crush 
the union representing the 
operators who normally 
handle long-distance tele¬ 
phone calls. 

"One of the elite members 
of Canada’s corporate com¬ 
munity, with over 70 subsi¬ 
diaries, $9 billion in assets 


and over $400 million in 
profits last year. Bell has 
taken it upon itself to crush a 
relatively small but legiti¬ 
mate trade union, whose just 
demands would not even 
dent the company’s budget,” 
McDermott said. 

In a fund-raising appeal 
letter to all unions and labor 
organizations in the country, 
representing about 2.3 mil¬ 
lion workers, McDermott 


described the situation as a 
life-and-death struggle not 
only over wages but over the 
right of a union to exist. 

"If the Bell telephone cor¬ 
porate bully is allowed to get 
away with pulverizing the 
CWC, it will give a green 
light to every potential reae- 
tionary employer in the 
country to follow suit," the 
letter says. 

The CLC raised the $632,- 


000 donation in one week 
from large unions. McDer¬ 
mott said. 

The initial donation will be 
quickly Used up. 

CWC president Fred Po¬ 
meroy said the strike cost 
about $100,000 in food assis¬ 
tance and $400,000 in rent 
and mortgage assistance to 
strikers each month.

Rhodesia voting 
going smoothly 

SALISBURY. Rhodesia (UPI) — Hundreds of thousands 
of black voters braved heavy rains Wednesday, crowding 
polling stations and dancing in the streets in a massive first 
day turnout for majority-rule elections to bring indepen¬ 
dence to Britain’s last African colony. 

The carnival atmosphere was somewhat marred when 
police in the capital used tear gas to disperse several 
hundred supporters of Patriotic Front leader Robert Mugabe 
for allegedly throwing rocks at cars and members of rival 
parties. 

No arrests were reported and security everywhere was 
tight. 

The lack of violence contrasted sharply with the election 
campaign during which there was a spate of bombings and 
attacks from both sides.

"The ban will be imposed 
by order-in-councii and we 
will introduce legislation if 
we feel that necessary," the 
premier said.

Millionaire 
<mdftfesses 
to burglaries 

PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) — A millionaire shop¬ 
ping centre developer who confessed to 14 burg¬ 
laries netting 5400,000 worth of jewelry says did it as 
an object lesson to divert three youngsters from a 
life of crime. 

Authorities said a confession by the developer, 
Leroy Malouf, 58, led to the recovery of half the 
jewelry. Because the statute of limitations had run 
out, he is safe from prosecution. The loot was stolen 
in 1972 and 1973. 

“I’m cleaning my slate so I can die in peace,” 
Malouf was quoted as telling investigators. 

Malouf said he committed the burglaries to 
show three young men, who appeared to be headed 
for a life of crime, "that they didn't know what they 
were doing. 

“I showed tham that they didn’t have the right 
equipment and they didn't have the knowledge — 
and they quit.” 

Malouf did not identify the three young men but 
said they were leading useful and productive 
lives. 

Roger Golston, chief deputy Maricopa County 
attorney, said he was contacted on behalf of Malouf 
by an attorney who said his client wanted “to make 
peace with God." 

Golston agreed not to press charges, even if he 
could, because it was the only way to recover the 
jewelry. The statute of limitations for such crimes 
runs out after five years. 

Armed with a search warrant, investigators 
found about $200,000 worth of stolen jewelry in two 
safe deposit boxes in the name of Malouf’s former 
wife, Maxine Knick. Her whereabouts were un¬ 
known, and investigators were looking for the rest 
of the gems. 

Malouf and his family have put up shopping 
centres and buildings worth $35 million since mov¬ 
ing to the Phoenix area from California in 1955. 

He said he hoped his past wrongdoings would not 
reflect upon his family, which he said has done 
substantial church and charity work. 


Pakistan out 
to start war, 
says Russia 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The 
Soviet Union accused 
Pakistan Wednesday of 
trying to start an “unde¬ 
clared war” against 
Afghanistan and bluntly 
warned against further 
provocations. 

In an authoritative article 
in Thursday’s edition of the 
Communist Party news¬ 
paper Pravda, Alexei Petrov 
rejected Pakistan's claims 
that it was not involved in the 
recent unrest that resulted in 
the declaration of martial 
law in Kabul last week. 

“A. Petrov” is known to be 
a pseudonym and indicates 
that the views expressed re¬ 
flect the highest levels of the 
Soviet leadership. 

The Soviets have consis¬ 
tently charged the Pakistani 
leadership with allowing 
Moslem rebels opposed to 
the Moscow-backed regime 
in Kabul to be trained and 
sheltered across the border. 

The Petrov article, how¬ 
ever, was the sharpest and 
most direct warning yet 
from the Kremlin. 

"The facts irrefutably in¬ 
dicate a direct responsibility 
of the Pakistani regime for 
the undeclared war un¬ 
leashed from its territory 
against Afghanistan and for 
the recent actions as part of 
the criminal interference in 
the affairs of the Demo¬ 
cratic Republic of Afghanis¬ 
tan, committed in Kabul by 
diversionists infiltrated 
from Pakistan,” the article 
said. 

The government of Afghan 
President Babrak Karmal 
declared martial law in 
Kabul last week after a gen¬ 
eral strike and violence in 
the streets broke out. It ar¬ 
rested at least one American 
and 16 Pakistanis charged 
with taking part in anti-gov¬ 
ernment activities. 

“At present with reliance 
on documents captured and 
the evidence of the orga¬ 
nizers of the disturbances, 
one can definitely state that 
what was in progress was 
preparation for a counter¬ 
revolutionary rebellion, with 
the pogrom and the destabi¬ 
lized situation in the Afghan 
capital serving as a prologue 
to it,” the Petrov article 
said. 

There has been no recent 
word on the fate of the Paki¬ 
stanis or the American, Ro¬ 
bert Lee, who was accused of 
being a CIA agent. 

Soviet media reported 
Wednesday that life in Kabul 
had returned to normal. 


Strategic city 
‘about to boil’

An uneasy calm pervades the Afghan capital of 
Kabul but the strategic eastern Afghan city of 
Jalalabad, under seige by Moslem rebels for two 
weeks, is near its "breaking point," a well-informed 
diplomatic source said Wednesday. 

The London Evening News reported that top 
Soviet officials would accept a UN peacekeeping 
force in Afghanistan to establish a neutral coun¬ 
try. 

Reports from Jalalabad, only 100 kilometres 
from the Pakistan border, indicated anti-Soviet 
feeling could boil over at any time, as it did last 
weekend in Kabul. 

He said heavy gunfire cuts through the city at 
night and Soviet helicopter gunships had bombed 
villages on the outskirts of the city twice in the 
past week. 

Aussies, Kiwis, U.S. 
tighten Pacific links 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Australia. New Zea¬ 
land and the United Stales agreed Wednesday to 
expand military co-operation in the Indian Ocean in 
an attempt to show the Soviets they "cannot profit in 
the long run” from aggression. 

Australia announced after an emergency meet¬ 
ing of the three ANZUS pact countries that it 
will deploy a carrier task force group in the Indian 
Ocean, led by the aircraft carrier HMAS Mel¬ 
bourne. A communique issued following the meet¬ 
ing at the U.S. state department also said “naval 
and air support will be given by New Zealand as 
resources permit." 


Gunmen grab 
ambassadors 


BOGOTA (AP) — Guerril¬ 
las shot their way into the 
Dominican Republic's em¬ 
bassy during a reception 
Wednesday, seized U.S. am¬ 
bassador Diego Asencio and 
at least 15 other ambassa¬ 
dors, and demanded $50 mil¬ 
lion ransom, release of all 
political prisoners and safe 
passage from the country. 

The leader of the the at¬ 
tackers, members of the 
leftist M-19 organization, 
conveyed the demands in a 
telephone interview with 
The Associated Press. He 
said the attackers held 
"about 60 hostages," includ¬ 
ing 20 ambassadors. 

The foreign ministry said 


16 permanent and acting 
ambassadors had been cap¬ 
tured, along with other diplo¬ 
mats. 

An M-19 spokesman al¬ 
lowed Asencio to come to the 
telephone and confirm the 
hostages were being well 
treated. The spokesman, 
who refused to be identified 
by name, said the charge 
d’affaires of Paraguay, one 
of the guerrillas and one 
other person were wounded 
during the takeover. He did 
not elaborate.

Free-hostages delay ‘grave matter’ 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The 
Carter administration said Wed¬ 
nesday it would be gravely con¬ 
cerned if release of the American 
hostages in Iran were delayed 
until May or later, as an Iranian 
official has suggested. 

“It would be a grave concern if 
the process were dragged on that 
long," a U.S. official said in re¬ 
sponse to remarks in Iran earlier 
in the day by Ayatollah Mo¬ 


hammed Beheshti, secretary of 
the ruling Revolutionary Council. 

Beheshti said the new Iranian 
parliament to be elected next 
month would not be able to consid¬ 
er the hostages’ fate before early 
May, some 10 weeks from now. 

But the U.S. official took some 
hope from the indication by Be¬ 
heshti that revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
could change his mind about sub¬ 


mitting the hostage issue to the 
new parliament for decision. 

The official said “a throw-away 
line” in Beheshti’s press briefing 
in Tehran apparently held open a 
possibility that Khomeini might 
himself decide the^fate of the 
hostages. 

But he also cast doubt on the 
significance of the Beheshti com¬ 
ments in general, calling them 
“not much more than a public 
statement, that is, political." 


In similar vein, U.S. State Sec¬ 
retary Cyrus Vance said later that 
signals from Tehran were often 
contradictory. 

Vance also said there was no 
misunderstanding between the 
United States and the United Na¬ 
tions as to the dual mandate of the 
UN commission in Tehran—to 
hear Iran's grievances and also to 
bring a speedy resolution of the 
hostage crisis. 
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Nurses back strike, new talks likely 


New talks appeared to be in the offing 
Wednesday in the wake of an overwhelm¬ 
ing strike vote by registered nurses who 
man 113 B.C. hospitals. 

Mediator Clark Gilmour is to meet Mon¬ 
day with the Health Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation and Tuesday with the Registered 
Nurses’ Association of B.C. 

“We hope this will signal the beginning 
of a productive round of negotiations,” 
said RNABC spokesman Jerry Miller. 

“We are prepared to meet continuously 
as long as the bargaining process proves 
fruitful. If it doesn’t prove fruitful we have 
a strike mandate that's good for 90 days. 


“The strike is a possibility that we hope 
won't become a probability." 

Nora Paton, chief executive officer of 
the RNABC’s labor relations division, said 
a strike was a “very real possibility" 
unless the industry agreed to bargain seri¬ 
ously. c 

There was- no plan at the moment to 
serve 72-hour strike notice. A walkout 
would not be legal until the mediator has 
reported out of the case. 

A solid 90 per cent of the 12,500 nurses 
involved in the contract dispute turned 
out to vote 98.1 per cent support Tuesday 
for a strike if necessary. 


In the case of numerous hospitals, in¬ 
cluding five in Greater Victoria, there 
wasn’t a single dissenting vote. 

The RNABC attributes this to the 
nurses’ belief that they have been badly 
underpaid for a long time, and must make 
an all-out effort now to catch up. 

They had gone into negotiations with 
HLRA with an apparent new militancy and 
a slogan that seemed to match their 
mood—“No more nurse nice guy." 

When talks broke off at the end of Janu¬ 
ary there was still a wide difference in the 
monetary positions of the two sides: HLRA 


had offered a 24 per cent pay and benefit 
hike over two years and the RNABC was 
demanding an 18 per cent wage increase in 
one year with a catchup factor that would 
raise-the figure to 30 per cent.

Wind power 
for energy 
under study 

Talk of developing alternative energy resources 
is being transmitted into action—if only on a trial 
scale—at Rocky Point near Victoria 

Work has started on installing a windmill elec¬ 
tricity generator at Christopher Point, within the de¬ 
fence department property, as part of a federal- 
provincial research project into the viability of wind 
power to generate electricity. 

A power line has been laid into the site and 
pouring of a concrete pad to house the 50-kilowatt 
windmill is under way. according to Dorothy Tup- 
per, public relations officer for B.C. Hydro in 
Victoria. 

Tuppo'r said she expects the $125,000. 55-foot 
"eggbeater" windmill, designed by an Ontariofirm. 
DAF Indal Ltd., to arrive in mid-March, and instal¬ 
lation to be complete early in April 

The machine, which actually looks like one of 
the beaters in an egg whip, is scientifically referred 
to as a vertical-axis wind turbine. 

It was designed by the National Research 
Council and is being jointly installed by NRC, B.C. 
Hydro and the provincial ministry of energy, mines 
and resources. 

Christopher Point, one of the windiest points on 
Vancouver Island, is one of six test sites on which 
windmills have been or will be installed. 

The power developed, enough to supply about 10 
urban households, will be fed by a short transmis¬ 
sion line into the Hydro grid system. 

The operation will be monitored for efficiency 
from a nearby instrumentation trailer. 

If it proves successful, larger windmills might 
be located in places such as the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, which rely on expensive diesel-generated 
electricity. 

Bigger windmills of the same type are already 
operating. One installed by Quebec Hydro provides 
200 kilowatts in the Magdelen Islands. 

With winds being as variable as they are, 
storage batteries will probably be an adjunct. The 
windmill operates in winds above 12 miles an hour, 
and is protected from disintegrating by a braking 
system that cuts in when winds reach 100 mph 
hour. 

At 130 mph, the whole system shuts down.

Region board backs core area plan for sewage 


COURTENAY — The Comox-Strathcona Regional 
Board directors have voted to go with the core area proposal 
for sewage disposal as outlined in a pre-design report from 
Associated Engineering Services. 

Board chairman Keith Hudson said the core concept 
could be used to encourage any benefiting electoral areas, 
w hich might decide later to join the system. 

The core system includes CFB Comox, the town of 
Comox and city of Courtenay and is estimated to cost $14,- 
170,000 A Comox Valley service area concept—which 
would be used if another area, such as Royston, which 
is in electoral area A, decided to come into the plan—is 
estimated to cost $16,670,000. 

The plan calls for treated effluent to be discharged 
into the marine waters off the Comox Peninsula. The 
AES report forms the basis for selection of a regional 
sewage disposal scheme for the Comox Valley area, and. 


when approved by local and senior governments, it will 
be the basis for detailed design of the system. 

At the Monday meeting of the regional district an ex¬ 
propriation bylaw was passed dealing with land near Bal¬ 
moral Ave. in Comox. 

Clare Ensom, a member of the joint sewage disposal 
committee, said she understood a panel would be ap¬ 
pointed probably by the court to deal further with the 
matter. It is still open to negotiation, she said. 

She also said some flack was expected from oppo¬ 
nents of the proposal, but she added the committee had 
spent months listening to speakers and reading docu¬ 
ments from fisheries, pollution control, land and en¬ 
vironment agencies and had to make a decision on the 
matter. 

One of the main functions of the report was to recom¬ 
mend the most practicable sewage treatment and dis¬ 
posal system which would be needed to fully protect the 


receiving waters from pollution. Earlier studies, later 
confirmed by oceanographic work, indicated the waters 
off Cape Lazo offer the best conditions for marine dis¬ 
posal of sanitary sewage effluent. 

The pre-design report indicates treatment of sewage 
is required before discharge through a long marine out¬ 
fall. 

However, “no environmental justification exists for 
treatment beyond that required to remove course solids, 
floatable materials and pathogenic bacteria," according to a 
press release from the regional district. 

Apart from the prime criteria of providing full en¬ 
vironmental protection, there are other points in favor of the 
plan, such as savings in energy and public funds as well as 
recycling of nutrients and other life-supporting materials to 
the natural environment. 

In addition to the site of the proposed treatment plant. 


the staging of facilities to match the growth of the area 
is included. 

The proposed marine outfall will discharge treated 
effluent at a depth of 60 metres (200 feet) below low 
water, and at a distance of some 2,750 meters (9,000 
feet) from the Cape Lazo shoreline. 

The project would receive what is termed as "signifi¬ 
cant financial assistance” from the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

The committee is now proceeding with applications to 
the government for a permit to discharge effluent and for 
financial assistance. 

The pre-design report, and supporting data are avail¬ 
able at the regional district office for review by interest 
cd people and copies of the report have also been placed 
in public libraries in Courtenay and Comox as well as 
in the municipal offices of both areas.

Fourth went to 
Peter Popangeiov of Bul¬ 
garia in 1:43.19 on runs of 
52.75 and 50.44, just 11-hun¬ 
dredths off Stenmark’s fas¬ 


test run of the second heat. 

Peter Monod of Banff was 
23rd in 1:47.47, -followed by 
Raymond Pratte of Noran- 
da, Que„ in 1:47.66. Fran- 
coise Jodoin of Ste. Adele, 
Que., wound up 31st in

It asked for $9 million in 
punitive damages from 
Flight Safety. 

“Training was sand¬

Okey said. “Training was 
conducted on a casual basis 
in an informal manner while$ 


this man was subjected to all 
the pressure of playing big 
league baseball games.” 

Another $9 million in puni¬ 
tive damages was sought 
from Cessna, in part for neg¬ 
ligence in the use of high- 
pressure sales tactics to in¬ 
duce Munson to buy a sophis¬ 
ticated aircraft when the 
company knew he was a pilot 
of limited experience. It also 
contended that a cabin door 
locking mechanism was de¬ 
fective, preventing two pas¬ 
sengers who escaped from 
opening the door to free the 
pilot. 

In September, 1979, it was 
ruled that Munson was para¬ 


lyzed from the neck down at 
the time of the crash and was 
fully aware of his circum¬ 
stances as the aircraft 
burned. Cause of death was 
asphyxiation due to the inha¬ 
lation of superheated air and 
toxic substances and the 
acute swelling of the voice 
box. 

A claim of $3 million was 
made for “conscious pain 
and suffering” while Mun¬ 
son was still alive. The final 
$1,218,900 was sought for the 
destruction of the aircraft. 

■'Earlier this year, Okey 
filed a $10-million counter 
suit against a British insur¬ 


ance company that has been 
seeking money from the 
Munson estate. 

That suit, also filed in fed¬ 
eral court in Akron, sought 
damages from Cornhill’s In¬ 
surance Co. Ltd. Comhill's 
had previously filed a law¬ 
suit seeking to collect $1.1 
million in damages plus 
$130,600 in interest and law¬ 
yers’ fees in connection with 
the crash. 

In December, 1979, the 
company paid a Dallas bank 
for reimbursement on the 
mortgage of the plane. 

That case is still awaiting 
court action.

Absentee landlords scourge of condo life 


Speculators threaten shared living

Absentee landlords—the 
scourge of many nations for 
centuries—are back in the 
limelight as a threat to the. 
condominium way of life in 
the 1980s. 

They make the shared 
ownership concept of a con¬ 
dominium building more dif¬ 
ficult to achieve, simply be¬ 
cause they don’t live in the 
building and their suites are 
usually rented out. 

Some potentially fine 
condo owners wisely buy 
their retirement unit before 
they retire and lease it out to 
others, and there is some 
sympathy and tolerance for 
their actions. 

But others are straight-out 
investors who buy up unsold 
suites cheap in difficult sell¬ 
ing times and sit back and 
live off the rentals. 

It’s the investors that one 
Oak Bay 80-year-old great 
grandmother would like to 


see out of condominiums 
altogether. 

The woman, who said that 
at her age she did not want to 
be identified but felt she 
should speak up, describes 
herself as “not anti-pets, 
anti-children, or anti-inves¬ 
tors as such,” but she is 
vociferous about the evils of 
having investors in a condo¬ 
minium building. 

And she should know. For 
30 years or more she has 
either lived in co-operatives 
or condominiums—it’s away 
of life she eagerly advocates 
for "the busy, the old;'the 
lonely, or the handicapped." 

She wants action because 
she believes the condomin¬ 
ium way of life is under 
threat. Her concern is aired 
“in the interests of the bet¬ 
terment of condominium 
life," she hastens to add. 

And in her view, condo¬ 
miniums are a democratic 
lifestyle without a profit mo¬ 
tive, and irjy?stors have no 


place in this concept. 

Running the Oak Bay con¬ 
dominium building where 
she lives has been strained 
by 36 of the 61 units being 
owned by absentee land¬ 
lords—investors. 

The units are rented out, 
and this makes life unneces¬ 
sarily tiring and difficult for 
the condo’s hard-working 
strata council as it is out¬ 
numbered by owners who 
don’t actually live in the 
building. 

To make matters worse, 
as one of the first to buy into 
the building about two years 
ago, the woman was told 
there would be no rental 
suites. 

She didn’t get it in writing, 
and changes in the Strata 
Titles Act to make it manda¬ 


tory for developers to give 
each new owner a rental dis¬ 
closure statement did not 
take effect until February, 
1978. 

Most of the first 25 residen¬ 
tial owners in the building 
were told the same thing, 
according to a member of 
the condominium strata 
council. 

But two years ago, slow 
market sales apparently 
forced the owner-developer 
to sell some suites to absen¬ 
tee owners. 

The council did not object 
at first, but the sales had 
“got out of hand a little bit” 
to the point that there were 
more rented suites than resi¬ 
dential units. 

Attempts to put through 
certain bylaw changes were 
greeted with a threat of legal 


action from at least one in¬ 
vestor who thought the 
changes were not in his best 
interests. 

But recently, the strata 
council met and approved a 
bylaw reducing the number 
of rental suites to 15 after 
complaints from some of its 
owners about the number of 
absentee owners. 

A spokesman for the deve¬ 
loper of the condominium 
said the suites had been sold 
to out of towners for a dual 
purpose—some as a tax shel¬ 
ter and others to people who 
eventually intended to live in 
them. 

The alternative was to 
“unload” the suites at a low 
price and affect the value of 
others in the building. 

As it was, the developer 
was subsidizing the inves¬ 


tors to the tune of $42,000 a 
year to match the cost of 
mortgages, taxes and main¬ 
tenance on the suites be¬ 
cause Victoria rental rates 
were so low, he said. 

The great-grandmother 
believes the investors should 
take advantage of good mar¬ 
ket conditions to sell off their 
suites. 

“They could be offered on 
low deposit to give someone 
a start, and the investors 
would still make good money 
off the high interest rates," 
she said. 

There are many examples 
of condos that have been 
forced to go rental. One on 
Hillside has only two resi¬ 
dent owners and 53 rental 
suites. 

A Victoria property man¬ 
agement consultant, Bob 
Hutton, said there had been 
numerous eases of the in¬ 
compatibility of investors 
and residential owners in 
condominium buildings. 


Some in the condo field 
had pressed for a stronger 
disclosure statement on 
whether a condo would be 
residential, investor-orient¬ 
ed or a mix of commercial- 
residential. 

This would be of benefit 
for would-be buyers as they 
would know just what sort of 
building they were getting 
into. 

“That’s what we should be 
pushing for, but so far the 
government seems to be fa¬ 
voring developers and real 
estate people," he said. 

Under the act, strata cor¬ 
porations (all owners, not 
just the few on the strata 
council) are given the power 
to limit the number of suites 
which can be rented out. 

Some would prefer to have 
no rental units and manage 
to keep their buildings 100 
per cent residential owners, 
although whether this is 
legal has yet to be tested ifr 
the courts. 



Dispute at credit union 
taking on strange turns 


Eight of the employees of the Saanich Peninsula Credit 
Union branch in Sidney hit the picket line for the second 
time Tuesday and were to remain off the job today in a 
dispute that is taking some strange turns. 

Among other things: 

• Jack Groves, who is both secretary-treasurer of the 
Victoria labor council and first vice-president of the 
credit union, was accused by a one-time fellow union offi¬ 
cer of failing to go to the support of the employees. 

• The employees, although still without certification 
from the Labor Relations Board, say they are acting now 
because of what they claim to be intimidation and harass¬ 
ment by management. 

• There are claims that the striking faction is being 
guided by outsider Weldon Jubenville, former president 
of the Duncan local of the International Woodworkers 
of America, who is now an independent labor consul¬ 
tant dealing with management in the forest industry. 
Jubenville is the father of Judy Sayers, one of the key 
principals in the dispute. 

It was Jubenville who took issue with Groves’ reluc¬ 
tance to take sides publicly in the battle. 

"A secretary of a labor council should never hesi¬ 
tate to come out in all-out support for any group of em¬ 
ployees who want to be organized in the labor council’s 
jurisdiction, and not hide behind phoney excuses,” stormed 
Jubenville after a day of picketing with the women em¬ 
ployees. 

Groves, who has also held various offices with the 
IWA, said he couldn’t offer comment at this time be¬ 
cause the application of the Office and Technical Em¬ 
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Picketing employees claim harassment by management 


ployees Union to represent the employees of the Sidney 
branch was still before the LRB. 

He offered a definite “no,” however, to the question of 
whether his roles with the labor council and credit union 
might be considered a conflict of interest in the current 
case. 

Under questioning, he also said the policy of the credit 
union's board of directors and management did not in¬ 
clude opposition to unions. 

“As far as the board is concerned it is the decision 
of the employees to say whether they join a union or 
not,” Groves said. 

"We don’t organize for the unions." 

Jubenville’s daughter, who described herself as one 
of the main targets of harassment, said nine of the 
branch's 16 employees supported an application for certifi¬ 
cation that went to the LRB Jan. 16. 

Other than terming the picketing “illegal,” the cred¬ 
it union is withholding comment until the application is 
dealt with. There have been reports from management 
ranks, however, that the union doesn’t have the 55 per 
cent majority it needs within the branch, and that the ac¬ 
tion has succeeded only in splitting the staff “right 
down the middle." 

Sayers and the others said they set up their picketline in 
the morning because they could get no concrete action 
on a list of demands they had taken to work with them. 
The demands included an end to harassment, availability of 
employees’ files, compliance by management with the B.C. 
Labor Code, and the right of employees to have witnesses of 
their own choice during meetings with management. 


Sayers said the move for unionism actually came 
after she had been “intimidated" by management in an 
effort to get her to resign. 

Since then, she and others had been subjected to "total 
harassment,” she said 

"They’ve openly harassed us. They’ve embarrassed us 
in front of others.” 

One of those she accused was Harry Down, general 


manager of the credit union's eight branches. Down could 
not be reached for comment Tuesday night. 

Doug Gent, who went to the Sidney branch in a recent 
managerial change, told the Colonist he couldn't offer 
any comment other than to say: "I'm out here to run^the 
branch in as normal a manner as I can.” 

The branch, with a number of the employees still work¬ 
ing, is continuing to function. 




Anti-cancer interferon 
has yet to prove itself 


While every body produces it, inter¬ 
feron remains one of the most expen¬ 
sive medications at $150 a dose and its 
effectiveness has yet to be proven, the 
director of the Victoria cancer clinic 
said Tuesday. 

Dr. Peter Coy said the drug, now 
being tested on 150 cancer patients in 
the U.S., is extremely expensive to 
produce, and since Its long-term bene¬ 
fits are not yet clear, few agencies 
have gone to the expense of setting up 
facilities to make it. The world's main 
source of supply is the Finnish Red 
Cross, which extracts the substance 
from white blood cells. 

Interferon is a natural substance 
which helps cells fight virus infec¬ 
tions. Experiments have shown that it 
helps to protect animals against some 
types of cancer, and it may do the 
same for humans. 


Because it is naturally produced in 
the body, it appears to be less toxic 
than other anti-cancer drugs. A recent 
breakthrough in its production was the 
genetic manipulation of bacteria to 
produce interferon in larger-than- 
usual quantities, and several Ameri¬ 
can production centres for interferon 
are now on the drawing boards. 

Coy compared interferon production 
with the $46 million TRIUMF cyclo¬ 
tron at the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia, which produces a type of ra¬ 
diation particularly effective in treat¬ 
ing cancers. 

“Not every radiotherapy clinic is 
going to build something like that.” 

He said the drug is still undergoing 
tests, and it will be some years yet. If 
ever, that it is used on cancer pa¬ 
tients in Victoria. 


‘Not in our yard’ — Metchosin 


Sewage should be treat¬ 
ed—but in someone else’s 
backyard. 

About 100 Metchosin resi¬ 
dents turned out Tuesday 
night to tell Capital Region 
Board director Mac Tipton 
that they want the board to 
seek another site for com¬ 
posting sludge pumped out of 
septic tanks. 

However, they did agree 
that the principle of com¬ 
posting sewage was a cor¬ 
rect one. As Albert Head 
Ratepayers Association 
president Shirley Wilde re¬ 
minded them, both her asso¬ 
ciation and the Metchosin 
Ratepayers Association 
have gone on record in oppo¬ 
sition to ocean outfalls. “We 
have to be realistic and come 
up with alternatives.” 


The region has an option 
on 12 acres of agricultural 
reserve land near Windfall 
and Walpole Roads at $150,- 
000 . 

Regional engineer Nor¬ 
man Howard explained that 
the site will be paved and be 
surrounded by a wall and 
catchment basin, so that 
there will be no runoff into 
the two streams on the prop¬ 
erty. 

The sludge will be placed 
in windrows, and air will be 
piped through to speed up 
composting. 

He had a little difficulty 
convincing residents that a 
paved sewage farm would be 
permitted on agricultural 
land, but explained that it 
will not be a sewage farm 


but a composting operation. 

There were also several 
questions about the need for 
set-backs from creeks and 
residences, which residents 
said would be required for 
structures for chicken or hog 
farming. 

Howard said he will not be 
erecting a structure. 

There were some speakers 
in favor of the project, inclu- 
ding Metchosin farmer 
Geoff Mitchell. 

He said that some years 
ago he had had 12 or 15 truck 
loads dumped on a field he 
owned, and there had been 
no odor. 

However, the following 
year he went to the Pollution 
Control Branch for permis¬ 
sion to do the thing legally. 


“When the notice went in the 
paper, the roof fell in," he 
said. "Up to that point there 
had been no odor, and neigh¬ 
bors hadn’t objected.” 

His application was turned 
down. 

Howard said he expects 
about three million gallons 
of sludge a year in the opera¬ 
tion, with about eight trucks 
arriving daily. 

He said the region had 
looked at sites in Sidney, 
Saanich, Central Saanich, 
Esquimau and View Royal 
in hopes of feeding the 
sludge into existing outfall 
systems, but had run into 
hostility in each area. 

Eventually it had been de¬ 
cided to look into composting 
of sewage, and the region 


started looking for si(es. 

The Metchosin site was the 
best available. 

He pointed out that it is 
centrally located since 80 per 
cent of the sludge will come 
from tanks in Sooke, Met- 
chosin, Colwood and Lang¬ 
ford. 

But he was unable to 
soothe some residents. 

As one woman put it: “My 
daughter and I have houses 
across the creek fronting on 
Happy Valley Road, and if 
this doesn’t devalue our 
property I don’t know what 
will. 

“I can’t see why it has to 
be opposite some of the best 
residential property that has 
been in our family for five 
generations.” 


Campbell unrelenting on call to dump bus pass

An unrepentant James Campbell, chairman of the 
Capital Region District, still hopes the board will pass a 
recommendation that $5 bus passes for seniors on supple¬ 
mentary income programs be discontinued when the current 
ones expire. 

“But I only have one vote out of 54 on the board," he 
said, "so anything could happen when the board meets on 
Wednesday (today).” 

Victoria Aid. William McElroy is gaining support 
from fellow directors in an effort to reject the recom¬ 
mendation at the board level. 

ACCORDING to Campbell, the emotional Impact of the 
prospect of ending the bus pass system has obscured 
the real issue. 

"To me, if the emotional impact of what has been said 
changes that recommendation, then (Victoria MLA) Charlie 
Barber and nice little warm-hearted (city alderman) Robin 
Blencoe will succeed in allowing (human resources minis¬ 
ter) Grace McCarthy to save $250,000 on her budget." 

THE REGION will take over responsibility for transit 


April 1, and the transit planning committee decided last 
week to recommend that the passes not be renewed after 
their June 1 expiry. 

That decision, coupled with remarks made by Campbell 
about seniors being allowed to ride free on B.C. ferries, 
raised a furor among the elderly and people who work with 
them. 

Campbell, who had called special concessions for se¬ 
niors “a cheap kind of vote-buying gimmick," said Mon¬ 
day he does not regret his remarks. 

“I just wish I had made them half an hour earlier or 
later because they really didn’t have all that much to 
do with the issue. 

"THIS IS NOT about criticism of people riding free on 
the ferries, it is about the fact that there is $250,000 
worth of bus fares which are not being collected because 
human resources made some agreement with B.C. Hydro to 
have that subsidy to people on various income assistance 
programs paid out of Hydro income.” 

Campbell said the Urban Transit Authority, a provin¬ 
cial government body, has been negotiating for some 
time with human resources to get that ministry to take 
over the cost of the program. 

Campbell said income assistance is a provincial gov¬ 
ernment responsibility, and the cost of income assis¬ 
tance programs should be paid provincially. They should not 


be paid out of Capital Region income collected for public 
transit. 

HE SAID, however, that the threat of discontinuing the 
special pass program Is real, not simply a bargaining po¬ 
sition for the region. 

The region, he said, is getting abuse for trying to deal 
with that matter. 

“It looks to me that if the kind of pressure that is being 
put on keeps up, it will be a nice way of making sure the 
region’s taxpayers pay the bill instead of the provincial 
goverment.V 

“It all depends how anxious they are to have Grace 
(McCarthy) get a $250,000 item she doesn't deserve.” 

TO DATE the provincial government, Campbell said, 
has been able to put the load on B.C. Hydro to pick up the 
costs of the program. That .cost, at least, was distribut¬ 
ed around the province. 

“Now if human resources doesn’t come across with 
.something satisfactory to the Capital Region District 
we have a problem. 

“These passes for people with particular qualifica¬ 
tions entitle them to a free ride on the bus. We are say¬ 
ing that is fine, but human resources have to recognize 
that we have no objection to these kinds of people being 
subsidized. It is proper that they should be. But they are 


being subsidized out of taxes being collected within the re 
gion that has been designated for new and improved 
transit. That to my mind is improper.” 

VICTORIANS, however, do not seem interested in 
Campbell's arguments. 

B.C. Telephone Co. employee Frank Darlington said 
Tuesday that he and fellow engineers are quite happy to see 
tax dollars going to subsidize seniors transportation 

“If the province won’t pay, then we must," said Darling¬ 
ton. “And we don’t believe the region should be using 
the threat of taking away the passes as a bargaining posi¬ 
tion, if that is what they are doing. 

“If this is the region's attitude toward the use of tax 
dollars, why don’t they start by cutting subsidies to down 
town businessmen, such as the free bus zone? 

“THERE ARE MANY organizations already in the 
public purse, or trying to get in," said Darlington. “My 
fellow workers and I don’t want to see seniors discriminated 
against. 

“If we are going to have choices about where our tax 
money goes, we want it to go to the seniors. 

“If they are going to start cutting, let them start right 
away with the. Chamber of Commerce, tourist bureau 
and all the other organizations that go before the city 
and the region for money out of the public purse." 
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Free-nostages delay ‘grave matter’ 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The 
Carter administration said Wed¬ 
nesday it would be gravely con¬ 
cerned if release of the American 
hostages in Iran were delayed 
until May or later, as an Iranian 
official has suggested. 

"It would be a grave concern if 
the process were dragged on that 
long,” a U.S. official said in re¬ 
sponse to remarks in Iran earlier 
in the day by Ayatollah Mo¬ 


hammed Beheshti, secretary of 
the ruling Revolutionary Council. 

Beheshti said the new Iranian 
parliament to be elected next 
month would not be able to consid¬ 
er the hostages’ fate before early 
May, some 10 weeks from now. 

But the U.S. official took some 
hope from the indication by Bc- 
heshti that revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
could change his mind about sub¬ 


mitting the hostage issue to the 
new parliament for decision. 

The official said "a throw-away 
line” in Beheshti’s press briefing 
in Tehran apparently held open a 
possibility that Khomeini might 
himself decide the fate of the 
hostages. 

But he also cast doubt on the 
significance of the Beheshti com¬ 
ments in general, calling them 
“not much more than a public 
statement, that is, political.” 


In similar vein, U.S. Stale Sec¬ 
retary Cyrus Vance said later that 
signals from Tehran were often 
contradictory. 

Vance also said there was no 
misunderstanding between the 
United States and the United Na¬ 
tions as to the dual mandate of the 
UN commission in Tehran—to 
hear Iran's grievances and also to 
bring a speedy resolution of the 
hostage crisis.

ploration and mining activ¬ 
ity will do irreversible harm 
to the environment and to us.

Opposition Leader David 
Barrett expressed pleasure 
at the government’s deci¬ 
sion. but not surprise.

“Thank 
goodness he came to his 
senses and started to listen 
to what the people arc say¬ 
ing. 

“But make no mistake 
about the real reason for the 
decision. It was a political 
decision to set up the com¬ 
mission, it has been a politi¬ 
cal decision to kill it." 

Barrett said his party 
wanted the government to do 
more than just impose a 
seven-year ban on the min¬ 
ing of uranium. 

"We Intend to present a 
bill to the House this session 
which will call for a ban on 
uranium mining until the 
Legislature votes to lift that 
ban," Barrett said. "That is 
the challenge the premier 
has to meet. If they really 
believe uranium mining 
should be banned, let them 
say so in the Legislature and 
let the Legislature dicidc 
how long the ban should 
last." 

When Bennett made his 
announcement Wednesday 
morning he left the door 
open for legislation, but did 
nut promise such a law 
would be introduced. 

“The ban will be imposed 
by order-in-council and we 
will introduce legislation if 
we feel that necessary,” the 
premier said. 

While sticking with his 
claim that the government’s 
decision had been made 
after listening to the people, 
the premier admitted that 
“on a world scale, B.C. has 
little to offer in terms of 
uranium. The provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Ontario 
have uranium sources that

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UP1) — Hundreds of(jhousands 
of black voters braved heavy rains Wednesday, crowding 
polling stations and dancing in the streets in a massive first 
day turnout for majority-rule elections to bring indepen¬ 
dence to Britain's last African colony. 

The carnival atmosphere was somewhat marred when 
police in the capital used tear gas to disperse several 
hundred supporters of Patriotic Front leader Robert Mugabe 
for allegedly throwing rocks at cars and members of rival 
parties. 

No arrests were reported and security everywhere was 
light. 

The lack of violence contrasted sharply with the election 
campaign during which there was a spate of bombings and 
attacks from both sides.

An uneasy calm pervades the Afghan capital of 
Kabul but the strategic eastern Afghan city of 
Jalalabad, under siege by Moslem rebels for two 
weeks, is near its "breaking point," a well-informed 
diplomatic source said Wednesday. 

The London Evening News reported that top 
Soviet officials would accept a UN peacekeeping 
force in Afghanistan to establish a neutral coun¬ 
try. 

Reports from Jalalabad, only 100 kilometres 
from the Pakistan border, indicated anti-Soviet 
feeling could boil over at any time, as it did last 
weekend in Kabul. 

He said heavy gunfire cuts through the city at 
night and Soviet helicopter gunships had bombed 
villages on the outskirts of the city twice in the 
past week. 

Aussies, Kiwis, U.S. 
tighten Pacific links 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Australia, New Zea¬ 
land and the United States agreed Wednesday to 
expand military co-operation in the Indian Ocean in 
an attempt to show the Soviets they "cannot profit in 
the long run" from aggression. 

Australia announced after an emergency meet¬ 
ing of the three ANZUS pact countries that it 
will deploy a carrier task force group in the Indian 
Ocean, led by the aircraft carrier HMAS Mel¬ 
bourne. A communique issued following the meet¬ 
ing at the U.S. state department also said "naval 
and air support will be given by New Zealand as 
resources permit.” 


Gunmen grab 
ambassadors 


BOGOTA <AP) — Guerril¬ 
las shot their way into the 
Dominican Republic’s em¬ 
bassy during a reception 
Wednesday, seized U.S. am¬ 
bassador Diego Asencio and 
at least 15 other ambassa¬ 
dors, and demanded $50 mil¬ 
lion ransom, release of all 
political prisoners and safe 
passage from the country. 

The leader of the the at¬ 
tackers, members of the 
leftist M-19 organization, 
conveyed the demands in a 
telephone interview with 
The Associated Press. He 
said the attackers held 
“about 60 hostages,” includ¬ 
ing 20 ambassadors. 

The foreign ministry said 


16 permanent and acting 
ambassadors had been cap¬ 
tured, along w ilh other diplo¬ 
mats. 

An M-19 spokesman al¬ 
lowed Asencio to come to the 
telephone and confirm the 
hostages were being well 
treated. The spokesman, 
who refused to be identified 
by name, said the charge 
d'affaires of Paraguay, one 
of the guerrillas and one 
other person were wounded 
during the takeover. He did 
not elaborate. 

The group refused “for the 
time being” a government 
proposal that an end to the 
takeover be mediated by the 
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MOSCOW (UPI) —The 
Soviet Union accused 
Pakistan Wednesday of 
trying to start an “unde- 
^tclared war” against 
Afghanistan and bluntly 
warned against further 
provocations. 


In an authoritative article 
in Thursday’s edition of the 
Communist Party news¬ 
paper Pravda, Alexei Petrov 
rejected Pakistan's claims 
that it was not involved in the- 
recent unrest that resulted in 
the declaration of martial 
law in Kabul last week. 

“A. Petrov" is known to be 
a pseudonym and indicates 
that the views expressed re¬ 
flect the highest levels of the 
Soviet leadership. 

The Soviets have consis¬ 
tently charged the Pakistani 
leadership with allowing 
Moslem rebels opposed to 
the Moscow-backed regime 
in Kabul to be trained and 
sheltered across the border. 

The Petrov article, how¬ 
ever, was the sharpest and 
most direct warning yet 
from the Kremlin. 

“The facts irrefutably in¬ 
dicate a direct responsibility 
of the Pakistani regime for 
the undeclared war un¬ 
leashed from its territory 
against Afghanistan and for 
the recent actions as part of 
the criminal interference in 
the affairs of the Demo¬ 
cratic Republic of Afghanis¬ 
tan, committed in Kabul by 
diversionists infiltrated 
from Pakistan," the article 
said. 

The government of Afghan 
President Babrak Karmal 
declared martial law in 
Kabul last week after a gen¬ 
eral strike and violence in 
the streets broke out. It ar¬ 
rested at least one American 
and 16 Pakistanis charged 
with taking part in anti-gov¬ 
ernment activities. 

“At present with reliance 
on documents captured and 
the evidence of the orga¬ 
nizers of the disturbances, 
one can definitely state that 
what was in progress was 
preparation for a counter¬ 
revolutionary rebellion, with 
the pogrom and the destabi¬ 
lized situation in the Afghan 
capital serving as a prologue 
to it,” the Petrov article 
said. 

There has been no recent 
word on the fate of the Paki¬ 
stanis or the American, Ro¬ 
bert Lee, who was accused of 
being a CIA agent.

Millionaire 
confesses 
to burglaries 

PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) — A millionaire shop¬ 
ping centre developer who confessed to 1-t burg¬ 
laries netting $400,000 worth of jewelry says he did it 
as an object lesson to divert three youngsters from a 
life of crime. 

Authorities said a confession by the developer, 
Leroy Malouf, 58, led to the recovery of half the 
jewelry. Because the statute of limitations had run 
out, he is safe from prosecution. The loot was stolen 
in 1972 and 1973. 

"I’m cleaning my slate so I can die in peace,” 
Malouf was quoted as telling investigators. 

Malouf said he committed the burglaries to 
show three young men, who appeared to be headed 
for a life of crime, "that they didn’t know what they 
were doing. 

“I showed tham that they didn’t have the right 
equipment and they didn’t have the knowledge — 
and they quit." 

Malouf did not identify the three young men but 
said they were leading useful and productive 
lives. 

Roger Golston, chief deputy Maricopa County 
attorney, said he was contacted on behalf of Malouf 
by an attorney who said his client wanted "to make 
peace with God." 

Golston agreed not to press charges, even if he 
could, because it was the only way to recover the 
jewelry. The statute of limitations for such crimes 
runs out after five years. 

Armed with a search warrant, investigators 
found about $200,000 worth of stolen jewelry in two 
safe deposit boxes in the name of Malouf’s former 
wife, Maxine Knick. Her whereabouts were un¬ 
known, and investigators were looking for the rest 
of the gems. , 

Malouf and his family have put up shopping 
centres and buildings worth $35 million since mov¬ 
ing to the Phoenix area from California in 1955. 

He said he hoped his past wrongdoings would not 
reflect upon his family, which he said has done 
substantial church and charity work. 
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Nurses back strike , new talks likely 


New talks appeared to be in the offing 
Wednesday in the wake of an overwhelm¬ 
ing strike vote by registered nurses who 
man 113 B.C. hospitals. 

Mediator Clark Gilmour is to meet Mon¬ 
day with the Health Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation and Tuesday with the Registered 
Nurses’ Association of B.C. 

“We hope this will signal the beginning 
of a productive round of negotiations," 
said RNABC spokesman Jerry Miller. 

“We are prepared to meet continuously 
as long as the bargaining process proves 
fruitful. If it doesn’t prove fruitful we have 
a strike mandate that’s'good for 90 days. 


"The strike is a possibility that we hope 
won’t become a probability." 

Nora Paton, chief executive officer of 
the RNABC’s labor relations division, said 
a strike was a “very real possibility” 
unless the industry agreed to bargain seri¬ 
ously. 

There was no plan at the moment to 
serve 72-hour strike notice. A walkout 
would not be legal until the mediator has 
reported out of the case. 

A solid 90 per cent of the 12,500 nurses 
involved in the contract dispute turned 
out to vote 98.1 per cent support Tuesday 
for a strike if necessary. 


In the case of numerous hospitals, in¬ 
cluding five in Greater Victoria, there 
wasn't a single dissenting vote. 

The RNABC attributes this to the 
nurses’ belief that they have been badly 
underpaid for a long time, and must make 
an all-out effort now to catch up. 

They had gone into negotiations with 
HLRA with an apparent new militancy and 
a slogan that seemed to match their 
mood—“No more nurse nice guy.” 

When talks broke oil at the end of Janu¬ 
ary there was still a wide difference in the 
monetary positions of the two sides: HLRA 


had offered a 24 per cent pay and benefit 
hike over two years and the RNABC wa i 
demanding an 18 per cent wage increase it. 
one year with a catchup factor that woulc 
raise the figure to 30 per cent. 

This would mean the starting registered 
nurse's wages would jump to $1,711 a 
month from the present $1,305. 

Both sides arc agreed on retroactivit; 
to Jan. 1. 

Meanwhile, HLRA has decided to with¬ 
hold comment on the outcome of the strike 

vote. 
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
